The 
pidures were in number e^hteen in the front, 
each painted double : {o that though at firft they 
appeared as marble bailb relievos, they, after the 
fire-works were played off, being moved by nu- 
chinery, difcovered the fame pifturcs in colours, 
and were rendered tranfparent, by a great number 
of lampions. 

The great figure over the cornice in the center 
of the machine was 28 feet by 10, and repre- 
sented. 

His Majesty giving Peace to Britannia. The 
attendants on Peace, vitxt Plenty ^ Riches ^ Happi-- 
ne/s^ TraJej and Commerce. The attendants on 
Britannia, were Liberty^ Hujbandryy Ans^ and

On the right of this, below the entablature, 
was a piSure of 15 feet by 8, reprefenting the 
return of Neptune drawn by fea horfcs, conduced 
by the Genius of Peace, and attended by Tritons^

was the return of Mars drawn with lions, the arms 
of England^ and conduded by Fame with an olive 
branch, proclaiming Peace.

This bridge is allowed to be one of the fineft 
in the world. It is built in a neat and elegant 
tafte, and with fuch fimplicity and grandeur, that 
whether viewed from the water, or by the paflTdn- 
ger who walks over it, it fills the mind with art 
agreeable furprize. The leml-oftangular tdWers 
which form the recefles of the foot-way, tlie 
planner of placing the lamps, and the height of 
the baluftrade, are at once the mod beautifur, 
and in every other refpeft the beft contrived. 

It is 44 feet wide, a commodious fdot way is 
allowed for paflengers, about fevcn feet broad on 
each fide, raifed above the road allowed for car- 
riages, and paved with broad M?^ (tones, while 
the fpace left between them is fufficient to-admit 
three carriages, and two horfes to gq a-brcaft, ' 
without the leaft damage.

Itconfifts of 14 piers, 13 large and twqfmall \ 
archesy all femi-circular, and two abutments. 

The length of every pier is about 70 feet from 
point to point, and each^ end terminated with a 
faliant right angle againft eithcf ftream. 

The two middle piers are each 1 7 feet wide at 
the fpringing of the arches, and contain 3000 
cubic feet, or near 200 tons of folid ftone ; and 
the others decreafe in breadth, equally on each 
fide by one foot ; fo that the two next to the largefl: 
are each 1 6 feet wide ; and io on to the two leaft on 
each fide, which are 12 feet wide at the fpringing 
of the arches. 

Each of thefe piers are four feet wider, at their 
foundatbn, than at the top ; and each of them is 
laid on a ftrong bed of timber, of the fame ihape 
as the pier, about 80 feet long, 28 feet wide, and 
two feet thick. 

The value of 40,000!. is computed to be al- 
ways under water in flone and other n)aterials. 
And here it may not be improper to obferve, that 
the caiflTon on which the firft pier was funk, con- 
tained 150 loads of timber : for it is a precaution 
ufed in moft heavy buildings, to lay their founda- 
tions on planks, or beds of timber, which (if 
found when laid, and always kept wet) will not 
only remain found, but grow harder by time.

All the piers are built the fame in th^ infide ^ 
on the outfide, pf folid Porthnd block ftone^, none 
lefs than one top, or 2000 weight, unlefs here 
and there a fmaller called a dofcr, placed between 
four other larger ftones ; but moft of them are 
two or three tons weight, and feveral of four or 
five tons. All the fi:bnes are fet in (and their 
joints filled with) a cement called Dutch tatris, 
and thjcy are befides fattened together with iron 
cramps run in with lead, and fo placed th^t none 
of thofc cramps can be feen, or ever be affedted 
by the water. 

All the arches pf fVeJimnfter-bridge are femi- 
circular, that form being one of the ftropgeft, an4 
the bed adapted for difpatch in building. 

They all fpripg from about two feet above low- 
water mark, and from no higher ; which render^ 
the bridge much ftronger than if the arches fprung 
from taller piers, befides the faving of a great 
(quantity of thaterials and workmanfhip.

feveral fmall ones, as is buttooxommoniin other 
buildings. . ' ! . 

Inftead of chalk, fmall ftones, or rubbifb, with 
which the infidcs of moft buiWings rare filled, 'ihe 
piers are entirely built with Iblid blocks of Port-

piers of ff^minfter-hidge \ which, hj finking,^ 
datnaged the arch to which it belonged fo much, 
that the commiffioners thought fit to have it pull- 
ed down \ when by laying prodigious weights on 
the lower part of the pier, the foundation was 
iettled and fet to rights, m fuch a maniier as to 
render it completely fecure from all accidents of 
the like kind for the future.

A goafd, confiftiDg of twelve watchmen, Is How 
appointed for the fccurity of the paffiige over, this ^^"^^^* 
bridge. They are to be upon duty from the clofe 
of day every night till the opening of it the next 
morning. We walk the public ftrcets with fo 
much danger in thofe hours, that this provifion 
was extremely ncceffary upon a bridge of fo great 
length, . which is not to be transformed inxp a 
"fti-eet. / ^' 

This year produced two addrefles ifrdm the city 
of London in their corporate capacity ; one to the

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, The corpk of his royal htgbnds was onet at the A- ^' 
church door by the dean -and prebendaries, at- '^^*' 
tended by the gentlemen of the choir and king's 
feholars, who fell into the proceffion immediately 
before the officer of arms, with wax capers in their 
hands, properly habited, and began the common 
burial fcrvice (no anthem being compofcd on this 
Qccafion) two drums beating a dead march during 
the fervicc. Upon entering^ the chapel, the royal 
body was placed On trcffels^ the crown and cufhion 
at the head, and the canopy held over, the fup- 
porters of the pall (landing by ; . the chief moarner 
and his two fupporters feated in chairs at the head 
of rhecorpfej the lords alfiftants, matter of the 
]{orib, grooHY of the ftole, and lords of the bed- 
chamber, on both fides 5 the four white ftaff- 
officers at the feet, the others fcating thcmfelves 
in the ftalls on each fide phe chapel; the bifbop 
of Rjoclufiir^ dean of fF^mnJier^ then read the firft 
part of the hurial-fervice, after which the corpfe 
was carried to the vault, preceded by the white 
ftaff- officers, the matter of the hoife, chief mourn- 
er, his fupporters and affiftants, Garterrking of arms 
going before them. When they had placed them- 
fclves near the vault, the corpft, being lard upon 
a machine even with the pavement of the^ chapel, 
was by degrees let down into the vault, when the 
Whop of R$cbefier went on with the fcrvice; which' 
being ended. Garter proclaimed his royal highnefs's

On the 20ch of the fame month, at about feven Piifonm 
o'clock at night, three of the prilbners under fen- eitipi'lu^ 
tence of death in Newgate^ and ordered for execu- of Newgate 
tion, viz. Hayesy Agnew^ and Broughicn, (who had 
found me^ns to faw off their irons) attacked Mr. 
Sinclair the turnkey, when he went to lock them^ 
up in the cells, and ftabbed him in feveral places 
of the belly, in fo dcfperate a manner, that there 
were no hopes of his recovery. After this, two 
of them ftrippcd Darby (who was confined there

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A. D. for robbing the mail) of his cloaths, when one 
^^^^* put on his great coat, and the other his clofe- 
bodied coat, and infifted on Sinclair's calling to 
IVood^ the other turnkey, to open the door to let 
the two gentlemen out; but, upon hearing a 
ftruggle, he began to fufpeft fomething more 
than ordinary, and made an alarm ; when the pri- 
foners ran to fecure Darby^ whom they fufpefted 
of betraying them; and JgneWy whofe poft it was 
to keep the door, upon hearing a ftruggle between 
his confederates and two afiiftant turnkeys, (who 
were with Sinclair at the firft onfet, and whom they 
had hawled into the cells) forgot his charge of 
door-keeper and ran to their affiftance, when Darby 
immediately (hut the cell-door and bolted it on 
the outfide, which fattened them all together in 
the cell. Mr. Akerman^ the keeper, immediately 
applied to the fheriffs, and a guard was prefently 
had from the Ttlt-yard. The lor3-mayor. Sir 
William Calverty alderman Gafcoigne^ and feveral 
other gentlemen, came foon after; and the guard 
was reinforced with another from the Tower. The 
fellows being quite defpcrate, his lordlhip waited 
on the duke of Newcaftkj and got an order to fire 
on them, in cafe they refufed to furrender. How- 
ever, upon being furrounded in their cells, and 
having a parley with his lordfhip through the cell 
doors, they furrendered, and were immediately, 
with the reft of the prifoners, ddiible-ironed and

Jnjilver, her bat, gown,, and apron, and then 
vV^(3[n^ dragged her into the gravel-walk lead- 
m^ d6wn to the faid gate of Betbkhem* That,

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A. D. aboiit the middle of this walk, owe of the meil 
^^^^' threatctied to do for her, and gave her fuch a bk)^ 
on her right temple with his fift, as threw htr into 
a fit and deprived her of her fenfes 5 to whidi &6 
had been ftibjeft upon any fudden fright. T4iat, 
when ihe came to herfelf, fhe perceived that two 
mert were hurrying her along in a large road-way, 
who continued ftill to hurry and drag her along, 
though (lie was fo well recovered out of her fit as 
to be able to walk alone ; and that in half ^ hour's 
time, after the recovering of her fenfes, they car- 
ried her into a houfe, where flie faw an old gipfey 
and two young women in the kitchen. That the 
old gipfey took her by the hand, and faid Ihc 
would give her fine cloatbs, if fhe Would go their 
way [that is, become a proftitotej. But, tipoii 
Elizabeths anfwering in the negative, the old gip* 
fey took a knife out of a drawer, cut Gannm^% 
ftays ofif and took them from her, and one of tbt 
men took off her cap. That both the men went 
away ; and then the old gipfey forced her up an old 
pair of ftairs, and locked her up in a back-room, 
like a hayloft, declaring, that, ill (he made any 
noife, fhe would come up and cut her throat. 
That fhe found in this loft a large black jug, with 
a very broken neck, foil of water, a parcel of hay, 
and as much bread in pieces, fcatteried atbout the 
floor, as might amount to a quartern loaf That 
fhe continued! in this room from this time, before 
day-light on the ad of January^ to about half an 
hour after four o'clock in the afternoon of Monday 
the 29th of the fame month, or twenty -«%ht days 

' and 
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and upwvds, without any other fqft;enancc than A- 1>. 
the faid bread and water, and a minced pyc (he ^'^^^^ 
had in her pocket, which flxQ was carrying home 
to her brother. That Bxc efcaped from this loft 
by breaking out of a window, and was about fix 
hours in getting back to her friends, almoft ftarv- 
ed to death. That (he did not fee any body dur- 
ing her whole confinement, except one of the wo- 
men, who once peeped through a hole in the 
door ) and that fhe never went to (tool during the 
whole time, but only made water. 

This ftory being propagated by her mother and 
friends, and her wretched appearance moving cpm- 
paifion, feveral worthy and well-difpofed neigh- 
bours, fired with refentment againft the aAors ia 
this cruel fcene, raifed a contribution to find out 
9nd to bring the villains complained of to exemr 
plary punifhment ; and by her faying that (he had' 
through the chinks of the boards of the loft feen 
the Hertford ftage at a diftance, the driver of . 
which (he knew, they found out that (he had been 
confined on the Hertford road i and, as foon as in 
a condition to move, they took her in a chaife to 
fix upon the houle. She lighted at the houfe of 
one Wells j and there they found an old gipfey, 
whom, (he charged, and alfo one Firfue Half. 
Upon this the whole family were put into a cart, 
though Canning charged ;io more than thefe two, 
and carried them before a juftice of the peace ir> 
the county of Mddle/e^j who, without taking 
any information in writing, did, after examina- 
tion of the parties, commie the gipfey for taking

But Sir Crifpe Gafcoigne, then lord-mayor, and 
juftice Gundry, the judge upon the trial, diflatis- 
fied with the verdidV, thought it their duty to 
enquire into the faft of Squires^s being dxAbbotf-' 
bury from the i ft to the 9th of January, as (he 
had pleaded in her own defence % and doubting of 
the whole ftory as related by Cannings obtained 
divers letters and certificates from the under-lheriflf 
of Dorfetjbirey and from the church-warden$, 
overfeers, and feveral principal inhabitants of 
Abbotjhury, to prove that Mary Squires was at 
Abbotjhury at the time above-mentioned : and fur- 
ther, they produced two men of charafter to 
prove the identity of her perfon. Virtue Hall did 
alfo recant her evidence, and faid, that fhe had 
been threatned and frightened into what fhe had 
, fworn before juftice Fielding and at the trial of 
Wells and Squires^ to falve herfelf from being pro- 
fecuted, as an accefTary to the felony. 

Thefe proofs in favour of the gipfey ftaggered 
the caufe of Canning:, and had their due influence 
at the report made of the convifts under fentcncc 
of death ; when Mary Squires was refpited, and

Such was the diflike of the citizens to the mi- P*n for 
nifterial meafures of calling in foreign mercenaries mayon 
at this jundure, that they, to exprefs their great- 
er abhorrence, objeded to the nomination of Mr. 
Alderman Dickenfittj when put up at the next 
eledion of a lord-mayor. ^ And it was with great 
difficulty they could be prevailed upon, in feven 
days poll, to return him with Sir Charks Afgill^ 
Knt. to the court of aldermen \ their only ob- 
jcftion being. That, as a member of the houfe of 
commons, he had by minifterial influence been 
prevailed upon to vote to addrefs his majefty for 
the importation of lawlefs mercenaries. 

On the 8 th oi January ^ about 11 at night. Fire at Mr.

placed. u[x. Pitt and Mr. Legge^ in whofe abilities and 
integrity every one placed confidence, had fcarce 
made their appearance upon the political ftage, 
before they weredifmifled from their places in the 
miniflry. But this was not any diigrace in the 
eyes of the pubHc. Oh the contrary, there was 
no corporation of any confequence but haftened 
ID (hew their diflike of their difmiffion, and to 
approve of their conduft during the (hort time 
they had been permitted to be at the head of the 
mifiiftry. The city of London led the way. Mr. 
Deputy Hodges^ on the 15th of ^x7, 1757, rofc 
up in the common-council and fpoke:

aiTe"**"^' of iViw^m^^r a fire began in HamlifC% coflfee-houfe 
in Sweeting* % alley ^ clofc to the eaft fide of the 
RoyaUexchangty which, fpreading into Cornhill^ and 
thence into Freeman^ coUrt^ deftroyed 1-3 capital 
houfcs, and many more were greatly damaged. 
2 Yet 
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Tct this was not fo lamentable as that appeared A. D. 
to be which happened in King^s-ftreet^ Cavenf- jn Kin . 
garden^ about four o'clock in the morning, on the ftrcet, Co- 
23d of December. It began at a cabinet- maker's, den/^*^* 
and made its way through Rofe-ftreet^ &c. towards 
Long-acre: in which fpace it deftroycd upwards 
of 30 houfcs, befides the many that were damaged. 
Many perfons were burnt; others buried in the 
ruins; and the firemen fufFered very much in their 
limbs, fcfr. 

The debates, which had fo long engaged the Refoiution 
common-council about the new bridge, at laft the'dfyr* 
opened the underftandings of the ruling part of ^^* 
the city; who foon perceived that, unlcfs proper 
meafures (hould be taken to make the city of 
London more airy and commodious for the mercan- 
tile and genteel part of its inhabitants, before 
that new bridge (hould be finiihed, they might 
be invited into the new buildings on the Surry 
fide; whereby the eftates in the city would in- 
evitably be ruined. Therefore, it was found ex- 
pedient to enter immediately upon fuch meafures, 
as they (hould think moft advantageous for pre- 
ferving the beft of the inhabitants. For this 
purpofe the new common- council, at their very 
firft meeting on the 2 2d of January^ 1760, came 
to a refoiution that an application (hould be 
made to parliament for a bill to empower the 
city to make fuch akeratibns, in regard to the 
avenues leading into it, as (hould be thought 
nece(rary, and might tend to its advantage.

The preceflion was flow and 
folemii, taking up two hours and three quarters, through an 
innumerable concourfe of fpeftators, who behaved with the 
ntmoft decency, and were, in general, imprefled with an aw- 
ful melancholy filence. His lordfhip behaved with eafe and 
compofure during the whole time of his pafiage from the Tower . 
to Tjbum. He told Mr. IhcrifF Vaillant, as they fat in the 
landau, that his drefs (light cloaths embroidered with filver)

inigtit feem odd; but that he had his reafons tot wearing them 
that day ; which, however, he did not mention. After taking 
tiotice of the innumerable multitude that crowded round him 
every foot of the way, he added, that be fuppofed they came 
to fee a lord hanged. He had applied in vain to the king, by 
• letter, that he might futfcr in the Tower ^ where \E^;r, Queen 
E/izaietlf's favourite, one of his anceflors, was beheaded: he 
made this. application with the more confidence, as he had the 
honour* he faid, to quarter part of his majefty*s arms, and to 
be allied to him. To die at the place for executing common 
felons he thought hard : and obferved, that the apparatus of 
death, and the being made a fpe£lacle to fuch multitudes, was 
worfe than death itfelf. Mr. Humphreys had never feen him till 
that morning ; apd that gentleman fignifying to him that fooiie 
account of his religious fentim^nts would be expeded, he made 
aniWer, That he did not think himfelf accountable for thefe 
to the public. That he had always adored one God, th^ 
maker of the world ; and for any peculiar notions of his* own, 
he had never propagated them, or endeavoured to make pro- 
felytes; that he thought it wrong to difturb any national form 
of religion, as lord Bolingbroke had done by the publication 
of hb writings. He added, tha:t the multitude of feds, and 
the many difputes about teligion, had almoft banilbed moral- 
icy. [Did ever thefe hu;-t the morals of any fincere enquirer 
after truth ?] His ibooting Mr. Johnfony againft whom he de- 
clared that he had no ipalice, he afcribed to his not knowing 
what he did, which diforder was occafioned, he faid, by many 
croiTes and vexations he had met with at that particular time. 
As he approached Tyburn, he exprefTed a defire to fee a perfon 
(whether male or fernale is not mentioned) who waited there 
in a coach, and for whom he faid he had a very fincere regard ; 
but, bejng told that patting with this perfon might give him 
too great a fhock, he declined it, and delivered to the (^eri^ 
a bank-note in a pocket-book, with a ring, and a purfe with 
ibme guineas, to be given this perfon. 

Being 
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houfe near St. Magnus's church, inadvertently left A. D. 
his charge on the fire to gratify his curioficy with

' Bdxig arrived at the place of execndon, his lordftiip alighted 
and afcended the fcafFold with the fame compofore hp had*

dergyn^an to jjoin in prayer with him, which he dedinedj but, . 
kneeling on black cufhionsy readily joined with him in the. . 

Aftpr 
it was over he added, with great energy, ** O Lord, forgive .

This incident would 
have retarded the execution, and greatly difcompofed his lord* 
ihip, had not Mr. (heriff Vmllant immediately iaterpofed, and 
commanded them to proceed in their bufinefs, and end the 
difpute. They then put on his white cap, took off his neck- 
cloth, and put on the halter, which was a common one. He 
then ftepped upon the little ftage in the middle of the fcafibld, 
and it was explained to him in what manner it would fink» 
His cap being pulled over his eyes, Mr. (heriff Vaillant gave 
the (ignal for removing the board by damping with his foot. 

His lor^(hip was turned off about two minutes before twelve^ 
and feemed to die very eafy; but his hands turned preftntly 
remarkably black. Soon after he was turned off, the hearfe 
and mourning-coach drew up to the fcaffold, and a (hell, co« 
vered with black, was taken out of the hearfe : his lor4d(h!p*s 
body, after hanging one hour and five minutes, was cut down;

The ftate-coach was drawn hy fix beautiful iron-grey horfes^ 
f ichly caparifoned and adorned with ribbons ; and all the corn- 
panics made a very grand appearance. 

Th« armourers and braziers, the flcirmers and the fifh mongers 
companies, particalarly dilHnguifhed themfelves on this occa- 
£on. The former were marked by an u'dier riding ereft in 
his car, having his bow in his left han * and his quiirer and 
arrows hanging behind his \zh (houlder; and a man in com- 
plete armour. The dinners were diftinguifhed by feven of 
their company being dreffed in far, having their (kins punted 
in ^e form of InMan princes. The fi(hmongers pageants con- 
fified of a ftatue of St. Peter finely gilt, a dolphin, two mer- 
maids, and two Cea-horfes ; which had a very pleafing eff^dt. 

The proceffion being ended, the royal family were conduced 
by the fherifFs to GuUdball^ at the entrance of which they were 
received by the lord-mayor, who, kneeling, prefented the city 
fword to the king, which being returned, it was carried before 
bis majefly by his lordfhip to the council- chamber, where the 
compliments of the city were made, and where his majefty 
conferred the honour of knighthood on Nathaniel Najh and 
John Car tivrigbti Efqrs. the two iherifFs, znd on Tbomaj F/ud* 
yer, Efq? brother to the lord -mayor. From thence, in like 
manner, the royal family proceeded to the flujiings, where a

The entertainment was elegant, fumptuous, and well con- 
diluted. His majefty and all the royal family expteiTed their 
eocire approbation of it; and theiKybilicy and foreign minifters 
acknowledged it wa« beyond any thing they had ever feen. 

Itt the evening the ball was opened by his royal highnefs 
the doke of Yi^rk and th^ lady-mayorefs ; aiid minuets were 
danced by fome others of the royal family, the nobility, l^t. 
till one o'clock. 

Their m^efties returned to ^/. J^mus% about one o'clock, 
and the reft of the r^al family flawed them as faft as their 
coaches could be brought op; the lord mayor, with the 
Iword of ftate carried before bim» the fherifs, and gentlemen 
of the CQoraiittee, condnfiing them to the hall-gate. 

Our late patriot-minifter too might learn the fenfe this city 
retaias fA his paft iervices from the reception they gave him, 
which was fuch as muft afford the higheft fatisfadion, and be 
confidered as the mofl acceptable reward to a generous and 
noble mind. At his departure he was faluted with the accla- 
mations of the people, which continued to furround his chariot 
all the way to his houie. The reft of the company did not 
feparate till after three, aad the whole was conclude with

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A terrible fire broke oat on the 7th in a granary A. D. 
at 5'A Saviour*s dock, which in a fhort time dcftroyed pi^/at^st 
that and eighteen houfes, and damaged feveral Saviours 
jnore. And pn the 12th there, wr^s a violent ftorm g^onn, 
of wind and rain, which did confiderable damage 
by driving the fliips from their moorings, and a- 
mongft the friiall Craft. Some houfes and many 
phiq:inies ^yere blown down, by which feveral Uycs 
were loft. It thundered very loud in the night: 
and the Thames rofe fo high' that the gardens at High tide, 
Millbanh^ IVeftminfter, were laid under water. 

It was fome time in this month that the world Cock-Une 
was alarmed by the impofture of the Cock-lane gbefi^ ^^^^*' 
which was managed by a girl about twelve years 
old, unddr the diredlion of her parents, 6?f. fo 
artfully^ that it drew in feveral clergymen, an5 
other people of fenfe and reputation, to believe and 
p countepance the deception ^ But a matter of

* On Fehruaty 13, between the hours of eleven and twelve 
at night, a gentleman was fent for to tl^e houfe of one ParfonSf 
officiating parifh-clerk of St. Sepulchred ^ in Cocf-Iaae, near 
Weft'Smibfieldf to be witncfs to the noifes, and other extra* 
prdinary ci'rcum fiances, attending the fuppofed prefence of a 
fpirit, that for thefe two years pall had been l^eard in the nighty 
to tiie great terror of the family. To throw fome light upon 
this very royfterious affair, we fhall begin with the narrative 
publiftied by Mr. Bronvn, the fubftance of which i$ as follows :

came. She added, that K — had married one of her fillers,

— — , as appears by tjbe parifh-reg^fter* By the will Klreadfr 
mentioned K— availed himfelf of her fortune, to the pri^udice 
of her brother and fitters, who all lived in perfedl harmpBjr 
till this unhappy affair happened. Such is the account given 
by Mr. Brown, oli Anun-corner. A worthy clergyman, how- 
ever, who attended her feveral times, and who adminifiered 
to her the lad comforts of his function, declares, that the fmall- 
pox, with which ihe was reize4, was of the confluent fort, and 
that the gentlemen of the faculty, who attended her, had pro* 
Bounced her irrecoverable (bme days before her death.

and, being fatisfied there was no vifible appearance of a deceit, 
the child, with its filler, was put into bed, which was found 
to ihake extremely by the gentleman who had placed himfelf 
at the foot of it.

. The fuppofed fpirit had before publickly proxAifed, by ao 
afHrmative knock, that it would attend one of the gentlemen 
into, the vault under the church of St, John, Clerketnxell^ where 
tli^ body is depofited, and givea token of her prefence there 
by a knock upon her coflita : it was therefore determined to' 
make this trial of the exigence or v^aci^y of the fuppofed 
^irit, ^ , 

While they were enquiring and deliberating, they were 
fummoned into the girl's chamber by fome ladies, who were 
iiear her bed, and who had heard knocks and fcratches. 
When the gelitlemen entered, the girl dedat«d that (he feh 
t^e fpirit like a moufe upon her back, aad was required tg^ 
hold her hands out of bed. From that time^ though the fpiiit- 
was very folemnly required to manifeft its exiftence, by appear* 
atice, by imprelli6n on the hand or body of any prefent, by 
fcratches, knocks,* or any other agency, no evidence of any 
preternatural powi^r was exhibited. . 

The fpirit was then very ferioufly advertifed» that the perfoa 
to whom the promife was made, of linking the coffin, was 
then about to vifit the vault, and that the performance of the 
promife was thfen claimed. The company, at one o'clock, 
t^ent into the church, and the gentleman; to whom the pro- 
fioife was made, went, with one more, into the vaults Th« 
fpirit was folemnly required to perform its promife^ but no* 
thing more than iilence enfued :, the perfon fuppofed to be ac* 
cufed by the fpirit then went down, with feveral others ; but 
no effeft was perceived. Upon their return they examined 
the girl ; but could draw no confeffiou from her. Between 
two and three fhe.deiired* and s^as. permitted, to go home 
with her father. 

It was therefore the opinion of the whole aflembly, that the 
child had fome art of making or counterfeiting particular 
noifes, and that there was no agency gi an^ higher caufe.— 
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A. D. lent, and cdirid not ofherwifc recover from ofrte 
»762- of the parties concerned. Mr. JC— / being fuffi- 
ciently fapportcd by evidence of the premifes, in- 
dited WiUiam Parfons and EUzaietb his wife, the 
parents of the girl that afted the chief part in this 
affair, and alfo.the reverend Mr. M?^, and a re- 
putable tradcfnnan, for a confpiracy in the Cock4ane 
ghoft affair to injure his character: and their trials 
came on before lord chief juftice Ma»^eld in the 
court of King^s-bemb at GuildJball^ by a fpecial jury^ 
Dctcacd, on the loth and 12th of July^ when, after a trial 
*uni&ed?* of twelve hours, the confpirators were found guilty, 
and punifhed. The clergyman and another were 
brought to the bar and feverely reprimanded^ and, 
having compromifed the affair with the profecutor, 
for a fum of money, they were difmilTed, Parfons 
was pilloried three times in one month, and impri- 
foned two years : his wife was imprifoned one year: 
and Mary Frazier fent to Bridewell for fix months^ 
The printer was fined 50 1. and difcliargcd* 
High tides. The banks of the Thames were fo overflowed by 
the tide, on the 9th of February^ that it fwept away 
Ibveral full cafks and other merchandize from the 
keys and wharfs, and overflowed the^pfifort-yard 
of the Borough Compter. But on the icith of next 
month the tide rofe much higher, and flowed into 
Wejlminjler-hall^ and as far as the ftair^ leading up 
to the hoofe of commons.

glais warehoufe, and theglafs-houfe vaWbiU^friars^ 
were burnt down, with other conliderable damage. 
In S^td-Jklds two houfes were burnt down, and 
feveral more damaged, in Wbiu^i-row. There 
were in all thirty-^two fires, which happened in and 
about tbis^city fince Cbriftmas-day laft : and amongft 
them I muft relate that in the Strand^ which began 
atamillencr'snear5^«i^/-*^5 where, the wind 
being very high, and the water fcarce, the flames 
fpread in an aftonifhing manner. Several houfes 
were all on fire at once: and the fire continued 
raging many hours, and next day broke out again. 
This unhappy affair was imputed to the leaving 
an old gentlewoman lodger by herfclf, whofe 
cloaths taking fire, and fhe, 103 years old, not 
able to help herfelf, was found burnt, and the 
chamber in flames, at the return of her maid, 
who was met by the flanges fo violently, at her 
opening the door, that (he ran down ftairs to fave 
her own life. 

The tide rofe fo high in the "ThamSj on the 15 th High tide 
of February^ that many parts of fFeftminfter were 
overflowed; and, below bridge, the inhabitants 
of Tooley-ftreet and Wapping were obliged to keep 
to their upper rooms. 

The managers of Covenhgarden playhoufc in- Riot m 
fifting upon full prices for the opera o{ Artaxerxes^ ga°rden^" 
a riot enfued, when all the benches in the boxes playhouse,

of their duty. Not only the executioner, the 
conftables, and the inferior officers were pelted with 
filth and dirt, but the chief officers prelent were 
infultcd in the groffeft manner ; the fore-glafs of 
the chariot of Mr. Hafley^ one of the city-flie- 
rifFs, and a member of parliament for the city of 
London^ was broken by a billet thrown at his per- 
fon, which was taken from the fire, that was kin- 
dled to confume the North Briton. Mr. Harley 
being (lightly wounded, and obferving the fpirit 
of licentioufnefs, that prevailed among the multi- 
tqde, haftened to the manfion-houfe to apprize 
the lord-mayor of the danger.

Americ0M pJantations ; though the poor deluded people had 
great reafon to hearken to fuch propofals, as were tendered to 
them, in the name of a nation, which had always given them 
« the prefe'ren^ in fuch cafes, and could not poffibly people and 

cultivate their new acquired deferts, without a vaft number of 
new hands. However, they were deceived, and being em* 
barked faq|the €Ontraftor*s contrivance, and brought to the 
port of London^ they who were in a condition to pay thei^ 
paflage, were permitted to land ; fuch as had no money, were 
kept on board, and both were reduced to a flarving condition ; 
the contraflor being left behind, and caft into a Dutch prifbn, 
for debts he imprudently coatra£t^ to carry this chimerical 
fcheme into execution, without the lead countenance even Hof 
a^romife from the Britijb court, to realize his agreement with 
the German emigrants : of which incident there appeared the 
following intelligence from the Hague gazette. On the 31(1 of 
Auguft laft. *' ""• ».

The poor half-ftarved Palatines, whoivere put afhore with- 
out a-pation to provide for them, were not able. to get enterr 
tainment or (belter from the intemperature of the rainy feafon^ 
which, joft at that time, (about the middle of Jugttji) wa» 
very heavy. The men, with their wives, children^ and in* 
fants, even their very woman in labour, were driven to th(r 
necei&ty of lying in the open fields, without provifions, with- 
out cover, and without any friend or. aiiiftance, but what 
could be coUeded during this exigency for them in German 
churches and chapels about this metropolis. ^11 which is 
more fully and publicly defcribed by the clergyman, whoib 
piety led him to minifter to them in their great diftrefs, and to 
make their cafe known to the great and good» who had it ki 
thek power, and were ready to relieve their almoft defpairing 
Gertnan brethren. 

This clergyman wrote a letter to the printer of the Dai^ 
Adverti/er^ who publifhed it on the joth of Augufi^ jn thejie 
words: 

I hope you will permit me, by means of your paper, to in* 
form thofe who have the power to redrefs it, ^f xhe '^^y de- 
plorable fituation of the poor unhappy Palatines lately arrived 
here from Germany, They are in number, mei^» women,, ^d.

open fields adjacent to thifr metropolis, without covering, with^ 
out money, and in fiiort, without the common neceffaries of 
life ; others lie languifliing utider the complicated evils of fick- 
oefs and extreme want, at the Stanag-hail in G^odman's-faldt;. 
and more than 200 remain on board the (hip, Which broiight 
them over, on account of their paffage not being paid for, where 
they are perifliing for want of food, and rotting in filth and 
aaftineis. Colledions have been made at the German churches 
and cha4)els here feveral times, to a£fbrd them fome relief; 
but as the number of thefe poor creatures is fo confiderable. 
It is impoflible, by fuch means, to furnifh them with a regular 
and continQal fupply, adequate to their wants ; fo that unlefs 
fome proviiion is yery fpeedily made for them, they moil in- 
evitably periih. Thefiq unfortunate people would think them- 
felves inexpreilibly happy, if the EngUfl? government would 
be gracioufly pleafed to take them under its protefUon, to al- 
low them, for the prefent, fome ground to lie bn, tents to 
cover them, and any manner of fabfillence, till it fluill be 
thought proper to (hip them off, and fettle them in any Enghfi? 
colonies in i^/ffmrn ; where, I doubt not, they will give their 
proteAors. and benefactors conHant proofs of their affedlion 
and gratitude for fuch kindnefs, by behaving as becometh 
honeft, induftrious, and dutiful fubjef^s, to the Britijh govern- 
ment.

Weavers The weavcrs jealous that they (hould not receive 
agahl^^^ the aid they petitioned for to both houfes of parlia- 
ment, a great number of journeymen, on the ift of 
A%i with ablack flag carried before them, accompa- 
nied, by. their wives and children, went up to St. 
Apjjiy to James*s^ to reprefent to his majefty their diftrefled 
perfon. Condition for want of work, occafioned by the im-» 
portation of French filks, and other foreign goods. 
Their majefties being gone for Richmond heforc 
they reached Sl James, moft of them went to 
His ma- Richmond', where one of the lords in waiting 
f/tr. brought them word from his majefty, that he 

would do all in his power for their relief. ~

orders to the beadles of the feveral wards, to give 

notice to the conftables in every parifli to repair to 

their refpedlive watch-houfes, with affiftance, and 

there to remain till further orders, to prevent any 

riots that might happen.

They aflemblcd again on the i6th, and went to A. D. 
St. Jameses ; and, poffcflcd with an opinion that the ^'^ ^* 
good cfFeft of their petition had been prevented 
in a great meafure by his grace the duke of Bed- 
ford^ they proceeded in a very riotous manner to 
Blootn/bury-fquarej with fuch threatnings of ven- 
geance, that it was neceffary to fend for a ftrong 
military force to prevent their mifchievous inten- 
tions. They by this means were difperfed : but Their 
on the 17th, in the morning, they affembled ""'"*'^"* 
again, by beat of drum, in SptttalfieldSj to the 
number, as fuppofcd, of upwards of 30,000, 
ftom whence they proceeded in three large bodies 
to JVeftmnfter. One corps took the rout of Grace- Proccmon. 
cburcb'ftreet and London-bridge^ from whence they 
paifed over St. George^ s-fields. Another corps 
marched along hudgate*hilU and the Strand \ while 
the third proceeded by way of Holboum and Co- 
vent'garden. When united again in Wefiminjier^ 
the crowd was fp great that the members could 
fcarce get to their refpeftive houfes. All Old Pa- , 
lace-yard^ New- Palace-yard^ and the ftreets ad- 
joining, quite as far up as fFeJimin/iir-iridge^ were 
filled with thefe poor petitioners, befides multi- 
tudes of others that were in the Park. Before 
them, in their march, flags of various colours 
were borne by the women, particularly a French 
filk handkerchief, with a golden border on ir, and 
.a crofs of gold in the middle; a large piece of 
French fpotted filk, laid to have been procured 
from the (hop of a mercer in town, and three or 
four pieces of French lace, &c, &c. The m^cn 

wore 
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A. D. wore red cockades and flireds of filk in their hats. 

^'^^* In fVeftminfter they flopped the carriages of the 
inembers, as, they went to the houfe, praying them 
to take pity on the poor weavers, but behaved ill 
all other refpedts with the greateft good order. 
To prevent any tumult however, the firft troop 
of horfc-guards, with a party of horfe-grenadiers, 
and three companies of the foot-guards, all under 
arms, and headed by their proper officers^ were 
ordered from the parade to Old-Palace-yard^ where 
they v^ere drawn up in two lines htiottWeftminftef^ 
ball^ to clear the pailage for the members to get 
to the houfe. They continued aflembled till near 
four o'clock, when being informed by their heads, 
that hand-bills would be diftributed next day, 
which would allay all their fears, and every other 
Difperfe. neceflary ftep be taken for their advantage, they 
were recommended to feparate peaceably, and ac- 
cordingly began their march home again, fo that 
by five the ftreets round fFefiminfter-kall were 
pretty well cleared of them. * Sir John Fielding^ 
and his brother juflices, had attended at the Netb^ 
Guildhall all the time; at which place there was 
alfo a conference between the chieftains of the 
weavers, to the number of about 400, their nu- 
flers, and the mercers, when it was agreed. by the 
latter immediately to recall all their contracts for 
foreign goods and to fet the journeymen inftantly 
to work. But though this had fo good an effed, 
that it contributed, perhaps, more than any thing 
elfc, to difperfe them ; yet in their return they 
faid they fliould not depend entirely upoh pro- 
5 ^ mifes. 
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ftiifes, and talked of getting the watermen to join A. D. 
them, &c. A body of them even went to Bloomf^ "^ ^' 
hurj'fquarcy where they pulled down the ftonc 
pofts, and part of the wall, before the duke of 
Bedford^s houfe, with the rails in the road to Fig- 
hncy befides ploughing up the ground in the mid- 
dle of the fquare. and doing other damage. Thefe 
outrages being apprehended tobedangerous,aparty 
of the horfe-guards had been added to the foot, 
which had been placed there the night before; but 
the mob were fo unruly, that they tore up the very 
pavement to fupply them with (tones, to pelt the 
guards : in confequence of which much mifchief 
was done^ many of the fbldiery were cut and 
wounded, and feveral of the people trampled 
down by the horfes. Thefe outrages continued a 
gr^at part of the night. 

Another body went to Mr. C^^rr's, a (ilk-mer- 
ccr, on Ludgate-bilU where they demolifhed the 
windows, broke the lamps at the door, and did 
other mifchief. In confequence of this, between 
itvtn and eight o'clock, the lord-ma^or, attend* 
ed by the (heriffs, recorder, city-qiar(hal, and 
fword-bearer, with a number of peace-officers, 
repaired to the fpot ; but his Iord(hip was obliged 
to leave his coach in St. PauVs church yard : from 
whence be proceeded on foot to Mr. Carres i wheA 
the recorder told the populace, that unlefs they dif-- 
perfed, the riot aft (hould be read. His lordfhip 
then repaired to the Globe tavern, in Fleet-Jlreet^ 
and attended there with his brethren for fome 
time.

A court of aldermen had previoufly met the 
evening before to confult on proper methods for 
preventing the ill confequences that might arife 
from (b large a body of people daily aflembling ; 
a party of the guards, from the tower, did duty 
all the night of the 1 6th in Moorfields 5 another party 
had been fent for the fame n^ht to SpittalJUlds^ on 
account of the mob breaking the windows there of 
fome mafter-wcavers, who were reported to have 
had French filks in their houfes, particularly of 
one in Princefs-Jireet, whofe windows were entirely . 
demolifhed from the top to the bottom. 

And early on the 17th another party of guards, 
attended by a great number of conftables, head- 
boroughs, &rc. marched from Hick^s-balho M»cr^ 
fieldsi to be at hand againft any further riots. 

Their principal orator was one Jones^ a wekh- 
man. Thia perfon received the meflage when 
they were at St. JafMs'Sj after which he drew his 
brethren off to the Green-^parki and fignified what 
bad paflied from a tree. He alfo made a long 
harangue to them in Gli-Palace-yardy perfuading 
them to difperfe, and feemed* to condu£): himfelf 
with a good deal of modefty and decorum; be 
perfonally having no other view in taking the lead 
on that occalion, but to keep his brethren from 
running into any excefs that might be coiillrued 
a breach of the laws, or difafFedtion to the govern-' 
ment \ as he himfelf declares. 
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On thfe 15th, at night, a fire broke but neaf A- ^• 
Crowder^s-reritSy in the Narrow-ftreet^ Limehoufe^ . ^. ^* 
^hich burnt fufioully for many hours, and run- Narrovr. 
ningeaftward on both fides of the way, deftroyed ^'^^*^'* 
upwards of 60 houfes, &c. 

The diftrefled condition of the widows and or- cicrgy*« 
phans of th^ popr clergy within the bills of mor- tlon!"^" 
tality and county of Middlefex^ being confidered^ 
a numerous body of the clergy met at Sion-college^ 
on the lift of 3%, and entered into a fubfcrip- 
tion for their relief. 

On the ift q{ June, between fix and fevciiFireatRo^ 
o'clock in the evening, a dreadful fire broke out^*^"^'^^^' 
in a maft*yard near Rotberhitbe church, which in 
a few hours confumed a Jpot of ground, cbrnput- 
ed near as big a$ the four quarters of the Lower 
Moorfieldij containing by the parilh books 206 
houfes. It alfo burnt the infide of « brig ; but 
the wind driving the flames oflF from the water- 
fide, there was no other damage done to the fhip 
pingj which otherwife wbuW probably have great- . 
ly fufi^ered. The fire is faid to have been ocea- 
fioned by a pitch-hettl6 boUing over, which fet the 
maftsand timber in the yard all in flames. Large 
tontributions were made in the city for the relief 
of the poor fufferers ; and fo generoufly^ that it 
exceeded the fums claimed by th^m.

On the 8th*of Odober^ about nine o'clock at a ph»no- 
night, a moft extraordinary phaenomenon appear- JjJ^' 
ed in the air over the city of London. At firft, a 
ftrong light was feen on the gravel and paved 
walks in the Temple^ bright enough to pick up a 
pin -, which furprife was incrcafed on the behold- 
ers looking upwards, when a globe of ruddy fire 
was feen defcending from a great altitude over 
Temple-bar^ as large as the full moon a little after her 
rifing ; and taking its courfe obliquely towards the 
river Thames^ as if it would have fallen therein ; 
but coming low and over the fame, it fliot itfelf 
into a Iheet of fire, \5rith one edge turned towards 
the water, in the form of a boy's kite, with head, 
wings and.tail, appearing half as long, and in one 
part twice as broad, ^s Fleet-ftreet. It fell or va- 
nifhed on the Soutbwark fide of the water, in a 
yellow %€,* to the furprife not only of all the wa- 
termen, then on that part of the river, but of all-

our jurifdiftion, and having found our repeated "'^ ^' 
endeavours to correft the fame inefFcftual, we 
think it incumbent on us to reprefent to this ho- 
nourable court: 

1. That the pavements are in general rough 
and irregular,' and in many of the principal ftreets 
very defedlive and bad, chiefly owing, as we con- 
ceive, to their being partially and at different 
times, and with different materials, repaired by 
the feveral inhabitants themfclvcs, to the frequent 
breaches made therein by the different water com- 
panies, and to their flight and infufficient manner 
of patching up the fame. 

2. That the prevailing method of placing the 
channels in the middle of the ftreets, which are 
generally made very deep, and in many cafes 
(fometimes neceflarily) attended with crofs chan- 
nels, renders the coach-way very difagrecablc and 
unfafe to pafliengers, as well as highly detrimental 
to horfes and carriages, 

3. That the too common praftice of the lower 

fort of inhabitants, and fervants, throwing afhes, ^ 

rubbifli, broken. glafs, and earthen-ware, offals, 
and other offenfive things, into the ftreets, ftops 
the current of the channels, makes the highway 
very inconvenient, and fometimes dangerous to 
coach, horfe, and foot palfengers, and even- to the 
health of the neighbouring inhabitants. 

4. That the paflfagc of fome of the grfeateft 
thoroughfares is often obftrufted by the loading 
and unloading of ftage-coaches, ftage-waggons, 

and

5. That the foot- ways, by not being raifecj 
above the level of the ftreets, are much annoyed 
with mud, and frequently overflowed with water, 
which renders them difagreeable and flippery ii) 
moift and very dangerous in frofty weather i a 
nuifance every day accumulated by the negleft 
of the hogfeholders to caufe their fervants to fcrapd 
and fweep away the mud ixovs\ before their houfes. 

6.^ That pofts, intended for the fccurity of paf- 
fcngcrs, do but in part anfwer that intention, con* 
fiderably leOTen the paflTage pn both fides, in ftreets 
already too narrow, and, by their irregularity and 
aptnefs to decay, offend tt^e eye, at the fame time 
. that they occafion an expence which might be 
entirely favcd by raifing the foot-way a littlq 
higher. 

7. That feveral of the foot- ways are encumbered 
with goods and packages, and others of then^ 
(Ireightened by the unwarrantable projeftion of 
ihop- windows, bulks, and ihew- boards, or the 
more dangerous encxoachmeots of vaults and cellar-i 
doors. 

"8. That the daily increafing rivalfhip in thb fize 
and projedlion of figns in a great meafure defeats 
jhe purpofe of them, obftrufts the free circulation 
of the air, (fo defirable in a large and populous 
pity) in times of high wind often proves danger- 
pus, and in rain always an annoyance to foot- 
paflengers, and at night, more or lefs, intercepts 
the light of the lamps,

From this view of the many nwifances and -dc^ 
feds which lefTen the beauty, neatnfsfs, and con«> 
venience of this great and famous rpetropoli^ w^ 
humbly conceive, that every perfon (not bigotted 
(o ancient forms and cufloms, or biaffed by nar* 
row confiderations of immediate intereft) muft b^ 
convinced of the neceflity of a fpeedy reformation, 
without which the little of our retail trade that 
remains will in time be totally loft, our wards and 
pariflies depopulated, and the burthen of our offices 
and taxes proportionably increafed. 

To obviate the objeftion which, in the minds 
pf feme, may arife from a dread of the expence 
attending the propofed regulations, and which can 
only be defrayed by a new tax, we beg leaye hum- 
bly to offer it as our opinion, that a very moderate 
tax, little exceeding the average of the prefent 
prdinary repairs, might, by borrowing a fum of - 
money upon the credit of it, be fufficient to anfwer 
the expence, not only of the firft outlet, but of all 
pecefTary reparations for many years to come 5 that 
jhe difference (if any) would be more than amply

To enable ourfelves to form this conj,efture, as 
well as others to judge of its probability, we have 
enquired the prices contrafted for by the commif- 
fioners for the new pavement at fFefimtnfteri have 
caufed the ftreets from Temple-iar to Aldgaie- church 
to be furvcyed and meafured, and different efti- 
matcs to be made of the propofed improvements 
within that diftance, (copies of which eftimates 
are fct forth in the margin *) and have had returns 
made to us of the number and rents of the front 
houfes; on all which data we have formed the 
following computation :

It remains onlf to be confidered what further 
powers will be rcquifite for the execution of the

That we have no authority to try or punilfe 
even the moft petty offenders in a fummary wayj 
the paviors and rakers, who are by law enjoined 
to obef our orders, and who we may fine for dif- 
obediencc, having it in their eleftion whether they 
will fubmit to fuch fine or not ^ fo that, in faft, 
we have no other way to eniforce our orders, or to 
remove nuifances of any kind, but by indiftmenc 
at the feflions, which, as it generally proves A very 
tedious and expenfive (and fometimes a fruitlefs) 
remedy, without any fund appropriated to fupport 
the charge of it, is feldom purfued. 

3. That we have no particular contrpul over 
the water companies, to compel them to repair, 
in a proper and fufBcient manner, or within a 
reafonable time, the feveral breaches which their 
workmen arc daily making in the pavement of 
fome or other of our moft frequented ftrcets. 

4. That we have no authority to pull up or re* 
move any polls, though found to be eyer fo in- 
convenient to the public. 

5. That we have no kind of jurFfdiiftion over 
figns, nor authority to affix any marks to houfes, 
whereby to diftinguifh them or the ftrects they 
ftand in. 

Having prefumed to trouble this r honourable 
court with our fentiments upon a fubjedt with 
which the duty of our office feems in fome fore 
connefted, and in which the honour of this city, 
and the intereft of its inhabitants, appears €0 us 
to be greatly concerned, we humbly fubmit it to

Their firft application was therefore to parlia- 
ment fpr leave to pull down what obftrudted the 
free air, and to make and widen fuch ftreets, i^c.

And, in confequence of that ad, Ludgate^ Alderf- city gates 
gate^ Cripplegate^ Moorgate^ Bijhopfgate^ and ^/^-Joilnt 
gate^ with the pofterns within their limits, are 
already pulled^ down, and the city wall, be- city wall 
tween the fcite of Cripplegate and Moorgatty and J^li^^J 
in fome other places, has been razed from the 
foundation by the people who rent the adjacent 
ground from the city upon a building-leafe. After 
this they began to open paflages and to widen fuch 
ways as were moft dangerous for carriages; and 
plans for new ftreets upon the ruins of the old 
have been formed, but they go on very (lowly, to

The con- ^^tt wc clofe this hiftory, ztMdfummer^ 1766, 
ciufion* 2Xid conclude with thefe pbfervations, which are 
fupported by the contents. That the city of London^ 
confidercd in its trade, commerce, riches, number 
of its inhabitants, and long exiftence from the time 
of its foundation^ is not to be equalled by any other 
city upon earth. That this city has always been 
the chief fuppbrt of the crown^ and of the con- 
ftitution of the nation when attacked by arbitrary 
power* That no city was ever cnfranchifed with 

more 
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niore privileges, nor paid fo aearly for them, as A; I>. 
appears by the fcveral fums paid for new char- ^ 
ters, and thpexadtions demanded and received by 
thofc kings, who feizcd the liberties 6f tHe'city in 
order to extort fums of mbriey for their redemption. 
That the inagiftrates are inverted with fufficient 
authority to regulate the jirice of provifions,* &?r. 
and have always exercifed that authority when the 
poor. have fufFered by mtonopolizers,* foreftallers,' 
&?r. and that there wants nothing to enforce that 
authority at this time of artificial fcarcity, that 
has been advancing upon us, in the LW^;^ markets, 
for feveral years, but a vigorous enforcement of 
ihofe chartered privileges confirmed fcy a£l:s of 
parliament to the mayor, commonalty, and citi- 
zens of London^ and in fuch cafes made and pro- 
vided. And I muft add. That all the improve- 
ments that have been devifed, and arc now in hand* 
for rendering the city more airy and commodious, 
though in their nature highly commendable, are 
far from being of that confideration, as a due at- 
tention to the neceffities of the public, the regula- 
tion of the markets, and a ftrift infpedtion into^ 
and maintenance of the rights and privileges of the 
citizens, would be. For the want of which care^ 
monopolizers, foreftallers, and regraters, opprefs 
the people, and many of the city's ancient rightsr 
have been called in queftion^ and maAy more lie 
dormant* to the great prejudice of the inhabitants 
of this metrojpolis.

Several hare attempted to aftrertain the number Number of 
of inhabitants within thcfe capacious buildings : '"*^**^*'*°^* 
but their fluftuating ftate, both in regard to the 
new fettlers, and to thofe, who refort to London 
at certain feafons of the year on public or private 
concerns (fo that at one time a lodging is fcarce to 
be got, and at other times whole houfes are de-- 
ferted) renders all accounts of that fort very pre- 
carious. But, if we may be allowed to compute 
the number of mpyths from the furprizing con- 
fumption of all forts of provifions and necelTaries 
^ of life, fold in the markets of this metropolis, 
and from the bill of mortality, that gives the births 
and deaths within that circuit, we cannot put them 
at lefs than 500,000 at the loweft calculation, 
when the town is faid to be not full.

miles, does not appear to have contained above 
403,000 citizens, which is 97,000 lefs than Ztf»- 
don. Babylon was. alfo 60 Englijh miles in circum- 
ference, and not allowed to contain more than 
487,921 inhabitants, which is 12,079 lefs than 
London. As to Jerufakm^ the inhabitants thereof 
did not amount to more than a fixth part of the

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t.Kstherixk P^cfent inhabitants of this naetropolis. Rome has A. D. 

.leonariii ^^^^ the fubjeft of many pancgyricks; but, in '^^^ 
its utntioft extent, it never entertained more than 
367,448, which is 13^552 lefs than in London. 
Conftantinople at this time is allowed to have no 
more than 420,000 inhabitants. Grand Cairo no 
more than 300,000. Pekin in China no more than 
412,610. And, to conclude this parallel, it may 
be afferted upon very good authority, that Paris^ 
whofc encomium has been fo extravagantly pub- 
lifhed, does not contain more than 437,478 inha- 
bitants.

The liberties^ or thofe parts of this great city whic{i

the foreign taker. So that the ftatc and grandeur 
of this magiftrate, in all refpefts duly confidcred, 
will be found to furpafs that of manyTovereign' 
princes on the continent. 

The lord -mayor fits every morning at theJ^r;^f,^ 
manfion-houfe, or place where he keeps his mayor- ^*^°' 
alty, to determine any differences that may hap- 
pen among the citizens, and to do other bufinefs 
incident to the office of a chief magiftrate. Once

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^- ^* in fix weeks, or eight times in the year, he fits as 
chief judge of Oyer and terminer ^ or gaol-delivery 
of Newgate for London and the county of Middle^' 
fex \ His jurifdidion extends all over the city 
and fuburbs, except (bme places that are exempt, 
as (hall be (hewn. It extends alfo from Colney^ 
, diicb^ above Staines-iridge in the weft, to Tendak^ 
or Tenfiete^ and the mouth of. the river Medway^ 
and up that river to Upnor-caftk^ in the eaft: by 
which he exerciles the power of punifhing or cor- 
reding all perfons that (hall annoy the ftreams, 
banks^ or 6(h. For which purpofe his lord(hip 
holds (cveral courts of confervacy ^ in the counties 

adjacent 

* The judges of this court are the Iord'inayor» aldermen 
that are pafled the chalr^ and the recorder, who on all fuch 
occafions are attended by both the iherifi» and generally by 
one or more of the national judges. All offences committed 
in the city are tried by a jury of citizens; and thofe comm]t7> 
ted in the county by a Middlefex jury. The crimes and mif- 
demeanors tried in the court are, high and petty treafon^ 
murder, felony, perjury^ forgery, petty larceny, cheating, 
libelling, falfe weights and meafures, l^u the penalties in« 
curred by which are the lofs of life, corporal punifhment, 
tranfportation, amerciament, fsfc. 

^ This court is yearly held ^ight times before the lord- 
mayor, at fuch places and times as his^lordOiip Hiall think 'fit 
to appoint, within the refpe^Uve counties of MiddUfex, Eftx,

that no fiiherman (hall rug for flounders between London- bridge 
and Wiftmtnftfr^ &c. bat only two cafts at low water, and two 
calls at high wat/er ; apd that no flounder be taken under the 
fize of fix iaches ^ that no fiiherman, or other, filh with or 
ufe any angle with more than two hooks upon a linea within 
the limits of London-bridge ; that no Peter-men filh further weft- 
ward than Richmond, to which place the water ebbs and flows; 
that no fiiherman keep two boys in one boat, unlefs one be at 
man's eftate; nor take np any wreck or drift upon the water, 
without notice to the water-bailifF, igc, and ;^11 lifhermen (hall 
be regiflered, t^c. under divers penalties and forfeitures. 

Thefe orders are for regulating the filh wellward, between 
London- bridge ^nd Stones-bridge ; and there are feveral orders 
for the government of the filhery eaftward, between London* 
bridge and Tenda/e, touching unlawful taking of fmelts, whit- 
ings, ihads, filh out of feafon, royal fifh ; fuch as whales, 
fturgeons, porpulTes, &c, and pref<frving the fame, at the court 
of confervacy of the river of Thames, 

By an order of the loth of yu/y, 1673, no perfon (hall 
draw the (bores m the river of Thames, fave only for falmon^ 
by perfpns empowered, (^c, and none (hall filh with a net 
under fix inches in the mealh, on pain of 20 1; and the water- 
bailiff hath power to authorize two honed Elhermen in any 
U>wn, (ffr. to be aflillant to him in fearching for and feizing 
Unlawful nets, (sfc, no fiiherman, or other perfon, (hall caft 
any foil, gravel, or rubbilh, in the Thames, whereby banks or 
(helves are raifed, and the common paflTage hindered, nor drive 
any piles or flakes in the faid river, upon which the like dan- 
ger may arife^ on the penalty of loK 
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A. D. The prefenc lord-mayor is the right honourable 

'^ ■ George Nelson, Efq; 
Aiaermen. The title of dignity, aUerman^ is of S^xon ori- 
ginal, and of the greateft honour, anfwering to 
that of earl; though now. it is no where to be 
found but in chartered focieties. And from 
hence we may account for the reafon why the aMer^- 
men and commonalty of London were called baron$ 
after the conqueft. Thefe magiftrate^ are properly 
the fubordinate governors of their refpedive wards 
under the lord-mayor's juriOi^lion : and they ori- 
ginally held their aldermanries either by inherit- 
ance or purchafe; at which time the aldermanries 
or wards changed their names as often as their 
governors or aldermen. The oppreffions, to which 
the citizens were fubjeft from fuch a government, 
put them upon means to abolilh the perpetuity of 
that ofEce ; and they brought it to an annual e- 
ledkion. But that manner of ekdioo being atr 
tended with many incpnveniencies, and becoming 
a continual bone of contention amongft the citi- 
zens, the parliament, 17 Rick 11.

And by flatute-27 Hen. 8. if any perfon (hall procure any 
thing to be done to the annoyance of the Thames^ in making 
of {helves, mining, digging, l^c. or take away any boards or 
flakes, undermine banks, walls, ^c, he fhali forfeit 5 1. 

And, for the more eflTedual prefervacion of the navigation 
and fiih in the river Thames^ the lord«mayor, as confervator 
(hereof, has his afiiflant, or deputy, the water-bailifF; who, 
together with his fubftitutes, detefb and bring to juftice all fach 
perfons as fhall prefume to deftroy eichef the currenti or the fiih 
^f the fftid rivp. 
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tinuc in their feveral offices during life, or good A. D. 
behaviour. And fo it ftill continues : though the ^^ 
manner of electing has feveral times varied. At 
prefent it is regulated by an aft of parliament, 
paffed in fhe year 1724-5, (fee page 401. Vol.11.) 
and the perfoti fo eleded is to be returned by the 
lord-mayor (or other returning officer in his Head, 
duly qualified to hold a court of wardmote) to the 
court of lord-mayor and aldermen, by whom the 
perfon fo returned muft be admitted and fworn 
.into the office of aldermen before he can a&. If 
the perfon chofen refufeth to ferve the office of al- 
derman, he is finable 500 1. 

Thefe high officers conftitute a fecond part of 
the city legvQature when aflembled in a corporate 
capacity, and exercife an executive power in their 
refpeftive wards^. The aldermen who have pad 
the chair, or ferved the high office of lord- mayor, 
are juftices of the ^uorum^ and all the other alder- 
men arc not only juftices of the peace, (fee p.v477. 
Vol. II.) but by the ftatute of 43 Eliz. incitled, 
Ab a9 for the relief of the poor^ " every alderman 
*' of the city of London^ within his vvard,^ (hall 
" and may do and execute, in every rcfpeft,' fp ; 
*' much as is appointed and allowed by the faid

Common- The ncXt branch of the legiQative power in this 
council, ^jjy jj j}j^ conmon-coHncil The many incon leni- 
encies that attended popular affemblies, whidi 
were called folkmote^ determined the commonalty 
of London to chufe reprefentatives to aft in their 
name aixl for their intereft, with the lord- mayor 
and aldermen, in all affairs relating to the city* 
At firft thj:fe reprefentatives were chofcn out of the 
ieveral companies : but that not being found fatis- 
faftory, nor properly the reprefentatives of the 
. wiible body of the inhabitants, it was agreed to 
chufe a certain number of difcreet men out of each 
ward : which number has from time to time in- 
creafed according to the dimenGons of each ward:, 
and at prefent the twenty-five wards, into which 
London is divided, being fubdivided into 236 pre- 
cinfts,',each precinA fends a'reprefentative to the 
.^ $ 3 common- 
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common-council, who are eleded after the fame A*D, 
manner as an alderman, only with this difierence, '^ 
that as the lord-mayor prefides in the wardmote, 
and' is judge of the poll at the eleftion of an alder- 
man, fo the alderman of each ward is judge of the 
poll at the election of a common-council-man, 
fee page 401. Vol. II. 

Thus the lord-mayor, aldermen, and common- city par- 
council, when aflemblcd, may be deemed the city ^»*"*«n^* 
parliament, refcmbling^ the great council of the^/ 
nation. For it confifts of two houfes-, one for the 
lord-mayor. and aldermen, or the upper houfe;" 
another for the commoners or reprefentatives of the 
people, commonly called the common-council* ] 
men. And they have power in their incorporate j 
capacity to make and to repeal by-laws; and the 
citizens are bound to obey or fubmit to thofe laws. 
When they meet in their incorporate capacity, 
they wear deep-blue filk gowns : and their a0em* 
blies are called the court of common-council, and 
their odinances adts of common-council. No aft 
can be performed in the name of the city of Lon-^ 
don without their concurrence. But they cannot 
aficni^ble without a fummons from the lord-mayor : 
who, neverthelefs, is obliged to call a common- * 
council, whenever it (hall be demanded, upon ex- 
traordinary.occafions, by fix reputable citizens and 
members of that court.

/^_ ' a recorder. Thclheriffs are chartered officers, to 
perform certain £uits and fervices, to the king's 
name, within the city of Londim and county 
of Mddlefexj chofon by the liverymen of the 
feveral companies, on Md/urnmer-d^. Their 
office, according to Camden^ in general, is to col* 
left the public revenues, (I apprehend the king's 
rents) within their feveral jurifdiftiohs ; to gather 
into the exchequer all fines belonging to the <:rown ; 
to ferve the king's writs of procefs; to attend 
the judges, and execute their orders •, to impannel 
juries; to compel head*ftrong and obftinate men 
by the pojfe comtntm to fubmit to the decifions of 
the law, to take care that all condemned criminals 
be duly puni&ed and executed. In particular, in 
London^ they are to execute the orders of the court 
of common-^council, when they have refolved to 
addrefs his majefty, or to petition parliament. 
Sheriff's The flieriflfs, by virtue of their office, hold a 
court at Guildbatl every JFedne/d^ znAFridcy^ for 
a£tions enteoed at Wwd-fiUet compter; and on 
^hurfdays arnd Saturd^s for thofe entered at the 
Poultry compter-, of which the iheriffs being 
judges, each has his afliftant, or deputy, who aire 
called the -judges of iKofe courts -, before whom 
are tried anions of debt, trefpafs, covenant, &c. 
and where the teftimony of any ab(cnt ivitnefs in 
writing is allowed to be good evidence, To each 
of thefe courts belong four attornies, who, upon

Ib the Iheriffs court may be tried adlions of cjcbt, 
cafe, trcfpafs, account, covenant, and all perfon- 
al aftions, attachments, and fequeft rat ions. And 
the ufual pra6lice of this court is to enter yt)ur 
aftion at one of the compters ; and any one oif 
the ferjeants may arreft the defendant and bring 
. him into cuftody, which arreft may be made with- 
out warrant or precept; and the ferjeant need noc 
declare his name, becaufe he is fworn and known; 
but he ought to fhew at whofe fuit the arreft is 
made, for what, and of what return the procefs 
is of; that the defendant pay know how to make 
his defence. After a verdia obtained in the Ihe- 
riffs court, before the judgment is entered, the 
flefendant may flop judgment by marking the 
caufe befpre the lord-mayor, for time to pay the 
money recovered.

We don't read of a recorder till the year Recorder. 
^304^ who, by the nature of his office, fcems 
to have been intended as an afliftant to. Or aiTeflbr 
with, the lord-mayor, in the execution of his 
high office, in matters of juftice and law. He is 
chofen by the lord-mayor and aldermen only : and 
takes place in all courts, and in the common- 
council, before any one that hath not been mayor. 
Of whom we have the following defcription in 
one of the books in the chamber. ** He fhall 
be, and is wont to be, one of the mod Iki^ful 
and virtuous apprentices of the law of the whole 
kingdom \ whofe office is always to fit on - the 
right hand of the mayor, in recording pleas, 
and. paffing judgments; and by whom records 
and procefles, had before the lord- mayor ahd al- 
dermen at Great Si. Martin's. % ought to be record- 
ed by word of mouth before the judges affigned 
there to corred errors. The mayor and alder- 
men have -therefore ufed commonly to (et forth all 
other bufincfles, touching the city, before/ the 
king and his council, as ajib in certain of the 
king's courts, by Mr. Recorder, as a chief man, 
endued with wifdom, and eminent for eloquence."

officer in order of precedence that is paid a falary, 
which orijgipally was no more than loL fterling 
per. anri. With fome few perquifites-, but It has 
from time to time been augltiented to aSpK per 
ann. and become the road to preferment in the 
law. This office has fometimc^ been executed by 
a deputy. 

The prefent recorder is James Eyre^ Efq-, 
ph^mbcr ' The next chartered officer of this corporation 
is the chamberlain j an office Of great repute and 
truft, and is in the choice of the livery, annually. 
This officer, though chofcn annually on Midfum* 
mer-day^ is never difplaced during his life, except 
fome very great crime can be made out againft 
him. He ha? the keeping of the monies, land$ 
and goods, of the city orphans, or takes good 
fecurity for the payment thereof when the parties 
pome to age. And to that end he is deemed in 
the law a ible corporation, to him and his fuccef- 
fors, for orphans \ and therefore a bond, or a re?, 
cognizance made to him and his fucceflbrs, 1$ 
recoverable by his fucceflbrs. . This officer hath a 
court peculiarly belonging to him, which will be 
Ipoken of hereafter.* K[is office may be termed ^ 
public treafury, coUeftihg the cuftoms, monies, 
^nd yearly revenue?, and all other payments be- 
longing to the corporation of the city. 

And it has been generally cuftomary for the

a. The town-clerk 5 who keeps the original char- Tewn^ 
ters of th(B city, the books, rolls, and other re- 
icords, wherein are regiftercd the afts and pro- 
ceedings of the city ; fo that he may hot be im- 
properly termed the city regifter : he is to attend 
the lord-mayor and aldermen at their courts, afid 
figns all public inftruments. 

The prefent town-clerk is S\x James Hodges. Knr. 

3. The city remembrancer j who is to attend the Remcm*- 
lord-mayor on certain days, his bufinefs being to ^^""''^ 
put his lordQiip in mjnd of the feledt days he is 
to go abroad with the aldermen, &c.

♦* ing holden under his bulk, and the blade di-

5. The common-hunt ; whofe bufinefs is to take 
care of the pack of hounds belonging to the lord- 
mayor and citizens, and to attend them in hunt- 
ing in thofe grounds, to which they are authorifed 
by charter.

6. The commoq-crier. It belongs to him and the 
fcrjeant at arms, to fummon all eacecutors andad- 
miniftratofs of frcenien to appear, and to bring 
in inventories of the perfonal eftates of freemen, 
within two mont|is after their deccafe : and he is 
to have notice of the appraifements. He is alfo 
to attend the lord-mayor on fet days, and at the

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7. The water-bailiff; whofe office is to look after A. D, 
Ae prefervation of the river T^ames^ againft all ^ 
,cncroachments ; and to look after the 6(hermen baiUff!" 
for the prefervation of the young fry, to prevent 
thfe dcftroying them by unlawful nets. For that 
end there are juries for each county, that hath 
any part of it lying on the fides or fhores of the 
faid river. Which juries, fummoned by the wa- 
ter-bailiff at certain times, do make inquiry of 
all offences relating to the river and the filh •, and 
make their prefentments accordingly. He is alfe ^^^ 
bound to attend the lord-mayor on fet days^ in the 
week. The prefent water-bailiff is Mr. fVUltam 
J)awfon» 

N. B. Thefe feven purchafe their places, ex- 
cept the town-clerk, who is chofen by the livery. 

There are alfo three ferjeant-carvers ; three fer- 
jeants of the chamber ; a ferjeant of the channel; 
four yeomen of the water-fide ; an under- water- 
bailiff j two yeomen of the chamber •, twomcal- 
wcighers ; two yeomen of the woodwharfs ; a fo- 
reign taker; city marfhals. > There arc befides 
thefe, feven gentlemen's men ; as, 

The fword bearer's man, the common-hunt's 
two m6n, the common-crief*s man, and the car- 
ver's three men. 

Nine of the foregoing ofiicers have liveries of 
the lord-mayor, viz. the fword- bearer and his 
man; the three carvers ; and the four yeomen of 
the water fide. All the reft have liveries from 
the chamber of lacndon.

Coroner. There IS alfo a coroner, called fo from corona^ 
i. e. a crown^ becaufe he deals principally with 
the crown, or in matters appertaining to the ini« 
perial crown of England^ As to the antiquity of 
this office, there werexoroners in the time of king. 
Alfred^ as appears by the book, in titled, tbcil£r* 
ror. The lord-mayor for the time being» is co- 
roner, but hath his deputy for the management 
tjiereof. In ancient time, thb office was of fuch 
great efteem, that none coi^ld execute it under the 
degree of a knight. As the (heriflf may inquire 
of all felonies \ fo the coroner is to enquire of all 
fuddcn deaths : and to that end he impanels a 
jury, takes evidence upon oath, and gives the 
charge to the jury. 

In former times this officer was nominated and 
appointed by the king* In ^\ Edward \M. the 
citizens prayed, that they might place and dif- 
place a coroner among themlelvjes, anfwering unto 
the king what belongs thereto. It was anfwered, 
the king will not depart with his ancient right.

This is a court of record, and '^ 
the fuprcmc judicature of the city of London^ and""^'"8^'- 
weekly held on Tuefdays^ was. originally eftabliHh* # 
ed for the pr^fervation of the laws, franchifes and 
cuftoms of the city^ and therein prefided as 
judges, die principal magiftrates ; as at prefent 
do the lord«mayor and {heriffs, who are aflifted by 
the recorder upon all cauies of confequence. In 
this court two ibrts of caufes are pleadable, viz.

This 
court has an office peculiar to itfelf, confiding of 
four attornies, by whom all aflions cognizable 
therein' are entered, for the execution whereof there 
are fix ferjeants at mace, who daily attend in the ' 
faid office.

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This court, in di^rers rcfpefts, is the befl: tor 
commence a procefs in, feeing an aftion (exclu- 
five of ftamps) may be entered at the fmall charge 
of 4d. and which, though not proceeded upoit; 

Befides, a 
fuit may be begun and ended here, within the 
fpace of 14 days, for fo fmall a charge as 30s.

The building 
is a plain brick edifice, with a tower fupportcd on 
a kind of archwork, and crowned with an open 
turret, and its fane. It efcaped the fire of London- 
in x666, but grew fo ruinous, that the parifliioners 
fQund it neC'Cfl&ry to rebuild it, except the roof, 
in i757/t and is probably a 5tfd?<?» foundation^ be- 
ing dedicated to a Saxon faints who died in 68o. 
. h is now a curacy in the patronage^ of the dea{>

About the middle of the weft fide of this trfec't, Ldmfott-

The fame fate has befallen the fine n^un^on of theweftmore- 
tarls of fFefimorelandywhoft remains, a little to*""^'^^"^^ 
the foutb di Lanionhatrfe^ though now alfo lec 
out in teneihcots and to tnechanic ufes, informi us 
that it was once noconly a capaciously but a beau*

On die caft fide of AUerfgate-Jlmt is Cook's-balJf cbok'i- 
facing Littk Sriitam^ noore to be admired for itsi 
conveaioicy than elegance in building. It takes 
its name from the company of cooks, incorpo* 
rated by charter from king Edward IV. in the 
year 1480, or i+Si. They have two niafters, incorpora- 
two wardens, and 25 affiftants, and arc intitled to**°"' 
the livery of the city. But with this particularity

^nd ornamented with ftonc in a moft noble and 
elegant tafte, performed by the celebrated Inigo 
Jones^ for the refidcnce of the earls of SbafteftiUTy. 
The front to thc ftrect is adorned with ionic pi- 
lafters. The door is arched, and has a balcony 
fupported by fcrolls, which opens into a fmall area, 
encbmpafled with buildings. 

After the polite' inhabicanta abandoned their 
houfes in this pacrt of the metropolis, and it be- 
came a fafiiion to draw as near as poflibleto breath 
the air of the court at 5/| James's^ this beautiful 
palace wa6 alfo Jet out for feverar\mechanic ufcs, 
j,ying.m and was running very faft to decays till the pious 
liofpital. -fQpnclers and promotcfs of^that .noble charity, 
cftablilhedin it on the 30th of Marckilfso^fov 
the help and i^elief of married women atthe lime 
of their lying-in, has faved rit from utter ruin.;

infi^nts, have, for want of timely afliftance of a 
man-widwife, in difHcult and uncommon cafes, 
either perifhed, or have been deprived of the ufe 
of their limbs, or otherwife impaired in thcir'con- 
ftitutions ; fo as to become ufclefs to their fami- 
lies, and burdenfome to the public. 

The means of fupport is by private benefac- 
tions and voluntary fubfcriptions. Which pre- 
vailed with the managers of the faid charitable 
fociety to offer the following conditions to the 
public : 

1. Such perfons as fubfcribe five guineas per 
ann. are governors fo long as they continue fub- 
fcribers, and intitled to recommend two patients 
to be upon the books at one time, 

2. Thofe who fubfcribe three guineas per ann, 
are governors fo long as they continue their fub- 
fcriptions, and intitled to recommend one patient 
at a time. 

3. Thofe who fubfcribe twenty guineas are go- 
vernors for life, with the privilege fpccified in the 
firft article. 

4. All noblemen and ladies are at liberty in all 
eleftions of officers, to vote by groxy fignificd in 
writing.

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Mofe to the northward, between Cherry-tree- A, D, 
eourt and Hare-court^ we meet with the remains of 
the noble feat of the duke of Lauderdale^ now in 
the occupation of a tradefman. 

• In Barbicany Bridgewater-fquarej a fmall and bridge- 
neat quadrangle, covered with plain, but hand- fquare. 
fome and convenient houfes, with a grafs-pjat and 
gravel walks, (haded with lofty trees, and fur- 
rounded with iron rails, is the fcite where once 
ftood a large houfe fronting Barbican^ and the gar* 
den of the earl of Bridgewater. 

Carthujian fireet takes its name from the Charter- Carthufian 
houfe^ which was a convent of Carthufian monks 
before the reformation. 

Within perflate is the parifli church of 5/. Sf. Anne'* 
Anne *, (ituate on the north fide of St. Annis-laney 
ibflie call \tJ^ope^s-lane. Its foundation can't be 
traced higher than the year 1322. It has hdd the 
misfortune to be burnt down twice, viz. in the 
year 1548, and again in 1666. The prefent 
church was built about three years after, in a very 
plain manner. The windows in the body are few 
and large, cafcd with ruftic. The tower is alfo 
plain, ftrengthened at the corners with ruftic, with 
It turret and fpirc rifing from the top. The ad- 
vowfon of this church was given by queen Mary 
to the bifhops of London \ in whofe gift it con- 
tinues : and the parilh of St. John Zachary^ whofe 
church was burnt down in the fire of London^ not 
being rebuilt, is now annexed unto it. Which both

It is a redory, and fubjed to the archdeacon. 
Gold. More to the S. E. at the N. E. angle of Fofier^ 

gj*)»'»- lancy ftands GoldfrnitVi-ball. This is a modern 
building, (the old hall, founded in 140 7, by Sir 
Drew Barentin^ being burnt down in 1 666) very 
fpacious but irregular, built with brick, and cor- 
. ners wrought in ruftic of ftone. The door is 
large, arched and ornamented with doric columns, 
which fupport a pediment of the arched kind, but 
open for a Ihield, in which are the arms of the 
company. Within there is a fpacious hall and 
court room, and great conveniences, all well en- 
lightened. In the hall are feveral good piftures, 
particularly thofe of Sir Martin Bowers and Sir 
Hugh Middkton^ who both ferved the office of 
lord- may or, and were free of, and great benefac- 
tors to, the company of Goldfmitbs. 
Company. The Goldftniibs is a company of great antiqui* 
ty, and was fined in n8o by king Henry 11. for 
fetting up a guild without his fpecial licence. They 
were not incorporated till the year 1327, for 
which they paid king Edward III. 10 marks. 
They again purchafcd of Richard 11. a confirma- 
tion of that charter, for the fum of 20 marks. 
And in 1462, Edward IV. conftituted the Gold- 
Jmiths ^ body politic and corporate, to have per- 
petual fucceflion, and a common-feal. And they 
3 were 
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were iinpowered to infpca, try, and regulate all A. D, 
gold and filv^r wares, not only in London^ but in '^ * 
all other parts of the kingdonfi : and to punifli 
offenders concerned in working adulterate gold and 
filver, and to n[iake by-laws for tlieir better go- 
vernment. 

It is not only a livery confipany, but one of the 
twelve principal companies in this city; whofe 
governors are, a prime warden, three other ward- 
ens, and a numerous court of aflfiftants*. 

At the corner of M^iiden-lane^ in Fojier-lane^ is st. John 
the fcite and church-yard of the aboliflied church f^^^urd!!'* 
of St' John Zachary^ whofe parifh is united to St. yard. 
Anne^s. Adjoining to which there formerly ftood 
the (lately houfe of Sir Richard Kenneth on whofc 
riiiris is raifed a handfome modern building for the 
Union Fire Office of ajfurance for goods and mercban- Union fire- 
dizefrom lofs by fire. 

This office was eredled by a confiderable num- 
ber of perfons, who mutually agreeing to infurc 
one another's goods and merchandize from lofs by 
fire by an amicable contribution, entered into a 
deed of fettlcment for that purpofe, on the i6th 
^i February^ 17 14- 15, and had it inrolled in the 
high court of chancery on the 3d of July follow- 
ing. And this deed being figned by all pcrfons 
defirous of becoming members, they are thereby 
admitted to an equal ftiare in the profit and lofs, 
in proportion to their refpeftive policies. They 
infure for all merchants, traders, houfekeepers, 
and others, in. the cities of London and fF'eJimin- 
Jier, and within 10 miles round, merchandize, 

goods, , 
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A. D. goods, wares, utenfils in trade, houfliold furni- 

*^^ * ture, and wearing apparel, (but neither | plate, 

pictures, glafs, nor china, out of trade-, nor ready 

money, jewels, books of account, tallies, writings, 

barrxs, ricks and ftacks of corn, hay, draw, nor 

, horfcs) for {zv^Vi years, or lefs if required. 

This ofEce is under the management of 24 
dircdlors, eleded by a niajority of the members 
out of their own body, by ballot, at a general 
meeting, in the month of September : at which 
time the eldeft eight of the 24 goout» and eight 
others are eleded in their ftead, in a way of con- 
ftant rotation. Thefe dire6tors appoint all the 
officers, and meet every Wednefday in the after- 
noon, between the hours of three and feven, to 
difpatch bufinefs : and in March to afcertain the 
dividends and contributions for the preceding 
year. The direftors alfo chufe out of their own 
body, by ballot, a treafurer, and two afliftant 
treafurcrs: alTo fix truftees, three of whom fign 
all policies : and five auditors to examine and 
pafs the accounts. There are alfo porters, water- 
men, &c. provided by the office, who are com- 
monly called firemen, becaufe it is their duty to 
attend all fires, and to affift in putting out the 
fire and moving of goods; and th^y are diftin- 
guiflied by the livery and badge of the fociety.

They are a livery 
company alfo* But if it be obferved that they 
are in no better circumftances than to be obliged 
to let out their hall, to the Loriner's company, and 
for a meeting-houfe on Sundays^ and £br lefs laud^ 
able ufes on week days, it can't be thought that 
they are in much better circumftances, than the 
parties from^ whom tl>ey purchafed the hall.

Martin* s-k-grand^ compre- 

fcV^anT' hendeih no more than that part of the ftreet which 

runs from Bltmhtaddtr-ftreet on the ibuth to Bell-' 

courts near St. Amfs-lane on the eaft fide : the re* 

maining part of 5/. MartiffS'le-grand-ftreet^ to the 

place where Alderfgate did once ftslnd, is in the 

freedom of the city. 

This St. Martin' S'le-grandj as already Ihewn in 
this hiftory % was a religious foundation, endowed 
with extraordinary privileges granted by our mo- 
narchs. 
Iff pthU William the Conqueror exempted that monafte- 
*^*** ry from all epifcopal and other eccleOaftical vifita- 
tion, and alfo exempted all its poffcflions from all 
regal jurifdiftion ; and granted thereunto the moft 
ample liberties and cuftoms enjoyed by any other 
churches within the kingdom of England: which 
charter concludes with this remarkable claufe. 
That whofoever (hall prefunie to alter any thing 
hereby granted, let him perilh with Judas the 
traitor. 

King Henry III. confirmed this charter, and 
granted the dean of this monaftery and church 
more ample privileges. This was again confirm- 
ed by Edward III. with an additional privilege, 
that no inhabitant within this jurifdi Aion Ihould 
. be fucd out of their own court, except before the 
king or his chief juftice. King Henry III. and

Edward 
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Edward I. and kwg'Hemy VL confirmed the fore- A- ?• 
going charters : but this laft mentioned king eftab- 
liihed certain articles concerning its fandtuary, in 
cafes of debt, felony, and treafon. By which 
articles or regulations it appears that 5/. Martinis 
was at that time a fanftuary for great diforders, 
and a (belter for the loofeft fort of people, rogues, 
ruffians, thieves, felons, and murderers ; and that 
every excefs of vice and irreligion, fraud, op- 
preffion, and breach of the laws,, were exercifed 
within its liberty. 

It is remarkable that by the charter of king Ed- 
ward IIL it was ordained, that all inquifitions to 
be taken by the juftices, and other the minifters of 
the men 6f the city of London^ fliould be taken 
at Greai St. Martin's^ in London^ and not elfe- 
where 5 except inquifions to be taken in circuits 
in the tower of London, and for the goal delivery 
of Newgale. But King Henry VI IL in the year 
^519^ revoked that charter, and removed the 
feffions of the peace from Sl Martin's to Guilds 
hall. 

It is further remarkable and ought to be ob- Remarks 
ferve^. That there is no foundation in any of the' ^"^"* 
faid charters of privileges and cuftoms, granted 
to the faid monaftery of St. Martin^ which in any 
wifeintitled the fugitives that took fanAuary there 
to a right of following any trade within that ju- 
rifdiftion to the. prejudice of the freedom of Lon- 
don. All the privileges of religious houfes before 
the reformation, were as they now are in popifli 
countries, granted to ferve God in acts of devo- , 

tion. 
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that monadery and its appendages enjoyed and 
was judly imided to the privileges and cufEoms 
granted by the faid charters, it tnoft be alfo npted^ 
That aU thofe charters expref&ly declare that Sl^ 
Martit^s the Great was within the cky of Lotukk ^ 
meaning, that in every thing relating to the civil 
government and trades execcHed within that cc« 
clefiafticaljuriidi^tioa, diey wereflriU fubjcA ta th« 
civil power and laws of the corporation of Hm 
city of London ; the fandtuary except&d. There- 
fore we find that the (hcrifis: officers for Lotiion 
arreft for debt wkhhi the liberty of Si. Martkis^ 
U grand. And it was moved in bar €>f fentenc4r 
againft IViHiam Hally^ho^ in the mayoralty of iddc^- 
man fVifHetboUom^ was tried fef a> cobbery commits 
ted within the liberty of Si, MarikCs^ that he had 
been found guilty by a MiddUfe^ynry^ who could 
not take cognizance in a caufe arifing within the 
city of London. And further, the (heriiF of Lon^ 
don fbmmoned the dean^ and obliged him to re- 
move a folar that flood againft his church, and 
was an annoyance to- the public. 

This church was anciently in the donation of 
the king, as appears by an inquificion taken at 
the Tower in the reign of king Edward IL 

In thi^ church of S^. Martin^ s^e-grand there 
was acurfeu bell, at whofe found all pcrfons weitf 
obliged to repair home to their own houfes, or, at 
leaft, not to wander about in the ftreets. 

The evil of this encroachment upon the free-* 
dom of London is of very ancient date, for, when.

king Edward VI. diflblved this monaftcry, arid ^- ^' 
the collegiate church of 5/. Martin^ s-le-gr and was ^ 
pullet^ down, gR^ the fcite thereof covered with 
houffs i diey w»eAe eagerly rent^ by ftranger9 and 
foivf^ersy the J indlord s pr e tending te ^nd tm* 
munkksia thedmrtcrs, bdoeging to the canons 
ferving God day 2^d nighjt, fat fe^ular perfons td 
buy and fell', and' exercifr trades^ in which the 
cajnons were never employed ; and to which they 
could not by their fundion be intitled. , . • 

•After this deanry^ with its fanduary and privi- 
leges, was granted to^dbe abbey of Sf..P^ter% 
Wififtminfteri Wiiiiam, the abbot oif the faid . 
abbey, afierted Kis title to the privileges and ' 
fanibuary oiSi. Martirfs-k-grand^ xnLondtm^ with 
theprecinfl^ circuit ^nd bodnds of the fame. And 
gftcr trial concerning the precinfts of this fanc- 
tuiary, the following furvey or plan thereof was 
e^iibited in the coutt of chancery^ 
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And though the abbot of fFeJiminfter had no A- D. 
oetter foundation for claiming a right to privilege ^ 
hoh- freemen to follow their trades and accupations 
within this liberty, we find that the church of SL 
Peter's^ iV^minfier^ have maintained their claim 
from time to time. In Conlequence whereof many 
foreign tradelmen and artificers planted themfelves 
in this fppt in the year 1585, amongft whom Mr. 
Sirype^ in his edition of Slow^ numbers Johii 
James znd Anthony Emerkk^ fubjefts of Philips 
king of SpatHj and reported by my author to have 
been the firft filk-twifters, or filk-throwfters in 
LondoHy and to have brought that trade into Eng- 
land. 

At this time this liberty is under the jurifdic- 
tion of the dean and chapter of 5/. Peter" ^y IVefi'- 
minfier \ who maintain their right to the claim of 
thofe privileges above-mentioned: and the H^ 
berty of St. Martin-k-grand is governed, and 
votes for parliament men, as a part of the city of 
IVeftminJier. And it is notorious. That the cham- 
berlain of London gives no moleftation to, or pre- 
fumes to hinder, or call in queftion, any perfon not 
free that follows a trade within thefaid liberty. 

We will now take o.ur departure from the ward 
of Alderfgate by the way of Northumberland-boufe^ 
which flood on the weft fidie of 5/. Martitfs-firett^ 
in the parifh of 5/. Anne^ and almoft at Alderfgate^ 
bui}t by Henry Percy. But it falling to the crown, 
king Henry IV. gave it to his wife, queen Jane^ 
from which time it was called the queen's ward^ 
robe.

Of Aldgate-Ward. 

Its name. HT^ ^ ^ ward of AUgate takes its name alfb 
Antiquity X froni 3 gate> which was of great antiquit/, 
o^^^hcgatc. j^^ntioncd in king E^ar\ charter to the knights 
of the Knighlon-^^diy about the year 967, and 
was probably of a much more ancient foundation t 
for it was the gate through which the Roman vi- 
l^uticd einal way led to the ferry at Otd-forJU It Has been 
lately pulled down by parliamentary authority, at 
Prcfervcd. the petition of the corporation. Ebenezer Muffel^ 
fate of Bethnal'green^ Efq; dcceafed, fo highly 
admired the eaft front of this gate, on which the 
furveyor had originally caufed two Roman coins 
to be placed, cut in done, which he found in 
digging its foundation in'i6o5, that he purchafed 
the fame, and had it put up and prefefved in its 
right form and appearance in the fore front of his 
own houfe, towards the weft, at the N. E. corner 
of Bethnal-greeHj where it now ftands. This gate 
flood in the centre of the high ftreet, between the 
S. E. corner of Sboe-maker-row and the N. E. cor- 
' ncr of Poor Jewry-Jane.

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The ward of Jldgate is bounded on the eaft by A. D. 
the city wall, which divides it from Portfoken- 
ward ; on the north by IBt/ho^gate-ward \ on the * ^ 
weft by Lime-ftreet and Langbcrn-wards\ and op the 
fouth by TCawer-ftreet-mard. Which contains the 
following principal ftreets.: Higk-^reety Leadenb^l' ^ 
Jireeii as far as Ume-ftreet. Fencburcb-Jireet^ as 
far as Fijimongers-alley^ inclufive : Pear Jewrf-lant 
and Crutcbed-friarSy as far as Scetbing-lane : Sbot-^ 
maker-row and Bevis-marks^ to Camomile-ftreet : St, 
Mary Axe and Ume-fireetj as far as CuUum-ftreet, 

In the furvey of this ward, we fhall begin at Aidgate 
the fcite oi Aidgate^ where Higb-ftreet begins, and ^^^'^'^^ 
takes its courfe weftward, as far as the ftone-pump 
between Leadenball-ftreet and Fencburcb-fireet. From 
this ftreet clofe to the N. E. corner branches oiit shoemaker 
Sboemaker-rowj and thence, more to the north, runs '^^' 
BeviS'tnarks. The eaft Cide^f Sboemaker-row ftands 
againft the city wall ; the houfes are very old and^ 
mean. . On the weft fide is the fynagogue of the Batch jews 
DuUb JewSf as they are commonly called, with ^"*^^^"*- 
whom the Jews from all the northern regions 
communicate, who are a diftinft feft from the 
Poriugueze^ Spani/h^ Italian^ tSc. Jews. This 
fynagogue is juft now enlarged with an addition 
of building in brick, that makes it as large again as 
it was before ; and has approached fo near to the 
church of St. James^Sj Duke^s Place^ that the con- 
gregations may be heard from each other. Near 
the S. E. corner of Bevis-tnarks, between Heneager

* Thefe names of Bevis^ Bury, and Heneage^ are derived 
from a manfion houfe, which anciently flood upon, and, with 
courts and gardens, took up the whole fcitf of HiMoigg and 
Ifuryjireet, and belonged to the abbots of Bu^y, jn Suffolk, 
From whence the ilreet, in which it flood, was called Buries- 
marks, now corruptly Btfvis-marks, And after the difToIution 
of the abbey of Bury\ this manfion being granted to .Sir fbom^s 
Mintage^ it was pulie4 down, and two flreets were built upoi) 
fhe fcite thereof, and called Bury-Jlrcet and Hgncage-ftreet.

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lord-mayor of London in 152 1, for 13 poor pco- A. D. 
pic, houfeholdcrs, either married or unmarried, '^ 
free of the Draper^s company, old men and their 
wives, with an appointment of 2 s. 4d. per 
month c and in cafe there fhould not be found fo 
many poor houlholders in the Draper* s company, 
as would receive the faid alms, then there fhould 
be named, to fupply the fame number of alms- 
men, other houlholders of the parifti of Sl Ed- 
tttundy in Lombard ftreetj and St. Bartholomew the 
Little^ to receive the faid alms. It was alfo pro- 
vided and direftcd by the faid founder, that thefe 
poor people to be eleded, Ihould be of fober and 
honeft convcrfation, and notdeteftcd of any open 
crime ; and that after their admiflion they (hould 
be reftant and abiding upon the fame, and not 
to keep any common felling of ale, beer, or

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A. D. Proceeding wcftward to Cruicke4-friars^ wa 
*'' ' come to the Navy-office^ fituate at: the extremity of 
Ji^yyo ^^ ji^g^^0,^ardy and at the norch-eaft corner of 
Sutbing'lanej on the icite of the diflblved ntiona-? 
ftery of Crajfcd-friars^ fp called from being dedi- 
cated to the boly orfifi ; which church and convent 
took up all the ground eaftward, as far as the 
^Ims-houfes founded by Sir John Mlboum. It is 
a very plain building, but extremely convenient 
for the departnaentco which it is appointed. All 
affairs relating to the royal navy are managed here, 
by Gonamiffioners under the lords of the admiralty. 
The appartsnent in which the bufinefs of the office 
is done by the CQmmilIianers« and the clerks books 
are l$xpt^ is detached frqm all others^ in whicb 
ibme of *the commiflioners and other ofiicers rer 
fide, 93 a precaution againft accidents by fire. 

Here is a treafurer,^^ with: an appointment of 
2000I. per ann. and 8pol. for bis inftruments,. 
3even commifTioners, at 5ooLperann. each, who 
have their diSerent departments in the manage- 
ment pf the bufinefs of the office : viz. one is 
comptroller of the navy ; two others are joint fur- 
vcyor^ \ another is clerk qf the aSs, viz. to re-* 
cord ioontrads, bills, &c. a fifth is comptroller, 
fx$ the treafurer's accounts \ a fixth is comptroller, 
of the vldualling accounts; and the fevepth is 
(Comptroller of the ftore-keeper's accounts/ There 
are alfo three cxtra-commiffioners, who have 590 1, 
each pcrann. and 80 1. each for houfe rent. And 
jhcre is a commiffioner at GibraUar^ with, loool. 
P?r ftJWf ?nd feveral officers^ with conCdcrable fa- 
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laries, under him : a comtniffioner at Cbalbanh ^B' 
wother at Parffmouib^ tod another at Plymauib- 
yard^ with 500 L per ann. each, Deftfinrd and 
ff^oolvncb^ards are under the immediate infpeftion 
of the navy board ; and Sbeernefs-yarii under the 
commiffioner at Gbasbam, And the principal of 
thefe officers hold their places^ not by the precari- 
ous tenure of minifterial pleafure, but by patent, 
under the great feal. 

From Jldgate^ more to the weft, and on the Priory of 
north fide, including all the ground as far as fix xrinh/ 
doors weft of Creed-lanej there ftood anciently the 
priory of Hofy Trinity^ founded by queen Maud^ 
wife to Jking Henry I. for canons regular of the 
order of St. Augufiifiy with great endowments i 
amongft which the (aid king granted the port of 
ulldgate^ and the fokc thereunto belonging, &c, 
^nd a privilege to indole the wall along London- 
wall^ and to ftop the pafiage, (now Sboemaker-row) 
and enlargp the priory to the very wall of the 
city, trending northward from Aldgate. And, in 
order to eftabliih this foundation/ the four pariihes 
of 5/. Mary Magdakn^ Si. Aficbael^ Ss. Calbarine^ 
and the Blejfed Trinify^ were united in the one pa* 
rifli of the priory pf the Holy Trinity^ called 
Cbrift church. 

This priory, in front, covered 300 feet of 
ground and upwards, in the p^rifli of St. CathcT 
rine^ towards Jldgate^ near the parochial chapel or 
church of St. Mcbaelj whofe remains are ftill to 
be feen, under the houfc facing the pump, between 
Iseadenball'Jlreet and Fenchurcbjireety at the S. E, 

gprner 
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A. D. corner of Leadenballftreei ; which remains I mea« 
^ ' furcd and found to be 30 feet from N. to S. and 
1 6 feet from S. to W. with a Gothic arched roof, 
fupported by two handfome pillars, and the walls 
built with fquare bricks, chalk and ftone, in the man - 
ner as may be feen in the ruins of Rochefter Cqfile \ 
This priory, in procefs of time, became a very large 
church, and not only furpaflfed all others in London 
and Middle/ex^ but the prior thereof was an alder* 
man of Portfoken^ward. And thcfc priors rode 
among the aldermen of London in the fame livery, 
only, the prior^s habit was in (hape of a fpiritual 
perfon : as Stow writes, he himfelf faw in his 
childhood. At which time, he adds, the prior* 
alderman kept a bountiful houfe, both for rich 
and poor, and both within and without the gates, 
to all comers, according to their condition. 
Piffolvcd. This priory was diffolvcd by king Henry VIII, 
in 1 53 1, and his majefty gave the houfe, church, 

^ Which varying from Mr. Strife t ^count aa4 farvey 
therppf, I (hall tranfcribe it. ** This handfome Qotbic flrac? 
tare, fays he, In 1720^ whkh is fituat^ N. and S. is 46 feet 
in length, running under thiree houfes, 17 in breadth, and 
from the floor to the vertex of the jirch, 1 1 feet 1 1 inches in 
height.*' But as the capitals of the pillars at prefc'nt appear 
only about four feet above the floor, I take the altitude of th^ 
arches at firft to have been 18 fe^t.

church, he pulled it down, and converted the faid 
priory into a noble manfion, in which he refided 
when he was lord chancellor, and died there in 
1544- Whofe only daughter being married to 
Thomas duke of Norfolk^ the eftate defcended to 
his grace, and was thence forwards called andDuke^t 
known by the name of the Duk^s Place ; and fo ^ 
continues to this day j though there's nothing to 
be found on that great trad of ground to give us 
any idea of its grandeur, except thp arch of the 
gate way at the S. W, end of the premifes, al- 
moft facing the N- end of Creed-lane. But that 
duke of Norfolk lofing his head on Tower-bill^ for 
en June 2^ 15 Eliz. this city manfion defcended to 
JTM Howard, earl of Suffolk^ eldcft fon to the faid 
duke, by ^/^i/i?y*s daughter J who by indenture of 
bargain ^ndfale, dated 21 July, ^4 Eilzabetbj fold 
the fame to the mayor, commonalty, and citizens 
of London^ to have and to hold to them and their 
fucceflbrs, in as large and ample a manner as the 
faid earl, or lord Audley, or the king, or the prior 
and convent, or their predeccflbrs, at any time 
before the diffblutipn of the faid priory^ or any 
other tiine, had, ufed, or enjoyed the fame, by 
virtue of any grant, privilege, prefcription, law, 
cuftom, or any other ways or means whatfoever. 

Before this diffoiution of the! priory of Holy 
frinity^ the inhabitants within its boundaries, that

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A. D. had been deprived of jheir parifh churches, to 
'^ makeivay for that religious foundaciox), finding ic 
very inconvenient to be confined to the conventu- 
al church, petitioned and obtained leave, under 
certain conditions and reftri£tion$» to build a cha- 
pd in the church-yard of the faid priory, for their 
own convcniency, which efcaping the fate of the 
religious houfes at the diflblution of the priory^ 
became the only place, after the conventual church 
was pulled down, for the inhabitants within that:>^

time creating lome diflike; the inhabitants of 
Duke^s Placi were defirous to raife a fufHcient pa* 
rifii church for tbeoifelves, on the ground within, 
their own precind, and applied to the archbifhop 
of Canterbury for his alfiftance ki fo good a work ^ 
who having obtained the king's warrant, under 
the broad feal, for proceeding in their pious in- 
tentiQn, prevailed with the lord-mayor, the court 
of aldermen, and common-council, to build them 
a church of the- itones of the conventual church, 
which, ftill remained upon the premifes; which 
was completed, confecrated, and dedicated to Si. 
James^ on the ad ^i^ January^ \6%%. , By which 
means the impropriation is in the lord-mayor and 
court of aldermen \ the value no more than 13 U 
per ann. paid out of the chamber of London^ be- 
sides perquifit€9, which, Newcourt fays, make up 
in xythes only, 73I.

diftingutfiied from other churches of the fame 
name, by the addition of Cf-ee or Cbrijiy from its 
vicinity to the conventual church of the Hofy 
Trinityy which was originally called Gbrifi^s cbureb. 
The king, in his grant of the pfiory of Holy 
Trinity to Sir 'ftbomas' AuMey, afterwards lord 
Audltfy gave this church allb to Sir Tboms 5 the 
prior and canons of Cbrift church having been 
originally and always patrons thereof. Which, 
lord Atulley^ by his laft will, dated 19th of Aprils 
1544, gave to themafter and fellows of Magdalen 
college^ in Cambridge^ and their fuccellbrs, whom 
he enjoined to ferve the cure for ever; who leafed 
out the impropriation to the parifhioners for 90 
years : but a difpute arifing between the college 
and the paridi at the expiration of the f^d leafe, 
in 1725, about a renewal, a leaie was granted to 
Jerome Knappy haberdafher of London ; and in or- 
der to fettle the difference, it was ;igreed, that 
150I. per ann.' Ihould be raifcd by^the parifhioners 
in lieu of tythes, &c. out of which the officiat-^ 
ing curate fhould be paid 50 1, per ann. for the 
firft ten years, befides furplice fees, &c, and after

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A'O. <be expiration. of that term of years, 70 !• per-/ 
'^ ' ann. befides farplice fees, &c. ^d this agree* 
ment was eonfirmed by a£fc of parliament in Maj^ 
1727. 

Theoriginal foundation of thischorch is not record*^ 
, ed : but its antiquity may be collefted from its pri- 
ority to the conventilial church ofHoif Trinity^ Chrifi 
cbutcbj in which foundation this church of St 4 
Catberiney and St. Micbaers^ and St. Mary M^da- 
ktfs^ and the Bleffed Trinity i were fwallowed up. 

Another church, with the addition of Chrifi or 
Cree^ was afterwards founded within the church- 
yard of the faid priory, to be fupplied by one of 
the canons, and removeable at the pleafure of the 
Old chtitth prior. Which church was fo buried by the fre- 
quent raifing of the pavement in the Higb-fireet^ 
I now commonly called Leadenball-fireety that, in 
Mr. Stozv's time, they were obliged to defcend

In building this church they took in. a cloifier^ 
which ftood on the backfide of the okl church, 
of feven feet and more in breadth : and at the 
weft end of this new church, on the fouth fide^ ' 

fiands a pillar of the old church, as it ftood, ,$ind 
was there ereded: which pillar being eighteen feet 
high from the bafis or foot to the chapiter or head, 
upon which the old arch was railed^ and not above 
two feet appearing now above the floor of the pre- 
fent church, ftiews that the floor of this church 19 
raifed fifteen feet above that of the old. A plain 
proof how much thefti^eets o{ London have been 
raifed. Ic efcaped the fire in 1666. 

Thi? parifh-church, being a donative, pays nei-. 
ther firft-fruits nor tenths. Here is fi fcledt veftry, 
confifting of the church-wardens and thofe who 
have ferved or fined for that office. The ofiicers . 
are two church* wardens, four overfeers, two fidef- 
men, and an uncertain number of auditors of ac« 
compts. 

Facing this church, on the fouth fide of the Brick- 
High'fireH but behind houfes, ftands Bricklayer*s ^^^'^ * ** 
baliy and, though the entrande to it is through 
a narrow paflfage under the front hbufes, it is a 
handibme and convenient building, adapted for 
tranfafting the affairs of the company of tylers 
and bricklayers, who were incorporated in the roth 
of Elizabeth^ oh the 3d of Augujl^ 1 568, by the ftlle 
and title of Thi mafter and keeper and wardens of the Company.

wareboufes pife of warehoufes, with brick, for the lervice of cfae 
Eafi'India company, upon the ground where for- 
merly fiood the Affican cdmpanfs bonfe^ which run 
backward quite into BtSiier-lane. 
St. An- St. Andrew's UnderJBafs is a parochial church 
dcrfcaft^"' ^'^^ reftory in the gift of the bifliop of LonJM^ 
fituate at the S. £• corner of the ftreet called S/* 
Mary-M^ and at the weft extremity oi Adgaie-ward 
on the north fide of LeadenbdU-ftreA. The original 
foundation of this church wai in 136a, and ob- 
tained the name of Vnderjbaft from the Maj-pok^ 
which was higher than the church-ftecple, and was 
eredted annually, and with great ceremony, in the 
middle of the ftreet facing its fouth entrance, by 
the citizens of London on Mof-day^ till their licen- 
tioufnefs brought upon them the juftice of the 
nation to punifh the rioters, and put an end to 
that ancient, and in itfelf innocent, cuftom \ 

The ancient church fell to decay, and the pa- 
ri(hioners began to build the prefent church in Of

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foon after the year 1510. For the whole north A.D. 
fide of the great middle ifle, both of the body and 
cholr^ was built by Stephen Jennings^ merchant- 
taylor, and fome time lord-mayor oi London ; as ap- 
pears by his arms carved over every pillar: as was 
the north iQe alfo, which he roofed with timber 
and ceiled : alfo the whole fouth fide of the church 
was glazed^ and the pews in the fouth chapel 
were made at his coft. But this generous bene- 
faftor to the parilh died in the year 1524, and 
the work went^on fo heavily after his deccafe, 
that it was not finiQied till the year 1532, in a 
plain Gothic fiile, with a well-enlightened body, 
and a fquare tower terminated with battlements^ 
and pinnacles at the corners; within which rifes 
a turret) that contains the bell : and it had the 
good fortune to efcape the fire oi London in 1666. 

After the difiblution of the priory of St. Helen st. Mary 
in Bijbopfgate-Jlreet^ the church of St. Mary-axe^ or ^* ^*** 
at-axe^ being an appendage to the faid priory, fell 
to the crown. This church was dedicated not 
only to St. Mary but to St. Urjula and her 1 1000 
virgins, and obtained the common appellation 
at -axe from the fign of an axe which hung over 
againft the eaft end of the church : though fome 
writers call it St. Mary Papilkr or Pelliper^ from 
a piece of ground on the north fide of ir, 
belonging to the fkinncr*s company, on the weft 
fide of St. Mary- axe-fir eet^ fo called (as at this 
day) from this church. This church for fome 
time remained in the crown: King £rfw^r^ VI/ 
prcfented to it in 1549: Queta Elizaieth^ in the

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A. D. fourth year of her reign, granted the right of pa^* 
*^ * tronage thereof to the bifliop of London for c^cr z 
and immediately, upon this grant from the crown^ 
it became united to the church oiSt. Andrew Under^ 
Jbafi. The church of St. Mary-axe ftood on the 
weft fide of Si. Marj-axe-ftreet in Lime-ftreet ward^ 
and, for fome time after its union with St. Andrews^ 
it was converted to prophane ^ ufes till the year 
1^349 vl^cn the pari(hioners, having built a room 
over the lower part of the faid church, obtained 
from bifhop Juxton a confirmation, that the faid 
lower part (hould be a burial-place for the parifhio- 
ners, and the room over it, on the upper pare, 
fhould be a grammar^fchool, the mafter whereof 
to be chofen by the redor, churchwardens, and 
parifhioners, in order to be licenied by the bilhop, 
to teach four poor children of the parifli gratis^ 
only for the ufc of the fchool, without any endow- 
ment. 

From the time of the union of the faid parilhes, 
the bifhop of L^»if^», for the time being, has fuc- 
ccffively, as the faid church of St. Andrew has 
happened to be void, collated to it with the church 
of St. Mary at axe thereunto annexed. Befides, 
Queen Elizabetby at the time (he granted the 
patronage of St. Mary at axe to the bifliop of Lon^ 
dony did alfo grant the church-yard for burying 
the dead, and all the houfes, buildings, rents, 
tf^. belonging to the faid church of St. Mary^

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to the reftor and churchwardens of the faid parifh A. D.

The value of this livittg is commonly rated at Value of 
250 1. pt amum. The parifti- officers are two^** 
churchwardens and four overfeers of the poor : and 
the veftry is general. 

In this church, at the north fide of the altar, 
was buried the laborious and excellent London 
antiquary, John Stow, under a beautiful monu- 
ment againfl: the wall, in a fitting ftudious pofture, 
with thcfe labels over his head t Aut fcribenda agere

At the north-eaft corner of St. Mary-axe-ftreet Fietchcr^i 
ftands a fmall, neat, convenient hall, belonging ^^^^* 
to the company of Fletchers or arrow-makers,, from 
the French word Fleche^n arrowy which^ no doubt, 
was a flourifhing trade before the ufe of fire-arms 
fuperfcded the pradlice of fighting with bows and

they enjoy alfo the privilege of the livery. The 
government is in two wardens, ten afTiftants, and 
the livermen. It is numbered the 39th company 
in the city of London. 
iionmon- In FmchuTch-jlreet^ and near the extremity of 
ger's hall. ^^^ ward, on the north fide thereof, we come to 
a very noble modern building, ereflied in the year 
1748, by the Ironmongers^ for tranfafting their 
affairs as a body corporate, and from that company 
called Ironmongers ball. The beautiful front there- 
of is entirely of ftone; the lower (lory is wrought 
in ruflic; the center part of the building projedls 
a little, and in this part is a large arched entrance 
and two windows, with two others on each fide. 
The fuperftrufture over this ruftic ftory has a light 
ruftic at the corners, to keep up a correfpondencc 
with the reft of the building-, but the part which 
projefts in this ftory is ornamented with four Ionic 
pilarfers coupled, but with a large inter-columnia- 
tion-, and with a very noble Venetian window in 
the center, and a circular window over it. In each 
fpace between the pUafters is a fmaller window 
with an angular pediment, over each of which are 
circular windows 2 but the fide parts have arched 
windows, with fquare ones over them. The cen- 
tral part is crowned with a pediment fupporied 
by thcfc pilafters : and in its plane are carved the 
3 arms 
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arms of the company and handfome decorations, in A. D. 
relievo. The reft of the front is terminated by a '^ ' 
baluftrade crowned with vafes. 

This company was incorporated by charter from Company. 
King Edward IV. in the year 1464, and is the 
tenth of the twelve principal compani.^s in this city. 
It was incorporated by the ftile and name of The 
mafter and keepers or wardens and commonalty of the 
art or nyjlery of Ironmongers of London. And, by 
virtue of the faid charter, the government of this 
fraternity is how in a mafter, two wardens, and 
a court of affiftants, which confifts of the whole 
livery, and reprefent the commonalty or whole 
freedom. 

This company enjoys very great eftates both in Q,.gat cha- 
their own right and in truft from feveral donors, '^'^*^*' 
by whofe will they pay yearly near 1800I. in cha- 
nties ; befides the intereft or profits of 26000 1, 
left to them by 'Mr. Thomas Betton^ a Turhf mert. 
chant, in the year 1724, under the fpecial truft 
of employing one moiety of the faid profits per- 
petually in the redemption of Briti/h captives from 
Moorifh flavery, and the other moiety to be equal- 
ly dillribured between the poor of the company 
ot Ironmongers and the feveral charity- fchools with- 
in the bills of mortality.

'^ ' built upon that fpot of ground where the London-'

There are two paffages out of it; one into Mark^ 
lane J the other into Hart-ftreet. 
8t. Catha- About 150 yards more to the eafl: ftands the 
wan,* ^ *' parifti church of St. Catharine Cokman^ at the cor- 
ner of Magpie-alley^ and behind the houfes that 
front Fencburcb'Jireet, It is a reftory of ancient 
foundation : for we read of one John de Hertford^ 
who was re£tor of this church, and refigned it, on 
the 6th of QUober^ 1346 ^, to Richard de Wardonay 
in the reign of King Edward III, It was dedicated 
to St. Catharine^ a virgin of Alexandriay and cele- 
brated for her great knowledge in philofophy, and 
as being a martyr for the Chrifiian faith: and this 
church received the addition of Coleman from a 
great yard or garden, called in thofe days Coleman^ 
hawy in the parifli of the Trinity ^ afterwards Cbrifi^ 
church, according to Stowe. The old church was 
fubftantially repaired, and a fouth ifle was added, 
in 1489, by Sir William fFhitey brd-»mayor of 
London ; which church efcaped the fire of London 
in 1666, and, with the aid of feveral more repairs, 
flood, but was much buried by the raiQng of the 
ftreet, till the year 1734, when it was pulled down, 
and the prefent church was ereded •at the charge 
of the pari(b, under the fandion of an a£( of parlia-^ 
ment, i% Geo. IL whereby, and by another aft,

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paired for the fatnepurpofe, isGeo.U. theparifh- A.D.

inhabitants to pay the faid annuities. 

The prefent church has a lofty body, well light- 
ened with two rows of windows :- the ftccple is 
a plain tower, crowned with battlements : and care 
has been taken to raife the floor fo much above 
the level of the ftreet, that you ifcend by feveral 
fteps into the church from the church-yard, {o as 
to leave no room to expert this edifice will ever 
fall under the like difadvantage of being buried by 
the adjacent ground, as the old church was. 

In old time this church was in the patronage 
of the dean of 5/. Martin- te-grand^ Londan^ an^ fo 
continued till that religious houfe, with its appur- 
tenances, was annexed to the abbey of Weftminjier: 
at whofe diflblution it fell to the crown, and the 
advowfon was given by Queen A&ry, on the 3d 
of March J in the firft year of her reign, to the 
bifliop of London and his fucccflbrs in that fee for 
ever. In this parifli is a fcleA veftry, which con-r 
fifts of thofe who have ferved the office of church^ 
warden. The officers are two churchwardens, 
who are alfo colleftors for the poor. 

Behind this church, in Magpie-alley^ adjoining Portugucze 
to the fouth fide of St. Catharine Coleman*s church- go^c/'^** 
yard, there is a Jew^s fynagogue, fupported by 
the congregation of Portugueze Jews. 

Facing this church is the new ftreet called Fen- Fcnchurch 
church' buildings J a paved court, well built, and ^"*^***"^* 
genteelly inhabited. The north end of it afcends

Nonhum- About fifty yards more tp the eaft is Nortbtwiber- 
ft%. land-alley^ fp called from the manfion-houfc of 
Henry Piercyj earl of Nprtbumberland^ in the 33d 
of Henry VI. but foon ^fter fell fo greatly to dcr 
cay, that it became the common rendezvous for 
dice-player? and other gameftcrs, At prefent the 
fcite of that noble palace is covered with very mean 
buildings, inhabited by induftrious and labouring 
people. Which finiflies the furvey of Aldgate 
ward, having brought you back to the highftreef 
lyithin Aldgate. '

Of Bassishaw-Ward.. 

Situation. 'V%4liy^^'^'^^^^^ fituate near to the middle of the 
J3 city, on the north fide^ is very fmall, con- 
Contents, fitting of two precjnfts: the upper prccinft con- 
taining only fixty-fix houfcs, and the lower pre- 
cinft feventy-fix houfes ; all of them within the 
parilh of 5/. Michael Baffijhaw. 
Gown- The government of this ward is under an alder- 
f?^"^" man j four commpn^cquncilf men, of whom one is 

the 
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the alderman's deputy; three conftables ; fevdn- ^-D. 
teen inqueft men 5 three fcavengers 5 and a beadle. 

It is alfo called BafingbaU-ward^ confiding only Bounds. 
of one ftreet, and deriving its name from Bafing- 
ballj the manfion-houfe of the renowned family 
of BafingSj which was the principal houfe in it, 
and ftood where now we fee Blackwell-ball. On 
the eaft and fouth it is bounded by Cokman-ftreet 
ward, on the north by Crippkgate ward, on the 
weft by the wards of Cheap and Crippkgate. It 
begins in the fouth at Blackwell-ball^ and runs 
northward to London-wall^ now pulled down to 
make way for the new buildings in Fore-Jlreet^ and 
Ipreads eighty-eight feet eaft, and fifty-four feet 
weft againft the faid wall or premifes on which it 
once ftood. 

It may be collefled from the many illuftrious 
perfons who have been taken from this ward to 
ferve the high offices of ftieriflFs and mayors of this 
city, ever fince the days of ff^lliam the Conqueror^ 
that this ward has been always well inhabited : 
and indeed we have the pleafure at this time to 
affirm, that it is well-built and inhabited by mer- 
chants of great reputation and fortune. 

But, notwithftanding the fmallnefs of this ^ard, 
we meet w;ith more public buildings than in fome 
that are more extenfive. 

Here is the parochial church of St. Micbaeist.MU 
Biffftjhaw^ fo called to diftinguifii it from other ^t***'j 
churches in London dedicated to that archangel. 
It is ficuate near the center, on the weft fide of the 
f|:reer, and is a redlory of very ancient foundation, 

dedicated 
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A. D. dedicated to the fame faint in or aboot theyesr 
' * 1 140, at which time, and till the year 1327, ir 
was in the gift of the prior and canons of Sl Bar--- 
ibeloMdw in Smtbfieldy though the regifter oC 
London gives no name of its reftor before Ralpl> 
dtWaliham^ who died in the year 1327, at whicb 
time the prcfentation was io Umry Boiyke^ citizen 
of London. But, about a hundred years after, ic 
fell to the dean and chapter of St.PauFSj who have 
continued patrons thereof to the prefent time. 

The ori^n^l church is recorded to have been 
beautiful : but it became fo ruinous before the year 
1460, that it was rebuilt; and that church conti- 
nued till the fire in 1666 entirely confumed it and 
all its monuments, and made way for the prefent 
ftrufture, whofc walls are ftrengthened with ruftic 
work at the corners ; and the body is well enlight- 
ened by a fingle feries of large windows: at the 
eaft end, where the top is terminated by an arch» 
the light is given by three windows; one of them 
tall and upright, the two others circular: theftee* 
pie is a tower, crowned with a turret, from which 
rifes a kind g( fpire. {t was begun in 1676, and 
finifhed in 1679. 

Its value is 132 1. 1 1 s. ^^ annum^ befides fees»

company was incorporated in 150 1 by King Ift«- A. D, 
ty VII. by the ftile of ^be tnajier^ wardens^ ^^ Company. 
affijlants of the company of coopers of London and 
fuburbs of the fame city: and, by an adt of parlia- 
ment in the 20th of Henry VIII. they were em- 
powered to fearch and gauge all beer, ale, and 
foap veflels within the city of London and two miles 
round the fuburbs of the fame; for which they 
were allowed one farthing for each cafk. The 
prefent government is in a matter, three wardens, 
and twenty aflittants ; and it has a large livery. 

At the fouth extremity on the fame fide ftands Biackwciu 
Blackwell-hall^ a very ancient edifice, employed ** * 
for fcveral ages as a market for all broad and nar- 
row woollen cloth brought to London. Its original 
name was Bajing^s-baugh or ball^ from the family 
of the BafingSj who built the houfe, and gave 
name alfo to the ward. This houfe, in procefs 
of time, defcended to Mr. Thomas Bakewell in the 
36th o£ Edward III. and from him czWtd BakewelU 
ball. Afterwards it fell to the crown, and was 
fold, with its garden and appurtenances, by King 
Bicbard II. to the city of London for 50!. and has, 
from that time, been called corruptly Blackwell-- 
balh and employed as a weekly market for all 
broad and narrow woollen cloths brought out of 
the country. This hall, after being rebuilt in 
1558, was deftroyed by fire in 1666, and again 
febuilt, as it now appears, in 1672. 

It is a fquare building, with a court in the mid- 
dle, fu^rounded with warehoufes, and has two fpa* 
cious entrances or gates for carriages ; one from. 

Bajingball-i 
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-A. D. Bafinghall'fireei^ the other from Guildhall-yard^ 
^ ' where is the principal front, and a door-cafe, ad- 
orned with two colunfins of the Doric order, with 
their entablature and a pediment, in which are the 
king's arms, and the city arms a little lower, en- 
riched with cupids, f^r. 

Within this building, which alfo has an entrance 
on the weft fide from Cateaton-Jireet^ there are divers 
apartments or warehoufes, called the Devonjhire^ 
the Gloucejlerjhire^ the IVorcefterjhire^ the Kentijb^ 
the Medley^ the Spanijb^ and the blanket halls; in 
which each piece of cloth pays one penny for pitch- 
ing, and a halfpenny per week retting; by which 
means, it is faid, there arifcs a revenue of iiool. 
per annum \ which, by the generofity of the citi- 
zens, is applied towards the fupport of Chrift^s- . 
bofpital\ the governors whereof have the fole ma- 
nagement of thcfe warehoufes. And this may, 
with great truth, be faid to be the greateft woollen 
cloth market in the world; and therefore it has 
always been the particular care of the city of Lon- 
don to provide good regulations and orders for this 
market. For, fo early as the 21ft oi Richard IL 
it was ordained. That no riianner of perlbn Ihoulc} 
fell any woollen cloths, except they were firfl: 
brought, harboured, and difcharged, at the 
common market of Blackwell-hall^ upon pain 
of forfeiture thereof. And that ordinance was 
^confirmed by an aft of common council, held 
on the ift oi Auguji^ 8 Hen. VIIL with this addi- 
tion, That no manner of perfon, being freeman 
of this city, fuffer any manner of perfon what- 

focvpr, 
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foever, be he free or foreign, to buy or fell any A. D. 
manner of woollen cloths, harboured or lodged, *^" 
contrary to the faid ordinance, within his (hop, 
chamber, or other place within his houfe, unlefs 
the faid cloths were firft brought to BlackweU-ball^ 
and there bought and fold ; under the penalty 
of 6i. 8d. for every broad cloth j 3s. 4d. for 
every Kerfy\ and 20 d. for every Dejfein oi Bridge- 
water and other pieces of cloth. Double for a 
fecond offence : and disfranchifement for a third 
offence. 

On the eaft fide of BqfingbalUftreet^ and a little Mafon*s 
to the northward of Blackwell- bally is a paved alley, ^^"* 
a thoroughfare into Coletnan-ftreet^ and is Called 
MafofCs-aUey from Mafon^ s-halU which ftands at 
the fouth-eaft angle thereof; and, though it is fmall, 
it is convenient, and well-built of ftone, bounded 
on the fouth by Coleman-ftreet churchyard. 

This is the company which was incorporated Company, 
about the year 14.10, by the name and ftile of ^be 
Free-ma sons; a fraternity of great account, and Free- 
honoured by very many of the gentry and nobility, ™^^''"'*" 
and even by feveral kings, who have been mem- 
bers of their fociety ^ In 1477 ^^Hi^f^ Hanckftow^ 
clarencieux king at arms, granted them the arms 
of their fociety, as borne at this time : but the 
prefent company aft under the incorporation grant- 
ed by the letters patent of the 29th of Charles IL 
on the 17th of September ^ 1677, by the name of 
7he mafter^ wardens ^ affiftants^ and commonalty of the 
company of mafons of the city of London. Under

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^Vifi* ^'ch ftilc they enjoy the privilege of the livciy^ 
and are governed by a mailer and two wardens^ 
who are chofen annually, as in all other compa- 
nies ; and a court of affiftants, who arc chofen for 
life, except they commit any aft that fliall dis- 
quidify or disfranchife them. 
Wearer'* The next public building in Bafingball-Jlreet is 
***"• JVeaver^S'ball^ which is handfomely built, and neat- 
ly adorned on the infide with hangings, fretwork, 
and a fcreen of the Ionic order. 
Company. This company is of very great antiquity, and 
perhaps was the firft incorporated ibciety in this 
city. The weavers were originally n^med Thelarit^ 
and, in the reign of King Henry I. they paid i6h 
to the crowp for their immunities, and 18 marks 
annually. In 1200 King John disfranchifed them» 
at the inftance of the mayor and citizens oihondm^ 
(fee p. 124. vol. I.) for which favour the citizens 
paid 20 marks pr annum to the king* Which 
difference between the citizens and weavers might 
perhaps arife from fome bad praftices of the weav- 
ers, who, by virtue of a power granted by King 
Henry 11. in the thirty-firft year of his reign, were 
put under the infpedtion of the portgrave, or chief 
magiftrate of London : for, amongft other articles, 
that king ordained. If any man made cloth of Spanifh 
wool mixed with Englifli woolj the portgrave^ or chief 
magiftrate of London, ought to burn it. 

This company originally confifted of tapeftry 
and cloth weavers, who, in the 7th of Henry IV^ 
were reinftated with their freedom, and by zGt of 
parliament put under the management and autho" 
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rity of the lord-mayor and aldermen of the city; ^•^• 
though they ftand no higher than the forty-fecond 
company. Its prefent ftate is extremely diflFerent, 
and confifts chiefly of worfted, cotton, and filk 
weavers, who, in the filk branches, may he faid, 
with great truth, to fqrpafs all the world in the 
richnefs, beauty, and ftrength of their manu- 
faftured filks. 

The government of this fraternity is in two 
officers called bailiFs, two wardens, aind a court 
of affiftants; and it is privileged with the livery. 

More northward ftands Girdler^s-baU, a hand- Girdicr's 
fome and convenient building, finifhed in 168 1, 
well wainfcotted within, and adorned with a Ikreen 
of the compofite order, for tranfafting the affsjirs 
of the company, which was incorporated in the 
27th of Henry VI. on the 6th of Auguft^ 1449; Company, 
and were reincorporated with the Pinners and fFire-- 
drawers by Queen Elizabeth on the 12 th of OSo^ 
ber, 1 568, by the name of The mafter and wardens 
ar keepers vf the art or myfiery of the Girdlers of Lon- 
don ; and is governed by a mafter, three wardens, 
and a court of aififtants. It is alfo a livery com^ 
pany, and the twenty-third in the order of the 
city companies* 

C H A P. V. 

Of Billingsgate-Ward. 

Blllingfgate^ward is of fuch ancient date, that j^^ ^^^^ 
Fabian and other hiftorians have deduced its 
oame from King Belinus : but I am more inclined 
4 to 
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to derive the name from fome eminent perfon, who 
in ancient times had large pofieflions in this part 
of the city, or held this ward by the fame tenure 
as the Bafings^ FarringdtmSj &c. held other wards. 

Its extent is from the weft end of Tower-ftreet^ 
ward about to Smarfs'ky in Thames-ftreety from 
whence it runs, on the fouth fide of Tbames-ftreet^ 
to Si. Magnus church at the bridge foot ; and from 
SmarfS'key it runs up almoft to Fencburcb-ftreet in 
a dired line, and thence weftward within a few 
houfes of Grace-cburcbi it trends fouthward to the 
caft end of Sl Magnus church. In which fpace 
are contained part of Tbames-ftreety Link Eaftcbeap^ 
Pudding-lane^ Boiolpb-lane^ Love-lane j St. Maty HiU^ 
Rood-lane^ Pbilpoi-lane^ and many crofs lanes, alleys, 
and courts ; under the government of an alderman ; 
ten common-council-men, one of whom is the alder- 
man's deputy 5 eleven conftables; fourteen inqueft 
men ; fix fcavengers; and a beadle: and is divided 
into twelve precinAs, viz. (i.) 5/. Mary Hill^ 
(2.) Smart* s-k^y (3.) Billingfgatej (4.) Love-lane^ 
(5» 6, 7.) xht t\\xttipxtc\Ti&% of St. Boiolpb Billing f- 
gate, (8,9.) two prcdn&$ of St. jindrew Hubiard^ 
(10.) St. George Botolpb-lane^ (11.) Pudding-lane^ 
(12.) Rood-lane. 

This ward on the eaft is bounded hy Tower -ftreet^ 
wardy on the north by Langbourn-ward^ on the 
weft by the ward of Bridge-witbin^ and on the fouth 
by the river Thames. 

The fituation of this ward near the river, the 
cuftom-houfe, and feveral wharfs, gives it great 
advantages in trade and merchandize, which makes 

it 
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It Well inhabited, and in a continual hurry of bufi«^ ^' -P* 
nefs, lading and unlading of goods, ^c. at the '^ 
feveral wharfs or keys, of which Billing/gate is of Bniingf* 
moft^ note, not for landing and loading of mer-^"* 
chandize, but for being the gre^ceft market for fifli 
in England^ and the only port^ for fiih in Lond$n^ 
For it is only a large water-gate or key or port 
for fmall veflels laden with filh of all forts^ oranges* 
lemons, Spani/h onion, and Kentijb cherries* On 
the wharf is the common exchange every day at 
noon for matters of colliers, and dealers in coals 
concerned in the Newcafik coal trade* Here alfo 
is the port for Grave/end boats and wherries to take 
in their fare, from whence they are (under a pe- 
nalty) to depart at the ringing of a bell, ereded 
at the ftairs for that purpofe, which rings a quar* 
ter of an hour, to give notice of the time of high 
water at London-hridge and the time of ebb. 

Facing BilUngfgate is the ftrcet called St. A&;7St.Mary 
HilK on the weft fide of which is fituate the church churck. 
of 4^/* Maryy called on that account S/. Mar;^ at 
Hilly or en the Hilh a reftory, dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary^ We have no certain date for the 
foundation of this church : but, if we may be per- 
mitted to conjedture from its being fo much decayed 
in the year 1497 as to require rebuilding, it muft 
be allowed to have ftood above 200 years at leaft 
before that. BefideF* we can account for 160 years 
of that time : for Rcfe de t^rytd founded a chantry 
in the church of 5/. Mary at Hill in the year i^jOr 
and Richard di Hackney^- citizen of London^ did 
prefent Nigellus DalUye to this living on the 7th 
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A. D. of the ides of June in the year 1337. In digging 
'^^^' the foundation of the new <jhurch, in 1457, they 
found the body oiAUce^ the wife of the faid Richard 
de Hackney^ with her flcin and bones whole, and 
not corrupted, and hef jiJints pliable; though (he 
had been dead 150 years. But, after it had been 
expofed to the air three or four days, it ftank, and 
was zgAn buried. 

This church was io well preferved by the care 
of the pariftiioners, that it flood till the general 
conflagration of London in 1666; and then it was 
not quite burnt down ; for no^ both church and 
fteepie confift, for the moft part, of the old wall, 
which was left (landing after the faid fire. It is a 
well-proportioned Gosbic ftone flrufture, confifting 
of a plain body, enlightened by large windows, a 
cupola in the middle, and of a tower, crowned by 
a pretty handfome turrets 

The advowfon has always been in lay hands : 
and in the year 1638 the parifhioners purchafed it. 
And after the fire of London, the parifhioners of 
S/. jfndrew Hubbard having lofl their church 
therein, it was united to St. Mary-at-htlly and both 
together were made of the yearly value of 200 1. 
in lieu of tythes. 
AThurf- In this church is founded a divinity-le£iure, to 
day leaure ^^ pleached cvcry Thurfday morning, endowed with 
2^0 \.' per annum J by Sir John Leman. 

On the Sunday next after Mrd/ummer-day, every 

year, the fellowfliip of the porter^ of London come 

to this church in the morning, andV whilft the 

pfalms are reading, they go, two and two, to the 
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talis before the communion-tabk, and make their ^- 1>^ 
offerings .into two bafons placed there for that pur- 
pofe. After they are returned to their fcats^ the 
reft of the qongregation proceed in like manner^ 
and make their offerings at the fame place> towards 
the maintenance of the poor difabled porters of that 
feUowfhip. 

The veftry is fclcft, confiftirtg of nineteen mem- 
bers. The officers are two churchwardens ancj 
two fidefmen. 

The parifti-church of St. Andrew Hubhard was ^ ^ 
founded before the year 1389, when the earl of drew Hub^ 
Pembroke prefented Robert Clayton^ in the room of *^ * 
Walter Palmer^ the redtor deceafed. But the ad-i 
vowfon paflfed through divers patrons, till Algernon 
carl of Northumberland prefented Thomas Parker^ 
who was burnt out in 1666. 

The ground on which this church ftood, ^ndi^^^cite, 
die churchyard in Little Eaftcbeap^ between Botolpb^ 
lane znd Lolfelane^ and the fcice of the parfonagCn 
houie, was^ fold to the city of London for public 
ufes. Part of it was laid into the ftrects r on an- 
other part Was erefted the king*s weigh-boufe: and 
on the ground, at the eaft end of the weigh-houfe^ 
the parifh built their veftry^ under which is a por- 
tico, with public ftocks, a cage, and a little room. 

This parifli maintains its own poor, and havci 
two churchwardens and two fidefmen. 

In Botdph'lane there is a parochial churchj dedi- g^ q^^^ ^ 
cared to 5/. George of Cappadocia^ and patron of the BotoipU- 
EngUft> nation. It is denominated St. George of *"*^ 
JSotolpb'lane^ from its fituation on the weft fide, 
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A. Di near the middle of the hill that leads from TboiKes^ 
17^- y?r^^/ to Ldnle Eaftcbeap. It is a rcaory, founded 
in the year 1321, and was originally in the abbot 
and convent of St. Savkur^s Bermondfey: at whole 
diflblution it came to the crown 1 and the; patronage 
has continued there ever fince. 

This church was burnt down in 1S66. It was 
rebuilt of ftone> and is pretty, though fmalL The 
oucGde is handfome, the infide well adorned. The 
pariih of 5*/. B$tolpb Billing/gate was annexed to it^ 
when rebuilt; and their yearly value together was 
fettled by ad of parliament at 180L in lieo of 
tythes y which, with the rent of two parfonage-^ 
houfes, t^c. will make at leaft 220!. per annum. 
St. Bofoiph The church of Ss, Botolpb Billing fgate^ deftroyed 
gttc?*^^' by the fire^ and not rebuilt, was a very ancient 
foundation. It was a reftory, and ftood over a« 
gainft St. Botolpb4ane end, on the fouth fide of 
J'bames-ftreet^ and gave natne to the adjoining gate 
or wharf, known by the name of Botolpb* s-gate 
in the reign of Edward tbe Confeffor :znd in the 
reign of Richard L the patronage was in the dean 
and chapter of St. Paul's. 
Its fcite. After the fire of London^ mod part of the ground, 
whereon the chancel ftood, was taken into the 
paffage to Botolpb -wharf : and on part of^ the 
ground, where the body of the church ftood^ there 
was built a houfe^ at 6 1. per annum gr6und-reni« 
The reft was walled in for a burying place* About 
1677 a vault was built for the burial of the dead 
in part of rhe church-yard : and a leafe was lett 
to Francis Min/hall to build a ftiop or fhcd thereon 

for 
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for the benefit of the poor at 4 1 per annum. The A. D. 
parifhioners did alfo build another v^ult in another ^ 
part of the faid churchyard ; and, for the benefit of 
the poor, did, in 1694* lett to the faid MinJhaU the 
fcite thereof for fixty-qnc years, at the rate of 2 1. 
per annum^ and a fine of 150I. to build a (hop over 
the faid vault: which Mn/hall agreed to, and built 
a low room over the faid (bop. There was aKb 
another churchyard or burying place in Botolph^. 
lanej belonging to this pari(h, part of which was 
leafed out to Jofibua Green for (cventy-one years, 
from Lady-day 1671, on a building leafe, at 20I.. 
per annum. 

Both veftries are general : and the officers of 
each pari(h are two churchwardens, and two over- 
feers or coUe6):ors for the poor. 

Proceeding up the hill we come to Rood-lane^ $r. Marga- 
at the fouth-eaft angle of which, in Little Tower" ««^»"*^"'- 
Jireetj ftands the parochial church known by the 
name of St. Margaret Pat^ens^ dedicated to St. 
Margaret^ virgin and martyr. It is a rcftory, 
and ukes the addition of Pattens from its (landing 
in a lane which anciently was occupied by makers 
and dealers in pattens -^ but in after-times has been 
called Rood-lane^ on account of a rood or crofs fet Rood-Ian^ 
up in the churchyard of St. Margaret^ whon pulled 
down to be rebuilt. This crofs or rood was ble0ed 
in a particular manner, and privilqged by the pope 
with many indulgences for the pardon of their fins 
who came to pray before it, and to make their 
ofierings towards the rebuilding of St. Margaret's 
church. By which means much money was col* 
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A. D. levied from the devotees that frequented the tafaer- 
''^ * naclc in which this rood was placed or fet up» 
But the church being finifhed in the year 1538, 
foon after the reformation began in England^ and 
the king had caftofF the pope's fupremacy, and the 
laity began to difltke indulgences, £f?r. fome peo- 
ple unknown aflfcmbled without noife, in the nighc 
between the 22d and 23d of May that fame year, 
and broke the Rood to pieces, and demoliflied the 
tabernacle in which it was erefted. However the 
kne adjoining has ever fince been called Rood- 
fane* 

The original foundation of this church was in 
or before the year 1324: for the firft redor there- 
of-apon record is Hamo deChyrch^ prefented there- 
unto by lady Margaret Nevil^ on the 14th oijam 
in that fame year. And the patronage thereof re- 
mained in the family of the Nevils till the year 
141 1, when it came to the citizens of I^ndon^ by 
virtue of an agreement made in 1408, between 
K$btrt Rikeden^ of Effix^ and Margaret his wife, 
Jind Richard PFbittfngton and other citizens of JLon^ 
don^ toge):her with the advowfon of St. Peter% 
CornUUyZndxht vmnovoi lAadenhaU^ &c. which 
. agreement the faid fF/Jitfmgtm and others con firm - 
pd to the oiayor and commonalty of London^ 
whereby *he church of St. Margaret Paftens and 
, jbe .'premifes came tp'the poffeffibn of the city. 
And from thenceforward fometimfes the mayor 
'clonic % 'fom^tinfiW'-^h^* mayor ariA aW^i^en %

This church was burnt down in 1666. The 
prefcDt church was built in 1687, part of ftone 
and part of brick, and confiils of a plain body, 
fixty-fix fcec in length', fifty- two feet broad, and 
thirty-two feet in height to the roof. The win- 
dows are arched, with port-hole windows over 
them. Over the front door is a large done win* 
dow, with a cherubim's head and a large feftoon 
over it: and above thefe is a pediment, which 
firetches from the fteeple to the end of the church. 
The tower rifes fquare to a confiderable height^ 
and is terminated by fpur plain pinacles, crowned 
with balls, and a baluftrade, within which riles a 
very folid fpire, terminated by a ball and fane* 
Within, it is well pewcd and wainfcotted, and 
hath a neat gallery on the north fide. 

The veftry of this pariih is general; and there 
is no more than one churchwarden, and on»over- 
fccr or collcdlor for the poor 5 the whole pari(b 
not containing more than forty-four houfes and 
part of the tenth houfe on the fouth fide of iJule 
Tower-ftreet from 5/. Mary Bill. 

To this chyrch was annexed the living of the st. Gabriel 
parochial church of St. Gabriel Fenchurcb, after ^^"^*'"'^*'' 
the fire of London. 

St. Gahriel Fencburcb was alfo a reftory, founded 
about the year 1321, and dedicated to the angel 

' Viic. Once in the year 1565. 

c Viz, Six times between the years 1608 and i682> and again 
ill 1690. 
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A. D. Gahrieli and ftood in the midft of Fencburcbftree/^ 
*' * in the broad way near Cullum-finet. The advow- 
fon is in the lord-chancellor for the king, to whom 
it fell at the diflblution of the priory of tlie Hofy 
Trinity within Aldgate. It was originally a fmall 
|u ftite, church, but was enlarged and richly beautified in 
1632. The fcite of this church and churchyard 
was laid into the ftreet, for the public good. And 
though it is certain that, in the 28th of Henry VIII. 
there were certain tenennents and houfes, with a 
garden adjoining to the fame, belonging to the 
reftors of this church, there is now no other houfe 
or glebe to be found, belonging to this benefice, 
but the fcice of the parfonage-boufe, burnt down 
at the time the church was deftroyed. 

Tlie vcftry of this parifh of Si, Gabriel is gene- 
ral ; and has but one churchwarden. 

Since the union of tbefe two pariihes the living 

is fettled at 120L per annum to the jt&ox in lieu 

of ty thes : but by glebe, cafualties, or itt%y and 

two parfonage- houfes, it is accounted better than 

20g1. per annum. And, as there is but one re6boF 

to ferve them both, the patrons of each prcfent 

alternately to the living. 

Piiddng. '" Pudding-lane^ the weft boundaries of this 

Npt ward, and near the center of the eaft fide thereof, 

facing the pafTage into monument-yard, began 

the great fire of London on the ad of September y 

1666, fo often mentioned in this furveyi And 

But€i)cf s in the fame lane is a neat and convenient little hall 

^jrt^ belonging to the butchers, finely adorned ^ith fr^t^ 

Vvqrk ^nd wainfcot^ 
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The butcher's company by prefcription is very A* D. 
ancient: for it was one of thofe fraceraities which r ^^ 
were fined in the Exchequer in the 26th of Henry IL 
A.D. 1180, for fetting up a guild without the 
king's licence. But its prefent charter, under 
which the butchers a£t, was not granted till the 
3d of King y^fin^ii. who, on the 16th of Septem-^ 
ier^ 1605, did, by letten patent, incorporate them 
bytheftileof T'i&^m^^, wardens^ and commonalty^ . 
of the art or myfiery of Butchers of the city of London. 
The government of this corporation is in a mafter, 
five wardens, aod a court of affiftants. It Is alfo 
z livery company, and number the 24th in the 
city lift of companies •• 

In Ifittle Eafieheap^ at the corner of Love-Ume^ Weigh- 
is fituate the king*s weigb-boufe^ on the fcitc of the ^^'^• 
church of St. Andrew Huibard. 

The inftttution of this houfe was laudable, to 
prevent fraiids in the weight of merchandize, and 
agreeable p the chartered right of tronage granted 
to the city of Lqndon by feveral kings. It was in- 
fended to weigh^ all merchandizes, brought from 
beyond k^^ by the king's beam : and there belong 
to it a mafter, and under hini four matter porters, 
and labouring porters under them 3 who, in my 
memory, ufed to have parts and horfes, to fetch the 
goods from the merchants warehouies to the beam, 
and to carry them back. The houfe belongs to 
the Qrocer^s company, who have the appointment

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A. D. the vaft raifing of the ground in this part of the 
*' * dty, as was flicwn before in our account of the 
rebuilding of Su Catbarm-Ctee'cburcb. And, if I 
may be allowed to form a conjedure upon a well- 
* grounded authority, that this was once a churchy 
dedicated to Su Andrew the Apoftle^ fuper or ai the top 
cfCornbill^ which cannot be applied to Si. Andrtw^s 
Underjbaftj without many objeftions ; and as there 
are no ot{}er remains of a church, near the top of 
ComkUU befides thefe ruins; it appears to me very 
probable, that the premifes here defcribed are the 
remains of that church, which, authors write, once 
ftood at the top or above Condnli^ dedicated to St. 
Andrew the ApofiUy from which the other church at 
the corner of St. Maryaxe^ dedicated to the fame 
faint, was diftin^ui(hed by the addition of Under^ 
jbaft, 
Pieceof an- At the diftancc of about twelve feet more to the 
^"'*^* north, and under the very houfe where the late fire 
is fuppofed (o have begun, there was another done 
building, thirty feet lotig, fourteen feet broad, and 
eight feet flx inches above the prefent floor, with 
a door on the north fide, a window at the eaft end, 
and the appearance of another at the weft end« 
This building was covered with a fenoicircular arcb, 
made of fmall pieces of chalk in the form of bricks, 
and rubbed with ftone, refen^bling the archer of a 
bridge. But this ftru£^ure did not fcpm to have 
any connexion or communication with the lad- 
mentioned. Nor does any ancient hiftory or fur* 
vey of London give us the leaft account thereof j 
nor of any religious or other remarkable founda- 
tion in this neighbourhood, ferving to lead us to a 

difcovcry 
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difcovery and explanation of fo remarkable a build- • ^%P' 
ing, buried by tl^e ftrects of London. 
■ (3O Crojby-fquarc^ fo called from Six John Crcjly^ Craiby- 
ICnt. who built a great houfe thereon of ftone and^*^^*'*^'^^* 
timber, and the higheft at that time, A.D. 1466, 
in London^ upon a building leafe of ninety-nine 
years frorti the priorefs and coavent of St. Helenas. 
Part of this houfe, as it was repaired, and carried 
higher by a turret built by alderman Bond^ in the 
year 1576, is ftill to be feen on the north fide of thi 
entrance into the ft]uare from Bijhopfgattfireet \ 
the fquare being chiefly built upon the garden- 
ground. In this houfe Richard duke of Gkuafier^ , 
who feized upon the crown by contriving the death 
of his two nq)hews, refided during the time he 
was forging his defigns and plots to paye his way 
to th^f throne. At prcfent there is a Prejhyterian Meeung- 
meeting kept in a part thereof. **^"^^' 

(4.) Almoft facing this fquare, on the weft fideorenidm. 
of Bi/bopfgale-peet, flood the manfion houfe of the '^'''^'• 
renowned Sir Thomas GreJham^Knt. founder of the 
Royal-exchange. Sir Thomas by his will left this 
manfion-houfe for particular ufes, to propagate 
the liberal arts and fciences, founded ledgres to be 
read there at certain feafons for that purpofe, and 
endowed them with genteel falaries **• On which 
account it was and is now called Grejham college; 
but fuffered to run greatly to decay, and not al- 
ways fupplied with ledurers equal to the fcience 
they profefs, and upon which they are, by the 
rules of the conftitution, obliged to read a courfc

of 
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A. D. of leflurcs every year. But, if we look back, we 
*' * ftiall find, that there has been a time when the 
trulJc^s of this learned foundation made a conlci-- 
ence of chufing none to be lefturer in this college 
but fuch as were able, and did honour to their 
choice, 

(5.) More to the northward, on the fouth fide, 
is a narrow paffagc, only fit for one carriage, which 
leads into Great Si. Helen\ a kind of fquare, in the 
eaft part of which ftands the remains of the church 
and convent of the priory of 5/. Helen. 
Great St. This is a vcry ancient foundation : a parifii- 
church founded before * the conqueft, dedicated 
to St. Helen, mother of Cotiftantine the Great, and 
in the gift of the canons of St. Paulas fo early as 
the year 1181, who gave leave to one fFilliamj 
fon of fVilHam the Goldfmith, to found a priory of 
nuns in honour of St. Helen, as largely fet forth 
in Dugdale^s Monafticon Ang. Vol. !!• p. 894 : 
afterwards much augmented and better endowed 
by fFilliam Bajing, fhcv]ff of London in 2 Edw. II. 
This houfe was filled with black nuns ; whofc ha- 
bit was a black coat, cloak, cowl, and veil. At 
the time of its fuppreffion this nunnery was valued 
at 376 1. 6s. per annum, according to Speed. 

While the nunnery exifted this church was in 
great eftecm, and ferved both' the nuns and the 
parifhioners by the addition only of a partition : 

* In 1010, Jltvyne^ hifhop of Hilmebam^ removed there- 
mains of King Edmund the Martyr from St» Edmondjbury to Len- 
don^ and depofited them in this church for three years^ till the 
depredations committed b/ ^.Dan$i m Eafi* ^nglia ceafed.

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which was knocked down at the diflblution of the A. 1>. 
priory, and left the church to the pariih, as it now "^ 
ftands, who^ in 163 3> laid out 1300]. and lip* 
watds^ in repairing it, 

This church efcaped the fire of Lmdon in i665, 
and is a Gothic ftru<5ture of the lighter kind, coii- 
fiftiog of a plain body, with large windows, not 
too much incumbered with ornaments. The tower 
was not built till the year 1669^ and is wrought 
with ruftic at the corners, and crowned with a 
turret and dome, with a bell in it. It is an im- 
propriation, and a vicarage of very fmall value, 
abftraft from the bounty of the parifliioners. 

There are feveral curious monuments in this Curious 
church, worthy of obfervation : amongft which 
thofe of Sir ^omas Grejham^ Sir Julius Adelmare 
z\m Cafar^ Sir John Spenfer^ Sk Wtlliam Pickerings 
and Sir Andrew Jud^ Knts. are very ornamental. 
Here alfo is the monument of Francis Bancroft^ Francli 
who, in the ftate qf a lord- may orV carver, ^ or fuch ^*"^^®^** . 
like office, in a courfc of yearSj *by oppreflibn, 
ofury, and living upon people deceived by his 
great promifes to remember them largeoufly in his 
will, amaffed 28000I. and upwards, forgot his 
promifes, neglcdled his poor relations, and kft 
all his fortune, after a few annuities were expired, 
in truft to the Draper*^ company, to found and 
maintain an alms-houfe and a fchool, (of which 
hereafter) and to keep this his monument in good 
and fubftantial repair, within which he lies em- 
boweled, embalmed, and in a cheft or box, made 
with a lid to fall down, with a pair of hinges, 

without 
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A. D. without any faftening at all; and a piece of fquart 
*7^' glafe in the lid, juft over his face. The rnqnu- 
ment is almoft fquare, vtvf plain, and has a door 
for the fexton, on certain occafions, to go in and 
clean it from duft and cobwebs : but the keys of 
the iron rails about the monument, and of the 
vault-door, are kept by the clerk of the draper*s 
company. The fexton has 40 s. a year for the 
trouble of dufting the monument. The minifter 
has 2os« for a fermon peached once a year in com* 
memoration of Mr. Buncroff% charities; on which 
occafion the almfmen and fcholars attend at churchy 
and are, by the will of the founder, entertained 
with a good dinner at Ibme neighbouring public 
boufe. 

The churchyard, which lies at the weft end of 
the church, is in the center of the fquare, leav- 
ing a carriage-way on the north, Touth, and weft^ 
and, being inclofed with a wall and palliPadoes, 
. and ornamented with tall trees, yields a pleafing 
profped to the inhabitants* 

The vcftry is general ; and the parifli-officers 
are two churchwardens, four overfeers of the poor^ 
and two fidefmen. 
Alms- At the north-weft corner of this fquare are the 

houfes. alms-houfes founded by lady UolUs^ widow of Sir 
Willam Holies^ Knt. lord-mayor of L&ndm in 1539, 
and given by her ladylhip in truft to the Skinners 
company, for fix poor men or women ^ and cn% 
dowed the fame with lands, lett at lol. perarnium^ 
out of which each perfon was to receive 7 d. week- 
ly. Afterwards Alice Smith gave more lands, lett 

at 
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at 15 1, per artn. fbr tlueir (u^poft. And thcfe A.D. 
eftates being increafed itv value, the company has 
rebuilt the houfe in ^ very handfome manner, , 

and augniented the penflon of the alms- people. 

More northward m Bijbopjgate-ftreet^ and thro'^'ttieSt.' 
another gateway, is a large court called Utile St. 
Htlem^ and is the fcite on which flood, the nunne- 
ry, which was annext to the church laft mention- 
ed, and from ^hich this court is now feparated 
only by a row of dwelling houfes, built upon the 
ruins of that religious houfe. Of which there i-eatiherrci-. 
are ftill to be feen fome remains in Leatherfeller's- 
hally confifting of the nun*s-hall, and other apart- 
ments belonging to that nuni>ery, purchafed from 
the crown by the company of leatherfcllers •, and 
notwithftanding its antiquity, may be faid to vie 
with mofl of the halls in London^ for neatnefs and 
convenience i and for a magnificent fcrcen adorned 
with fix columns of the Ionic order, enrichments, 
&c. and a ceiling of fretwork. 

The company of LeatherfelUrs^ who are ranged Company.: 
in the 15th place amongft the corporations of this 
city, were incorporated by a charter from king 
Hdnry VI. in 1442, by the ftilc of. The wardens ' 
and fotiety of the myftery or art of Leatberfelkrs of 
the city of London. And by a grant from king 
Henry Wlh the wardens of this company v/ere 
empowered to infpeft (heep, lamb, and calf lea- 
ther, throughout the kingdom, in order to pre- 
vent frauds in thofe commodities. The corpora- ^.^V 
tioB is now governed by a prime^ three wardens, "^

St. Ethel- More northward in Bijh&pjgatt ftrett ftands the 
parilb ^chxirch of Si. Ethelburga^ a Saxon xjHeen, 
who renounced the world and became a min. This 
church is a vefy ancient foundation, and ori^nally 
in the patronage of the nuus of 5/. tieten^ to 
which it k joined on the eaifl: and fe»th. So that m 
15398 when the priory of St. Hiten was diflblved, 
this church fell to the crown : and afcerwiards it 
was granted by queen Elizabtlh to the biflK)p of 
London^ and his fuccefibrs; in whom it continues. 
It is a rcAory endowed with about 5oL in Keu of 
tythes. There is a parlbnage bo«^ ;ad}oining to 
it, on the fouth fide.

The firft thing that .prQfcnt3 itfelf to view is st. Bo- 
th^ p»rQchi^l chHrch: Qf &t,.Bpt9lpVs^' Bijhopfgat^ chuX 
Iku^W pppogtp tp thp north end of Hmnifdiuh. 
It very prqbaWy i* a very ancient fi3un(ktian, and 
^f a 5{ixpn original, detJie^ed to Si. Botolfb^ an 
Engliflj SaxM fwK, who 4icd alx^t the year 680, 
in fuch repute amon^ft his €p.ui>tryijien,..that wc 
find a church creeled ^t fy^r gates of London to 
J>i$ ijicniorya and at ^ilftngfgatey :&c* Bijt'' our re*- 
gifiries go np higher with the Teftons%of this 
-church than Join of NMHmptmy who was reftor 
pf tbi^ church, ^nd refigoed tUb faoieoja the 4th 
of Jum9 1323* It vjas then, and it ftill remains 
in the gift of the Jbiflxop pf London. The old 
church, which W95 built of brick ad4 ftane, 
plaiftered over, cfoaped. thiB fire of h^fudm^ but 
becande fo ruinous, ih^t fji^de it neceflary for the \^ 
parilhioners tp^pply to jarK^ment to enable, them ' 

to raife money by an;iuitie?, to pg}! it dowfi and 
build a i)(cw church. Which was begun in^ ,1725, ^ 
and finUJjied in two yearp, and is;a mftfly ^nd fpa/ 
cious e(;Jifice % whofe body is well built wifh brickiv^^ 
and is well enlightened, ai)d the roof hid by a "^ 
handfome baluftrade. The fteeple, thowgh -jie.avy, 
maintains an air of magnificence. In the center 
qf the front is a large, -pl^in, arched window, . 
decorated ^t 4 diftAnce wjtb pil^fters of the D^ric 
order. Over this win^oj? is ^ feftpon, and above 
that an lingular pedimeat -, pn each fide is adpor, 
crowngd yvijEb jvindoiWj and pvgr tbefc there are

holes rifes a fquarc tower, crowned ^ith a dome, 
whofe bafe is circular, and furrounded by a ba-

'flames. . From this part rifes. a feriesof coupled 
Corinibian pillars, fupporting other urns like the 
former, and over them rifes the orgive dome, 
crowned with a very large vafe, . with flames. 
And take this ftrudure all together, it is looked 
-upon to be Ample, beautifiri, and harmonious ; 
.and the flieeple to be more in tafte than mofl: about 
this metropolis ; notwithflanding there is no door 
.in the center: ftecaufe that being the eaft end, 
the alrai* is placed (where the grand door would 
otherwife have been) under a noble arch, beneath 
,thc fliceple. As for the infide, the roof is arched, 
icxcept over the galleries, and two rows of Corijz- 
'tbiaTi columns fupport both the galleries and arch, 
which extends over the body of the church, and 
'is neatly id'orned with fret- work. 

The redlor, befides other confiderabte advan- 
tages, receives about 300 1. per ann. by tythes. 
It has a feleft veftry, confifling of 27, including 
the reftor and churchwardens for the time being: 
There are two church-wardens, and four over- 
fcers. 
Church- The church- yard, which is now handfbmely 
by^lie^cky" railed with iron work, and opened to the fl:reer, 
was originally a piece of Wafte ground, given by 
.the city, in the year 1615, for the burial of the 
^dcad s referving a paflTage through it,- to a place,

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then called Petty France^ but now New Broad- ^'^" 
Jlreet. In the church-yard, near to the S. W^ 
corner of the church, is a good parfonage houfe, 
built of brick. • . ; 

Petty France was, about 36 years ago, little better Petty 
than a common lay-ftalL But fince it changed m impioved. 
name, that waftc is covered with capital houfes, in- 
habited by fome of the moft reputable citizens At T'^o meet, 
the S.W. angle of this ne wftreet, there is a meeting- 
houfe of the prelbyterian denomination, and an 
independent meeting-houfc in the new buildings at 
the N. E. corner •, which leads to a place called 
Old Bethlehem. 

Betblem, or Bethlehem, now commonly called ^^^ B^***- 
Old Bedlam, was a priory, founded A. D- 1247, 
by Simon Fitzroy, alias Fitzmary, flieriff of Lon- 
don, for the fupport . of a community of brothers 
and fifters that wore a flar upn their outer gar- 
ments ; and dedicated to 5/. Mary of Bethlehem. 
And in 1^61 John de Bradeley, TC&or of St, BotoIpB 
without Bijhopfgate, figned an agreement to yield 
, ynto the brethren of this pripry the ty thes of gar-' 
4ens, fruits, and herbage of cattle, for the fupporc' * 
of their chapel, in confideration of paying 13 s. 
4d. pcrann. to the faid rcftor. And on the fur- 
ther condition, that the matter and brethren of the 
f;^id priory of Bethkhein fhould receive the obla- 
tions and obventions of all that were buried in 
their chapel, or confecrated places belonging to 
the faid houfe, • except of^he parilhioners of the 
faid reftor -, of whole funeral oblations, the faid 
rc^or was to receive, one moiety, and tlie faid

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dergoing the fate of 41 other religious houfed, 
yra3. fdpprcflfed by king Uenrj VI IL tod in the 
year 1546, the mayor and commonalty of London 
purchafed the faid prkH*y from the crown ; and it 
was by them converted irito an bofpital for the 
cure of luiiaftics, at a certain cxpence to be paid 
tveekly by the relations or parifli of the patient 
admitted. Befidd^^ thd citizens, at a court Off 
aldermen, on the 7th of Aprils 5 Edward VL 
cancelled the aforefaid agreement in . regard to 
tythes anioblations, &C4 and ordercdy That the 
inhabitants within the precinft of Betblibenf^ 
ihould bfc.from thenceforth united to the pari(h 
of 5/. Bciolffk without Bijhopfgate^ and to be al- 
lotted and chdrgpd to all officers and charges^' 
tyth.cs and. clerk'p wages excepted- In (Jonfidera- 
tion whereof) the parfon^ of the faid parilh v^as to 
receive yearly ^os. and the cjerk 6s, 8di out of 
the chamb^f of London. 

\ This priory inclofed ill the eftate stnd ground, 
io length, from the king's high^ftrect, meaning 
Byhopfgate-ftreet eaft, to the great ditch in the 
weft, which was called Beep Diich^ dividing the faid 
lands from MQcffieldj ; and in breadth, to the land 
pf Ralph , Downing^ viz. Downing* s- alley ^ m the 
pprth, and 10 the l4nd of the church of 8(. Bor 
tclphi in the fouth, 

^ The priory being diffolved^ and the fcite and 
lands belonging thereunto. difpofcd of to the city 
pf Londpn^ it was immediately let out to divers 
tenants^ and was all built upon, and divided intq 

i):reets^ 
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flyeet»5 alleys^ and coutU; except a fiquarc piece A. Dv 
of ground, of about one ■ acre, that Kcs att the 
N. E. extremity of ih^ .Lower Moorfields^ known 
by the modem name of Broker' s-rowy where ooec 
was the great ditch called Deep Bitcb. Sir ^bwfnas 
Rai, Okerchanfi-taylor, and lord-maycr in 1569^ 
caufed this ground to be iaclofed with a brick 
wall» to be. a cammoQ-btrrial ground,, at a lov 
rate» for fuch parifhes in London as wanted conv 
venient buiial places : he* gave it the name of the 
New chmxbyard near Bithiebemy and eftahliihed a 
fermon to be preached there on fVhitfmiaj^ aanu- 
ally \ which was honoured . with the pcefcnce of 
the lord-mayor and aiderraen for many yea^s. 
But not only the fermon has been difcpntjnued 
beyond the memory of man, but the burial place , 
or New church-yard^ has been, (hut up for n^any 
years, 0^ account, as it is r<sported, of t)i^ fulnefs 
of the ground, over- flocked with corpfes, Nc- 
verthelcfs, there have been fame motions made of 
late .years to let it otit upon :a building leaie« 

Facing the ftreet leading from Mdorfields^ on Devonfhire 
the fouth fide of this burial-ground, (lands Devon- fquaie. 
Jhir\'fquare^ both which, ^nd the ftreet that leads 
into it, ftood upon the ground once called F^/^^rV 
folly^ b^t better known by; the name o( D^vonjhire- 
boufcj where the earl of Tkven/kire ufed to refide. 
The fquare and Devotijhire-ftreet are well built and 
inhabited : but it is fcarce poffible to dcfcribe the 
mean and ruinous ftate and condition of the 
boufes and inhabitants of the ftreets, alleys, and 
courts, on all fides of them. Neverthelcfs, here

ground, jhc 25w^, for thricc 99 years, fpr the ufc and 
praftice of the great and ftnall artillery. And 
they came Either every Tlmrfday to cxcrcife their 
pompany. large artillery: which moved his majefty, king 
Henry W\h to grant them a charter; and the 
fame was confirmed in 1584, and wa^ eftabli(hed« 
with additions, for the incrcafing of good gunners 
for the royal navy and forts. In both thofc char- 
ters this ground being rjoniinatcd and ordered to 
be fet apart for thofe ufes, the AriiUery-ground be- 
came fubjeft to the Tower. The ftreets, &c. 
built thereupon compofe one of the Tower ham- 
lets, and the inhabitants are dill fummoned on 
juries bebpging to the courts held on T^mer-bilL 

In the year 1585, the ftate and nation being 
threatened with an invafion from Spain^ fome 
brave and aftive citizens voluntarily exercifed 
themfclves, and trained up others in the ufc of 
arms \ fo that within two years, there were alftioft 
300 merchaot? and other perfons of diftindion 
qualified to teach the common foldiers the manage- 
ment of their guns, pikes and halbcrts, and to 
march and counter march. They met every 
Thurfday^ each perfof) by turn bearing office from 
the corporal to captain \ and feme of thefe gentle- 
men had the honour of having a body of forces 
lender their command at the great camp of ?//-

fiiiijj ih the year 1588, and were diftinguiflied by ^- ^• 
the tide of captains of the artillery garden. How- *^ 
fever this noble exercife difcontinued for a long 
time, till king James h in the year 1610, liceiifed 
feveral gentjemep to renew the weekly exercifes 
in the fame ground : ^d ip 1662 they erefted an 
ariTioury, in which they depofited 500 fets of 
arms, of extraordinary beauty and workmanihip. 
^ From this period the artillery company incrcafcd 
greatly. Gentlemen reforted thither from all 
parts to learn to defend thenjfelvps and their coun- 
try in cafe of needj and to train the militia in dif- 
ferent parts of the kingdom. By which means 
the cpmpany grew fo nunieroijis, amounting to 
3.bouf 6opo, that they were obliged to feek for 
a more convenient and capacious place for exerr 
cife: of which hereafter. From the time of this 
removal, this has been known by thp name of the 
Old ^rttlkry ground. 

On the >jrcft fide of Bijhopfgate-fireet^ at the London 
S. E. corner of Halfmoon-all^j is a large and com- ^^^^^*^"^ 
modious brick building, founded by aft of par- 
liament, in 1649, for the relief and employment 
of the poor, and the punifliing vagrants and dif- 
prdsrly perfons within the city and liberties qf 
London. And after the reftoration another a<3: 
paffed, in 1662, by which the govemory were 
conftituted a body corporate, with a common 
feal; the lord- mayor for the time being wa§ ap- 
pointed prefjdenr, and the corporation was allow- 
pd to purchafe lands or tenements to the annual 
f alue of 300I. Befides, the common-council were

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il« I>. impowered to rate the fcvefal wards, pf eciiiAs^ 

^"^^ and pariih^s of this city, for the fupporr of this 

workboufe *. The 

« '' 13 and 14 Car, II. Be it farther enaded by the aatho- 
tity aforefaid» That it (hall and may be lawful to and for the 
faxd prefident and gorernors of the faid cerporatioB for t&e 
time being, or any two of them, or to or for any pcrfon an^ 
thorijxd and appotpled by thefi, or any two of them, from 
time to time^ to apprehend^ or caofe to be apprehended, asf 
rognes, vagrants, ilurdy beggars, or idle or diforderly perfons, 
within the faid city and liberties, places, divifions, and pre- 
cindls, and to canfe them to be kept and fet to work in the fe- 
veral and refpeAlve corporations or workhoufes.

Thefc 
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A. D* Thefe cbildrcD^ thus comimttcd, are educated 
'^ ' lA the principles of the church of Ei^land: meet 
in a large room to bear prayer$ at fii^ in the morn- 
ing and evening every day ; are taught the church 
catechifm by a minifter^ who attends on chem : 
and on Sunday they go to church at Greai Si. 
HeUnSy where convenient feats are eredbed for their 
ufe, againft the north wall of the church. A 
part of every week day is appropriated to their 
learning to read, write, and cad accounts : the 
reft of the time is improved by training theoi up 
to feme fort of bufinefs : the girls are employed 
in iewing, knitting, and other labour, to qualify 
them for fcrvice. Their drefs is in ruflet cloth, 
with a round badge upon their breads, reprefent- 
ing a poor boy and a iheep, with this motto, 
Co^s pTi/oidence is our inheritance. And when ar- 
rived at a proper age, the boys are bound out 
apprentices, to trades or fea fervice ; and the girls 
placed in honeft families. 

In another part, called the Keeper's ftde^ are 
confined beggars, vagrants, diflblute and aban- 
doned fturdy fellows, who have no honeft means 
of fupporr, and lewd women taken up in the 
ftreets, to be kept tQ hard labour, employed in 
beating of hemp and wafhing of linen. All 
which are not oAly fupported, but in cafe of fick- 
Vit{%y broken limbs, fores, wounds, &c. have ad- 
vice, phyfic, and furgery, gratis. And fince hud' 
gate prifon has been pulled down, the debtors, 
citizens of London^ are imprifoned here, in another 
apartment ^Hotted for that purpofe. • 

3 Ajittle 
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A little more northward Is Lamb-alley j which is A. D. 
but a narrow brdinary place, as moft of the other 
lanes, alleys, courts, &c, are, that lie between 
Bf/bop/gafe-flreet and the Mddlc Mcorfields. But 
here arc two charitable foundations, i. Jlleyn^s 
alms-houfes for 10 poor men and women, built 
and endowed .with 40 s. per ann. each, by the 
founder of Dulwicb-colkge^ in. 1614, in Petty 
France^ now New Bread-flreet. And, 2, Alms- 
houfcs for 16 poor oW wdrtien, built at the S. 
^nd of the parfonage houfe, in Xht pafiag^ through 
Bi/bapfgate church -yard, endowed with 2s. 6d. 
^ month each, by one Mr. Underwood. But both 
ibefe charitable foundations were removed from 
their fituations into Lamb-alley : where they arc 
accommodated with new houfes, at theexpenceof 
the parifli, and builders of New Broad-fireet. 
. Paifing over again to the eaft fide of Bijbopfgater 
fireet^ we cpnie to Spittal-fquarey and the fcite of 
the ancient priory and hofpital of St. Mary Spittal^ 
founded in the year 1197, by Sir JValter Brune 
and Rojfia his wife, for canons regular, and dedi- 
cated to the. honour of Jefus Chrijt\^ and his 'mo- 
ther the blcfled virgin Mary. It was a foundation 
of very great extent: for in the oompofition made 
by the prior of this houfe with the reftor of St. 
BotolpVs^ concerning tythes, it appears to have 
begun at Berwar^s-lane^ towards the fouth, and 
to run as far as the parifh of St. Leonard^ Shore- 
ditcb^ to the north, in breadth: and from the 
king's ftreet in the weft, to the bi(hop of London^ 
field, called LoUorfwortb^ now Spittalfieldj on the 
eaft. • At its diffolution in the reign of Henry Vlfl.

• A. D. ti was valued « 47RI. per mn. iMad there were 
*^^* found in it 180 beds ft^^ing for ti)^ r^opipt <rf 
the poor : being an hofpital of grent relief. 

The fcite of this hofpital is now coveced with 
ibme of the faeft boofes in this quarisr of the 
metropolis; and inhabited by mannfadtuDerfi and 
merchants of great trade and wordi» efpecially in 
the filk trade. Boc for many ynrs there remain** 
^ ed uncovered pare of «he churchpyard, and the 
pulpit crofs in it, ^ike that which ftood in Si. 
PauPs church-yard. And on the fouth fide there 
was a handfome houfe for the iord-ma^or, alder- 
men, iherifFs, and people of diftin&ioo to fit and 
hear fermons preached upon the rcfurreftion, on 
£afier-mof$dayy Tuefday^ and WeAnefdajy (and per- 
haps on other occafions) by a bifliop, a dean, and 
a do6lor of divinity, which coftom was kept up 
till the year 1642 ; but in the grand rebcHion-the 
pulpit was brdcen itown, and the cnftocn of 
preaching was difcontinucd. At the rcftoration, 
however, it was &i far revived, thrat the S^tal 
fermons are ever fincc preached in the fame man- 
ner every Eajier^ at St. Bride's^ in Pteet-ftreetj and 
honoured with the prefence of the lord -mayor, 
&c. And the children* educated in Cbrijf's hofpital 
do alfo attend on thofe folcmn occafions.

C H A P. Vil. 
Bread-«treet-Ward. 

BRead'ftreet-ward takes its name from the aad- its name* 
ent Bread-market^ which was kept in the 
place we call Bread-firat 5 the bak£rs being ob- 
ligated, as it appears upon record, in the 30 £^ 
ward L that no baker fhould fell bread otherwiie 
than in bpen market : and not in {hops. 

Bread'Jireet'Ward begins in Cbeapjide on the Extent, 
north, and runs on the fouth fide from, where the 
ftandard, to where the great crofs, formerly flood ; 
and then called GoldjmitV^-row. On the fouth. it 
extends in Watling-fireet up almoft to the houfe 
neKt to 5/. Auguftiffs church on the north fide ; 
and on the fouth iide, up to the Old Change ; and 
down the fame, at the eaft fide, by the weft end 
of Maiden-lane^ or Biftaff-lane^ to Knigbtrider- 
Jlreety or, as they call that part thereof, Old Ftjb- 
fireet\ and all the north fide of the faid Old Ftjb- 
ftreef^ till over-againft the Trinity church, and 
Trinity-lane. 

It is encompafled on the north and north- weft Bounds, 
by the ward of Farringdon within ; on the eaft by 
CDrdwainer^S'Ward\ on the fouth by ^eenhithe^ 
ward J and on the weft by Caftle Baynard-ward. ' 

This ward is divided into 13 prccinds, and is 
governed by an alderman, twelve common-coun* 
cilmen, of whom one is the alderman's deputy, 
13 conftabJcs, 13 inqueft-mcn, 13 fcavengers, 
and a beadle : though it contains no more than 
331 houfes. 
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^'^* In furvcying this ward wc find four pariOies^ 
' and a company's hall : befides fome other matters 
of note, viz. 
Aiihai- I. JllbaUows^ Bread'fireet^ a pari(h church on 

SreadAnet the eaft fide of Bread-firett^ at the corner next 
Watling'fireit ; fo called fronj its dedication to AU 
Saints^ and its ficuation; and it is a re£lory and 
a peculiar belonging to the archbifhop of* Canter- 
hury^ conveyed to him on the 24th oi Aprils ^3^ 5b 
by the prior and chapter of Cbrijl Churchy Canter- 
bury. It is an ancient foundation, the regifter of 
the rcdtor thereof giving Walter de Sonnebres the 
redory of this church in 1284, to which he had 
been prcfented by the prior and chapter of Cbrift 
churchy Canterbury. 

The old church had a handfome fpired fteeple, 
of (lone, which was fo damaged by thunder and 
lightening, on the 5th of September^ I559> ^h^^ 
it was thought neceflary to take it down. The 
. whole church was fo decayed that the parifliioners 
rebuilt it in 1620, which was burnt down in the 
fire of London 1666 : and the prefent edifice was 
crefted in 1684, confiding of a plain body, with 
a fquare tower, 86 feet high, divided into four 
ftages, Wyith arches near the top. (Since whiph 
time it is united with the parifli of St. John the 
Evangeliji). Within it is handfomely vvainfcotcd 
and pewed, the pulpit finely carved, the founding- 
board vqneered, a neat gallery at the W. end, ami 
a fpacious altar piece well adorned and beautified. 
The veftry is general, and the officers are two 
church-wardens. 

Here 
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Hcfc are prayers every Thurfday^zt five in the A. D* 
afternoon, from Michaelmas to Midfummer^ and a 
fcrmon, the gift of Mr. Daniel Elliot : and a gift 
fermon on the 25th of July^ in' memory of the 
defeat of the Spanijh Armada. 

Amongft the minifters or reftors of this parifh 
we find the glorious martyr for the proteftant faith 
Dr. Laurence Saunders^ who for his zeal againft 
the popifli errors in queen Marfs reign, was im- 
prifoned 15 months, then examined, excommu- 
nicated, degraded^ and then delivered to the fe- 
cular power by the bifhop of London on the 4th 
oi February^, I S^Sy after which he was carried 
down and burnt at Coventry^ on the 8 th of the 
fame month. 

2. The parifli church of St. John the EvangeliJl^St. John 
united to M-hallowSj aforefaid, was a redory and gcHft.^*"* 
a fmall church, and ftood in Friday-ftreet^ (fo 
called from Fijbmongers refiding there, and ferving 
Fridays market; on the eaft fide thereof, next 
tFatling-fireet : on which account it has been fomc- 
times called St. John^ in fVatlingJlreet. It was 
founded about the fame time as All-hallowsj 
and was in the gift of the prior and chapter of 
Cbrijl Churchy Canterbury^ till they conveyed it, 
with All'ballows, to the archbifhop of Canterbury. 
By which it became one of his peculiars. 

The parifli contains no more than 24 houfes 

and a half, at the extremity on the fouth fide of 

Watling-ftreet. The fcite of this church remains 

now only, as a burial place for the inhabitants of 

Vol. III.

Both diefe pariflies united are made of the 
yearly vahie of 140L m lieu of tythes : and are 
in the gift of the archbifhop of Qmierhmj. 
dred^*" 3. St. MUridj Bread-ftreety fo called from its 
Breadftrcet dedication to Mildred^ a Saxm funt, abbefs of x 
monaftery on the ifle of fhtmety and daugjhter to 
a prince of Weft Jj^liay and from its fitoatioii 
on the eaft fide of Bread-prat. It is a reAory, 
founded about the year 1300, by lord TreKcbrntt^ 
of St. Albans. But it had neither veftry room nor 
church yard till 1428, when Sir John Cbadwartb^ 
or Sbadwortby by bis will gave a veftry and church 
yard to the parifhioners, and a parlbnage houfe to 
the redor. After this church was burnt down in 
1 666, it had the parifli of St. Margaret Mofa 
united to it, and has been rebuilt in a very hand- 
ibme manner in 1683. The front is built of ftee- 
fione \ the other parts of bride. The roof is 
covered with lead, and the floor paved with P«r« 
ltck^%yR!t. Within there is a neat wainfcot gallery 
at the weft end, and the pulpit is enriched : the 
altar-piece is handibmely adorned ; and the com- 
munion table ftands upon a foot-piece of black 
^and white marble, inclofed with rails and bani- 
^fters. 

This living is faid to be in the gift of the ho- 
. nourable family of Crijp^ baronets, though it 
was originally in the patronage of the prior and 
convent of St. Maty Overw^ Smttbwark.

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The veflxy is general : and the parifh offi^pers A. D. 
iire only two xdiuiroh-wardenfi. 

4. St. Margaret Mofes^ which is anneiccd to this St. Marga- 
parifh by z& of parliamenty was a parochial 
church on the caft fide jof Priday-firiit^ ovjcr 
ogainfi D^ff-lanij and a redory dedicated to St. 
Margaret^ virgin ^nd martyj of Antmb in Fifidia^ 
under Decius^ the enoperor ; and takes the addi- 
cioo erf iWJj/^J from one Mo/esj or Msyfes^ a con- 
fidcr^c bciiefa(9:9r P.r rebwlder t;hereof. Bgt it 
has fometimes been caJkd 5/. Margaret^s^ Friiay^ 
^tet. It ifi alfo aumbered agiongft the moft an- 
cient found^ona in this city ; for it was given to 
the priory of St, Fmtb of Houfi>am^ or Horsford^ 
in Horfalk^ by Rok^t FiiTmalierj in the year 1105, 
And at the {uppreflTion of that priory by king Ed^ 
ward III. lihifi church of St. Afargar et feW to the 
crown, in which the patronage has continued to 
this day. 

This church was burnt down in 1666, and 
never rebuilt, and being annexed to St. Mildred's^ 
the yearly value of both thcfe rcdories was fettled 
by aft of parliament at 130L per ann. in lieu of 
tythes. As to the fcite of this church, one part 
of it, by virtqe likcwife of an aft of parliament, 
was fold to the city for the widening of an alley 
called PiJfmg'oUey^ lying between Friday fireet and* 
Bread' fir tet\ and the money which arofe from the 
fale thereof, was applied towards the paving and 
beautifying of the (aid church of St. Mildred: the 
other part now remaining is the ^ burial place for 
the inhabitants of St. Margaret's parilh. 

Dd a The 
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A. D. The veftry is .general : and there arc no other 
'^ * parifli officers than two church* wardens. And 
the patronage being in the family of the Cri/ps 
for St. Mildred^ s^ and in the crown for St. Marga^ 
rei*s^ they prcfent by turn to both livings. 
Coniwain. 5. Cordwatner^s-ball^ or Shoemaker^ s-ball^ is fitu- 
ate on the north fide of Great Dtftajf-laney and is 
a handfome brick building, confiding of feveral 
good rooms. The largcft of which, called the 
hall, is adorned with the pi£tures of king William 
and queen Mary his confort. 

The cordwainer's, which feciety is number the 
27ch amongfl: the city companies, were incorpo* 
rated by \imgHenry IV, in the year 1410, by the 
name of Cordwainers and Coblers^ the word fhoe- 
makers not being then in ufe -, and by the word 
cd?^/?r was under ftood a feller or dealer in (hoes ; 
who foon after, in the reign of Edward IV. were 
reftrained from fitting on flioes, boots, or bufkins 
on Sundays^ Cbrijltnas-dayj Jfcenfion-day^ and Cor^ 
pus Cbrijii-day^ under the penalty of 20 s. for each 
offence. But they have fince been incorporated 
by the name of Tbe majier^ wardens^ and commm^ 
alty of tbemyfttry of Cordwainers of tbe city of Lon- 
don : and are governed by a matter, four wardens, 
and a court of aOiftants. This is a livery com- 
pany, and generally very numerous. 
Oernrd's- 6. On the fouth fide of Bafing-lane is Gerard's- 
^ '"*"* ball'Inn^ which has ftood there many generations, 
with great reputation for its accommodations and 
good entertainment, both for man and horfe, and 
for all kinds of carriages. It is built upon the 

fcite. 
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fcite, or rather upon the remains, of the manfion A. D. 
! houfe of the ancient family of Gifor's, fome of 

1 whom for feveral generations filled, ^nd with dig- 
nity and honour ferved the chief offices in the ma- 

i giftracy of this city. It was in thofe days called 

2 Gifor*S'balL John Gifor^ mayor of London^ was. 
f owner of it in 1245, ^^^ t>y dcfcent it came to 

j another John Gifor in 1386, who made a feoffment 

S of it. So that we are to look upon the prefent 

appellation of Gerard^s-ball to be no other than 
a corruption of Gerard for Gifor j and Gtrard's-ball 

J for Gifir*s-ball -, without having recourfe to the 

fabulous tradition which was fwallowed by our 
credulous anceftors, who were weak enough to be- 
lieve that this was the habitation of one Gerard^ 

, a giant, who ufed a pole in the wars 40 feet long, 

and 15 inches round ; and whofe fcull being found 
would hold five pecks ; and his thigh bone was 
fix feet long, and one of his teeth weighed iplb. 
troy: without con fidering that a perfon of fuch 
prodigious dimenfions could not poiTibly inhabit a 
houfe or hall of the fize this hall appears to have 
been by its remains, which are flill to be fccn 
in the arched vaults, fupported by 16 pillars, 
built of ftone brought from Caeny in Normandy^ 
and are now ufed for cellars, being entirely under 
the floor of the houfe.

Wara^, TyRidge-ward wiibin is fo called from its nt:^!- 
JL# tion and connexion with Lotuhnbridgej \yr.\c{i^ 
ixW the late alteration and improvemenrs, made 
for the cpnvenicncy and advantage ot pai)enger3 
and carriages, was covered on each f^de with a 
row of conHderable buildings, occupied by citi- 
zens of divers trades and great dealings. 

Extent. In this condition the ward of Brit^e began at 

the fobth end of the bridge, and ftretched dired: 
IKHth up FiJb-ftreeti^biU ^nd Grafecburcb-Jireet^ as 
far as hmbard-fireH on the weft fide, and Fm-- 
cburcb'ftreety including 9II the bridge, the greateft 
part of all the alleys and courts on the eaftfide^ 
and on the weft fide all the alleys, courts and lanes, 
in Tbamsrfireiij on both fides to New-key^ part of 
J^chaers'lane^ an4/partof Crooked-kme. 

9pun(l9. This ward is bounded on the (buth by Soutbr 
wark and the river Tbams : on the north by L^sf • 
J^orne-ward^ and Bijboffgate-ward : on the eaft by 
Biltingfgate-war4 % and op the weft by. Candlewick 
and DowgaierwardSf 

Precin6li. U 15 ^1^^ divided into 14 precinSs, three of 
which wer/e on Lfrndon-bridg^. And the govern- 
ment therepf is in ap alderman, 15 common- 
councilmen^ of whom one i$ the aldcrman*s de-. 
puty, 14 conftables, i^inqueftmen^ 14 fcaven- 
gersy and a beadle. 
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In furveying this ward we meet with great v^h A. D. 
riety for entertainment, viz. 

I. London-bridge. What relates to its originjj J^ondoni, 
foundation, and the cafualtics and reparations in " *** 
ancient days, may be read in the firft volume .of 
this hiftory, page 85, 97, 106 — 108, 128, 190 
— -193. This bridge was let out by the city on 
building leafes, at the rate of 10 s. per foot run- 
ning, on each fide, to be covered with houfes four 
ftories high, and a ftreet 20 fe^t broad from fide 
to fide. However advantageous this meafure might 
then appear to the managers of the city eftates, 
time and a great increale of commerce, and the 
many accidents daily happening by carriages in the 
narrow paffage of London-iridge^ made the lord* 
mayor, aldermen, and common-council truly fen • 
fible of the neceflity there was to contrive fome 
means to prevent thofe. complaints and difafters. 
But, though they had recourfe to fome temporary 
expedients, as to oblige carriages coming out of 
Soutbwark to keep on the well fide, and thofe gOf 
ing out of the city on the eafi: fide of the bridge ^ 
and caufed two pofterns to be made for the conve- 
nience of foot paflengers in the bride-gate next 
Soutbwark^ they could not remove the dangers, to 
which foot paflengers were expofed, as above, and 
the many lives that were loft below in (hooting 
the bridge, till they came to a refplution to pull 
down all the houfes ppon the bridge, to widen the 
carriage way, and make convenient and fafe foot- 
ways on each fide, and to widen the paflfage alfo 
for the river and the navigation under the bridge. 

P d 4 For 
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A. D. For which purpofe the city applied to parliament * 
'^ ' to enable them to carry their plan into execution : 
and they immediately fct about the great work. 
The firft thing was to provide a way for carriages, 
horfemen, and foot paflcngers, during the time 
of the neceflary ftoppage the works would make 
upon the bridge. Therefore they caufed' the 
houfes and arches, that extended acrofs the bridge, 
to be taken down, to make way for a ftrong tcni- 
porary bridge, made oif wood, to be ereded on 
the weftern fterlings, till the intended alterations 
Ihould be completed. Which ftrufture was open- 
ed in Odtoher^ ^151-- 8"^ after the pavement Vas 
dug up, and an opening made into the cavities of 
all the piers, when fome of them were demolifti- 
cd almoft to the water edge, and the whole fpace 
where the houfes had been taken down, was a 
confufed heap of ruins, that temporary wooden 
bridge was entirely confumed by fire **. However, 
by covering over the arches that had been taken 
down, and the deep cavities in all the piers, late- 
ly ufed for cellars, and by forming flages of large 
beams of timber upon the piers that had been de- 
mblilhed, to fupport the uppier works, and by co- 
vering the whole trad of ruins with rows of ftrong 
beams placed clofe together, covered with gravel 
to a confiderable depth, with a ftrong wooden 
fence on each fide, raifed about fix feet high for 
foot paffengers, the pafl^age of London-bridge was

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opened in lefs than a fortnight, till a new tempo- A. D. 



rary bridge could be built, which was alfo com- 
pleted with the utmoft expedition S 

Upon this accident, which brought an extraor- 
dinary expence upon the city for the public good, 
the lord-mayor, aldermen, and common-council, 
applied to parliament for relief, and obtained 
15,0001. from the legiflature, towards carrying 
on that work. Upon which parliamentary boun- 
ty the city immediately gave up the toll ^ granted 
by a former aft. And the faid fum was annually 
continued till the year 1763. 

The bridge is now finiflied with all its improve- 
mcnts : and inftead of two rows of houfcs, which, 
in their date of decay, became a terror to paffen- 
gers, and in their moft flouri(hing condition in- 
tercepted the beautiful profpeft of the boats ^nd 
Shipping on the river, and the extenfive view of 
the buildings both above and below bridge; there 
are now elegant (tone baluftrades, like unto thofe 
on fVefimnfter 'bridge. The way for carriages is 
made 31 feet broad, and a pavement of flatftone^ 
fevcn feet wide, is laid on each fide, for foot paflen- 
gcrs. And by night this bridge is enlightened with 
a great number of lamps, fixed in fuch a manner, 
as to give light to them that fail below, as well as 
to paflengers upon the bridge; and is guarded 
with a number of watchmen ; the whole charge 
thereof, to be paid out of the bridge-houTe eftate.

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A* D. On this occafion the two center ajches were made 
*' ' onc^ by taking away the pier between them. But 
^ the current, through this improvement, is fo rapid 
and ftrong, that the wherries do not chufe to make 
ufe of it in time of ebb ; though it has been a very 
expenCve work. 
London- Under the four arches, at the north end of Lofh 
w-lork8*' ^'^^i^-i *r« fixed the worka of a water-company, 
and com- whoj from this fituaiion, arc. called the company 
of the Lendon-bridge water- works» It was origin* 
ally the invention of Peter Morice^ a Dutchmanj in 
1582, to fupply the city with watet,^ from the 
ThameSf through wooden pipes. This invention 
has, by many improvements, ^rived to fuch per«- 
fe£kion, under the diredion of that great mailer 
m hydraulics the late Mr. Hadky^ that thefe works, 
in their prefent condition, ^re faid to be fuperior 
to the moft famed water-engine at Marli in Frame^ 
which coils 250001 fterling per amum to keep it 
in repair. And the company have divided their 
property into 300 ibares, and value theci) at 500 L 
each (hare. 

The wheels, placed under the arches, are moved 
by the corlimon fiream of the tide-water of the 
river Thames : one turn of the four wheels makes 
114 ftrokes; and, when the river is at bcft, the 
wheels go fix times round in a minute ; and but 
four and a half at middle water; fo that the num- 
ber of ftrokca in a minute are 684 : and as the 
ftroke is two feet and a half in a feven-inch bore, 
which raifes three ale-gallons, diey r^ife 2052 gal- 
lons in ^ minute, /• <. 123,120 gallons^ or 1954 

hogftieads, 
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hogfheads, in an hour ; which is at the rate c^ A« Dw 
46,896 hoglheads per day, to the height of 120 *' 
feet, including the wafte, which may be computed 
at a fifth part of the whole. Thefe wheels force 
the water to a bafon on the top of a high tower 
of wood, which (lands on the fterling of the firft 
arch on the north-weft end of the bridge. By 
which means the water is railed to any part of the 
city. 

The improvements made to London-bridge have 
not terminated on the water. The narrow entrance 
on the north fide is made as wide as the brid^y 
by pulling down all the houfes on the weft fide of 
the ftreet as far as Tbames-ftreet^ and throwing the 
new buildings backwards: on the eaft fide, afoot- 
way is made under the fteeplc or tower of St. Mag-- 
nus\ church. 

2. St. Magnus, a parochial church, in ?"^^«»^J- st^ Mag. 
ftreet, at the north-eaft corner of London-bridge:, is ""•• 
a redory, and was founded before the year 1209, 
in which year, at fartheft, the chapel of St. Thomas 
the Martyr was built, by Peter of CoUcburcb, upon 
the bridge, becaufe that chapel was allowed to be 
within the precindts of the parifh ^f St. Magnus', 
^nd therefore St. Magnus^% muft be more ancient 
than the faid foundation upon the bridge. The 
patronage of this ancient church, dedicated to St. 
Magnus the Martyr, (who fuffered at C4efarea in 
Cappadocia under the Emperor -^/zr^/rtf», A. D. 276.) 
was alternately in the abbot and convent of fFeft* 
fninfter and in the abbot and convent of Bermondfey^ 
till tbofe convents were fupprcflcd by King Henry 

VIII. 
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-A- D. VIIL And Queen Mary gave this churcli to the 
bifhop of London^ in whom the right of preicnta- 
tion ftill continues. 

The old church fufiered the like fate with othcn 
in the general conflagration of this citf in 1666; 
and, when rebuilt, was made the parochial church 
for this and the parilh of Si. Margaret^ Nnv Fijk- 
ftreety which is annext to it by aft of parliameoc 
The parfonage houfe, which flood in churchyard- 
alley, was alfo rebuilt. But part of the ground, 
on which the old church ftood, was l^d into the 
fireet for widening the paflage. 

The prefcnt church was built at twice; firft the 
body in 1676, and then the fteeple was added fc- 
veral years after. It is a ipacious and mafly ftonc 
building, and yet well ornamented. The corners 
have ruftic quoins, and the body is enlightened 
by tall arched windows, over each of which is a 
cornice, fupported by fcrolls -, and between tbcfc 
is a cherub over the center of each window. At 
the weft end coupled pilafters rife, on each fide 
the door, from a plain courfe, and fupport a pedi- 
ment. Under the fteeple is made a footway to 
the bridge. The roof is hid by a kind of Jnic 
courfe, from which the tower rifes fquare and 
plain -, and from this the dial, which is very richly 
ornamented, projeas over the ftreet. The courfe 
above this is adorned at the corners with coupled 
pilafters of the Icnic order, fupporting an open 
work in the place of a baluftrade, with large urns 
at the corners, of an uncommon ftiape. From 
within this open work rifes the lanthorn, which 

alfo 
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alfo has Ionic pilafters, and arched windows in all ^- ^« 
the intercolumniations. The dome refts upon 
thcfe pilafters ; and on its crown is placed a piece 
of open work, like that which furrounds the bafe 
of the lanthorn. On this is raifed the turret, 
which fupports the fane. Here is a peal of ten 
bells. 

This parifl], united with St. Margaret^ New 
Fijh'ftreet^ is valued at. 1.70 1. in lieu of tythes. 
The veftry is feleft, and confifts of thirty-three 
members. And there are two churchwardens, one 
of whom is coUeftor for the poor. 

3. The parochial church oi :St. Margaret^ be-St.Mai^* 
fore the fire, was fituate on the eaft fide of Fj/^- J^^^^ J^^^ 
ftreet-hill^y formerly called Bridge-ftreet^ on thefpoc 
where the monument ftands, and dedicated to St. 
Margaret^ a virgin, born at Antioch in Piftdia^ and 
beheaded for the Cbriftian faith under the Emperor 
Decius. The firft mention we find of this church 
was in the reign of King Edwardlh who prefcnted 
Roger de Bredefeld to it. It was a reftory, in the 
patronage of the abbot and convent of Wejiminfiery 
from that time to the diffolution of the religious 
houfes ; when it fell to the king with the abbey 
of fTeflminJier : and Queen Mar)\ in the firft year 
of her reign, gave it to the bilhop of London and 
his rucceflbrs, in whom it continues. It was not 
rebuilt. ^ 

* So called from the number of fiih mongers which formerly 
inhabited this lireec : but now there is only one of that trade, 
or two at the moH, upon the hill.

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A. D, There did belong to this church a parfonage- 
'^^ houle, four (hops, two tenements, two chambers, 
and a warehoufe. But the parfonage-houfe being 
deftroycd by the fire, together with the church, 
the ground on which it ftood was leafed out to 
the city qS London ior 21I. per annum^ to be paid 
to the minifter, and 30 s. per annum to the pa- 
rifli.

Si. BcoBct. 5' ^- ^8«KWl Grace or Gr^ifs chttrcb^ fo called 
from its fituation near the herb-market, ^hich 
was kept be&re the weft door of this church, 
ftands at the fouth-weft angle of Fencbtcrdf-ftreei^ 
with the weft front to Grace- cburch-fire^^ is a rec- 
tory, and in the gift of the canons of St. Paid\ 
London in the year 1181, in whom the patronage 
fiill continues. The ancient church was greatly 
damaged by the fire of London in 1666, and has 
been rebuilt, in 1685, moftly of ftone, with a very 
high fpire on the tower thereof, and made the pa- 
rochial church for this and the parifh of St. Leonard 
Eqftcheapy which is annexed to it; and both toge- 
ther are .of the yearly vs^lue of I4pl. in lieu of 
tythes. It is well wainfcotted and handfomely 
pewed ; the pulpit very well veneered, carved, and 
adorned with cherubims, tSc. and thp altar-piece 
very fpacious and fine. Here alfo is a curious font 
of fine carved work, and round the cover tbefe 

words, 
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words. Suffer Rtth children to come unto me^ anifor* A. D. 
bid them not -, for of fucb is the kingdom of heaven. *^ * 
Here is a Sunday^'s afcernoon kfture, with an ea* 
dowment of 40 1. per annum^ founded by Mrs. Joan 
Newton. 

In this church was founded, at the altar of the 
virgin Maty and St. Catharine^ a perpetual chantry 
for the foul of the lady JoanRofe^ to maintain 
which fhe gave one tenement and the appurte- 
nances: bur, the chantries being taken away at the 
difiblution of the religious houfes, the rents and 
profits of this were fettled in truftces to be em- 
ployed towards the repairs of the church 5 and if 
there be any overplus, to be laid out at the dif- 
cretion of the churchwardens. 

The veftry is feleft : and the officers of this 
parilh are only two churchwardens. 

6. St. Leonard Eajicbeap was another parochial St.Leonaid 
church, burnt down in 1666, and never rebuilt. ^^^''^^^^P' 
It was dedicated to one Leonard a French faint,, 
and bifhop oi Limognes^ and was (bme time named 
St. Leonard Mlk-cburchj fom fVUUam Melker^ the 
builder thereof. It was a redlory, and originally 
in the gift of the prior and convent of the church 
of Canterbury ; but now in the dean and chapter 
of Canterbury : though Newcourt (ays it is a pecu- 
liar, belonging to the archbifliop of Canterbury. 

Its fcicc remains now only a burying-placefor 
the inhabitants of this parifti, whofe veftry is feleft, 
and has no more parifh-officers than two church* 
wardens. 
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A. D. On the weft fide of this ward^ and about 150 
^^ * yards weft of the bridge, facing the ^ameSj Hands 
geit ball. Fijbffumgers-ball^ which is a curious and capacious 
edifice of brick and ftone ; and may be (aid to 
have two handfome fronts. The grand or fore- 
front entrance is from Tbames-flreetj by a hand- 
Ibme paflage, that leads into a large fquare court, 
paved with flat ftones, and encompailed by. the 
great hall, the court-room for the afliftants^ and 
other grand apartments, with galleries. Thefe 
are of an handfome conftruflion, and are fupported 
by Ionic columns, with an arcade. The back- 
front, or that next the Thames^ has a grand dou- 
ble flight of ftone fteps, by which we afcend to 
the firft apartments from the wharf. The door 
is adorned with Ionic columns, and thefe fupport 
an open pediment, in which is a (hield» with the 
arms of the company. The windows are orna- 
mented with ftone cafes, and the quoins of the 
building are wrought with a handfome ruftic : and 
in the whole of this front there is a great deal of 
folid beauty. Within is the ftatue of Sir IVilRam 
Walworth^ Knt. fi(h monger, who, when he was 
lord-mayor, flew Wat Tyler. There is alfo a flcreen, 
with a golden bufto under the pediment. The 
chandelier in the hall is accounted the moft elegant 
piece of furniture of its kind. 
Company. The Ftjhmonger^s company is the fourth upon 
the lift of the city corporation^, and have at all 
times, that there is mention of guilds or fraterni- 
ties in London^ been remarkable, as may be feea 
in our hiftory. They were originally two bodies, 

viz. 
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viz. ftock-fi(hmongcrs and lalt-fiflimongcrs 5 and .^•,'^* 
both of them h^d nb lefs than fix halls; two in ^ ' 
TbameS'Jifeet^ two in Neiv Pijh-ftreet^ and two in 
Old Fijh-flreet \ and were in fuch reputation for 
valuable members, that fix* lord-mayors were 
chofen out of them in twenty-four years. But 
they were dctefted of fuch frauds in their dealings, 
tliat the parliament, in 1382, enadled. That no 
filhmonger fliould for the future be admitted mayor 
of this city. However, this prohibition was taken 
off the very next year. Bur, in 1384, thcfe, as 
well as all others concerned in furnilhing the city 
with provifions, were put under the immediate 
direftion of the lord-mayor and aldermen by an- 
other aft of parliament; an aft ftill in force. 

The falt-fiflimongcrs were incorporated, A.D. 
1433. The (lock- fifhmongcrs not till 1509. But 
this feparation proving prejudicial to both, they 
united, and obtainecj a charter from King Hen" 
17 VIIL in 1536, by which they were incorporated 
by the name of The wardens and commonalty of the 
nrffiery of Fifhrnongen of the city of London. At 
prefcnt it is a livery company, and very rich. 
They pay 800 1. pr annum in charfty ; have had . 
near fifty of them lord-mayors; and arc governed 
by a prime and five other wardens, and a court 
of affiftants.

Of Broad-street-Ward, 

BRoadJlreet-ward takes its name from that part 
of it, which we now diftinguiOi by the name 
of Old Broad'ftreetj and, before the fire of Lon- 
don^ was accounted one of the broadeft if rcets in 
London. 

It extends from the eaft corner of Helmet or 
Extent. Crofs'keys court in- fFormtvcodJlreefy in the north- 
eaft, to the iron- grate over the common-fewer, 
near the back gate of Betblem-hofpitd in London- 
wall J in the north^wcft; and from the eaft corner 
of Allhallows church on London-wall^ where New 
Broad-Jlreet begins, in the north, to the iron grate 
over the common- fewer, under the eaft end of Si. 
Margaret^ church in Lotbburyy in the fouth-weft, 
and up Pig'Jlreet to the pump facing St. BennelFink^s 
church in the fouth ; and from the pump, near the 
Horth-eaft corner of Si. Martin OutwicFs church- 
wall in Bi/hopfgate-Jlreet^ in the fouth-eaft, to Scalds 
ing-alley in the Poultry^ which is the foUth-weft ex- 
tremity, including Tbreadneedk-Jlreet^ both fides ^ 
Bartholomew-lane \ Princes- fir eet^ almoft as far as 
Catharine- court on the eaft fide ; both fides oiLotb- 
lury^ from the grate eaftward \ ihrogmorton-Jtreei^ 
Pig'ftreeiy and Broad-fireet^ both fides ; Wincbefter-^ 
fiteei^ Aigufiine-friarsy and Wcrmmood-fireei^ as far 
^ as Helmei-courty in. the eaft 5 and to much oiljondon^ 
wall as extends from the north-weft corner of Old 
Broad' ftreet to the grate near Betblem back gate> 
with the alleys and courts on the fouth fide, as far 
as Swan-alley in Little Bell^alley^ Coleman-fireei parifh. 

- This 
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This large ward is botinded on the north and A. D. 
ez& by BiJhGp^ati'^ardj on the fouth by CornbilU ^H^^^ 
ward and fFallhook-ward^ and on the weft by Cole^ 
man-fireet-ward. 

This ward is divided into ten precinfts ; and Govern* * 
governed by an alderman; ten common-council-'"*"** 
men, one of whom is the alderman's deputy, ten 
conftahles; thirteen inqueft- mens ^ight fcaven- 
gers ; and a beadle. 

In furveying this ward we meet with kvtn 
churches, three halls, and fome other public 
buildings and pieces of antiquity^ 

1. In fVormwood'ftreet are a fet of alms-houfcs 
for twelve poor women, founded by Mr. Kgtnp^ 
and endowed wirh i s.^ per week, with other pcr- 
quifites. \ 

2. JUballaws 0i the wall. This is a parochial Allhallowi 
church, and a redtory. indwwaU. 

The old church was very mean, and built clofe 
to the wall oi London^ with a parfon^ge-houfe at 
the weft end, and the churchyard on the caft, 
reaching as far as the north-weft corner of Old 
Broad'JlreeL It does not fufEciently appear wfien 
this church was founded: bur, I apprehend,. it 
was fome time after the foundation of the priory 
of the Holy Trinity near JldgatCy in whofc patron- 
age this church was originally, and who prefented 
Tho. Richer de Sanjlon thereunto in the year 1335. 
At the diffolution of the religious houfes under 
King Henry VIII. this church was, with the priory, 
unto which it belonged, furrendered to the crown, 
in whom the adv^wfon ftill remains, the lordchan- 
E c 2 ccUor 
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A. D. ccllor or lord-kccpcr, for the time being, prcfcnt- 
'^ ' ing thereunto. It efcaped the great fire of London 
in 1666. But was become fo ruinous, that, in 
1765, the parifhioners obtained an adt of parlia- 
ment to empower them to pull it down, and the 
parfonage-boufe, and to enable them to raife fxio- 
ney by annuities to rebuild the fame; which is 
now almoft finifhed on the outfide with brick and 
ftone, in a very ptttty manner; and with this 
alteration, that the new church is ibmewhac long* 
er, and the parfonage-houfe is built at the north- 
eaft corner of the churchyard, and the fcitc of the 
old parfonage-houle is turned into the churchyard. 

.The value of this living is not rated according to 
the aA of parliament, which fettled the income of 
the churches dcftroycd by the ^ in 1 666. But it is 
generally computed to be worth i^ol. per annum. 

The veftry is feled, and compofed of fuch as 
have ferved or fined for churchwardens and con- 
(tables. The parifli-officers are two churchward- 
ens, two ovcrfecrs of the poor, and two fidefmen. 
Carpenters 3- Almoft facing the eaft end of Bethlehem ho- 
*^^'- fpital, and on the fouth fide of the ftreet called 
London-wally ftands Carpenters hail, in a cour^ 
to which there is an entrance by a large pair of 
gates. The building, though very old, and com- 
pofed of timber and plaifter, is not without its 
beauty and peculiar ornaments : and it enjoys an 
agreeable profpeft into Drapers gardens, l^hich 
lie towards the fouth. 
Company.^ The company is an ancient fraternity,, incor- 
porated by King Edward III. -^. D. 1344, with 
power to make by-laws. It is now governed by a 

matter, 
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maftcr, three wardens, and a court of affiftants; A.D* 
and has a livery. . 

Wincbefter-JlreeL This Is divided into Great andwinchcfter 
Utik fTtncbefter-Jireets, which cover the fcite of the *''^"* 
manlion-houfc built by William Paulet^ marquis of 
Wincbeftefy and lord high-treafurcr of England in 
the reign of King Edward VL Thefe ftrects, at 
the north end, open to the place where lately ftood 
the poftern-gate at the fouth-eaft corner of Moor- 
fields. And at the fouth-eaft corner of Great Win- 
cbejler-firefit is Pinners alias Pinmakers hall. 

4. Pinners hall is moft noted for the congre- Pinnen 
gational meetings held therein. It is a noted /«- ***"• 
dependent meeting-houfe ; and the only meeting- 
houfe in London^ as it is faid, where thc^ audience 
are not Calvinijls. It is alfo occupied by a con- 
gregation of Akahaptifis. The Independents meet 
on the Sunday morning; the Anahaptifis on the 
Sunday afternoon. 

The Pinners company * was incorporated by Company. 
Yi\ii^Cbarks\. in the year 1636; and are go- 
verned by a matter, two wardens, and a court of 
affiftants. They have no livery. • 

This end of Wincbejler-ftreet brings us into 0/i old Broad- 
Br^ad-ftreety and terminates, on the north lide,*^^** 
with the Pa^' office. 

§. The Pof-officey whofe front is in Old Broad- Pay.ofEc% 
fireety at the eaft end of Winchefter-Jireety is kept 
in a large houie, part of the remains of the marquis 
of Wincbejier*s manfion-houfe, called Winchejier- 
placcy well adapted for the purpofes of the faid 
office; but very old and plain. It is under, the 
dircfUon of a treafurer and paymafter, who pay 
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A. D, for all the ftorcs ufed in the royal navy, and the 
*' * wage$ of thofe that fail in his majefty's fcrvice. 
The trcafurcr's falary is 2000 1. per annum ; and the 
paymafter, who is alfo accompcant, has 500K per 
annum\ with three clerks, at 80 1. fer annum each; 
^ five clerks, at 40I. per annum each *, and two extra- 
clerks, at 50L per annum each. Here are al(b fi%ce 
clerks for paying bills in coutfe, and writing led- 
gers, v/Zt three at 80 1. per annum each; two at 
40 1. per annum each; and an extra-clerk at 50 h 
per annum. There is alfo a cafhicr of the vi6lual- 
ling in this office, with a falary of 150I. per an-- 
num^ who has a clerk under him at 70 1. per an^ 
mWy another at 50 L and another a: 40]. per 
annum. 
Sir Tbo. O" ^^^ ^^^ ^^^^ ^^ 0'^ Broad'Jlreet^ a litdc more 
masGrcf- ^q the fouthward^ ftand a fet of alms-houfes, 
alms- founded by Sir Thomas Grejham in the year 1575, 
boofes. j^ ^j^g back-part of Grejham collegf, for eight dc* 
cayed poor men, citizens of London^ which Sir 
Thcmas endowed with 6], i^s. 46. per annum for 
each alms- man, to be paid quarterly out of the 
chamber of linden i a load of coals every year; 
and a gown ohce in two years. The truft of which 
he committed to the lord- mayor and commonalty 
of London. 

A&out fixty yards farther fouth is the back- 
entrance into the South- fea-koufe^ to be defcribed 
in fhreadneedU'ftreet. And facing this is the church 
of St. Peier le poor. 
St. Peter- ^- ^^' Peter-lepoor^ fituate on the weft fide 
terjp^or. of QI4 B^oad'ftreet^ and dedicated to St. Peter xH 
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apo^He, was diftinguiftied from other churches of AD, 
that name in London by the addition of k Poor^ ^ /. 
either from the builder's name, or from the poor 
(late of its parifli at tfie time of its foundation ; 
wiiich at prefent, and for fevcral generations, has, 
by its vicinity to xht Royal-eiubange^ been improv- 
ing, and become the refidencc of rich merchants, 
and other people of fortune. 

This is the church which by miftake is regiftcred 
in the year 11 81, when Ralph de Diceto was dean 
of St. Pq§il\ by the name of the church of Ss. 
Peter in Breadjireety inftead oi Broad-ftreet^ there 
never having been a church dedicated to St. Peter 
in Bread'Jtreet. k appears to have been a very 
poqr edifice originally: and in 1615 it was en*, 
larged with the left wing, at the folc expenge of 
Sir IVilliam Garway^ Knt. whofe monument is to 
be feen in this church; and who expended 400 1. 
on this improvement for the convenience of thq 
p^rilhioncrs. The parilhioners, fpirited up by this 
generous aft, repaired and beautified the whole 
church, new built the fteeple and a good galjery 
at the weft end of the church, and new caft an4 
huiig the bells, at the charge of 1587 1. and up- 
wards. 

This was the condition of St. Peter U poor at 
the time of the general confiagration of London^ 
which it efcaped : and is fuppofed to have been 
built, or rather rebuilt, in the year 1540. . It is a 
Gothic ftrufture; but mean in itfelfj and made 
more fo by its untowaird fituation ; one of its cor- 
llcrs^ being thruft as it were into the ftreet, makes 
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A, D^ the ftpKC narrow, obftnifts the pafljge, and dD^ 
^^^' ftroys the triftt. Thb cborcb is of voy coofidcF* 
able breadth in proportion to its length, tn. fifcyw 
£)ur feet long, and fifty -one broad : the heighi:^ 
to the roof, is no more than twenty-three fca^ 
2nd die height of the tower and turret tc^cthcr 
feventy-five feet. The body is plain and en* 
ornamented; the windows are very large ; and the 
dial«is fixed to a beam, that is joined at <Mie end 
to a Icind of turret, and extends, like a country 
fign-poft, acrois the ftreet, in a very aiukwaid 
pofition. The tower rifes fqaare, without dimw 
notion, is ftrengthened at the corners with ruftic; 
and upon this is placed a turret, which coofifis 
of ftrong piers at the corners, arched over, and 
covered with an open dome; whence riles a ball, 
with a fane. 

It is a redory, and has always beeii in the g^ 
of the canons or dean and chapter of Si. PamPs^ 
The income is computed at 130I. per ammm. 
The veftry is general; and the parilh-officers are 
fix auditors of accounts, two churchwardens, and 
two fidefmen. 

Clole to the northward of this pariflb-church 
itood the church and convent oi Auguftine-friars^ 
upon the fcitc where now are built a great number 
of large handfbme houfes, fit for the beft inhabit- 
ants of the city, and which flrect is known by the 
name of Aiftin friars. 
Anfllii. 7* Aufiin-friars^ or the priory dedicated to St. 
^^^^ Augujiine^ was an ancient religious foundation by 
Hun^bry Boburty earl of Hitejcrd and Bjfexy in the 
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year 1253, ^" ^^^ ^^^ ^^^^ oi Bvoad-fireeti which A* D; 
church, houfe, cloifter, other buildings, and gar- 
dens thereunto belonging, occupied and inclofed 
all the ground as far northward as London-wallJ 
That ancient church was dedicated to St. jluguftine^ 
bilhop of Hippo in Africa^ for a religious inftiiutiCMt 
called Auguftinian or Juguftine eremits, who made 
their firft appearance in England in the year 1252.- 
Thefe eremits, or friars, were of xht Mendicant 
fort; and perhaps, bccaufe they pafled under the 
notion of Begging'friarSj the adjacent pariflbchurch 
might have the name Poor added to itj as much 
as to fay Si. P^/^s, church, near, the Begging;^ 
friars, . 

The founder, and his family after him, buUt a 
very fair and capacious church, with a moft com* 
plete fpread ftceple, fmall, high, and ftreightj 
which was an ornament to the city. But, after 
the diflblution of this priory, the fcite thereof, 
and the other buildings within its pVecinfls, were 
granted in parcels, one part by King Henry VIIL 
to Wriothejleyy another by the fame king to William 
lord 5/. John^ another by the fame king to Sir 
Richard Ricb^ another to Laurence Herewardj &c. 
by the fame king-, and laft of aH, klngEdwardYh 
in the fourth ^ear of his reign, granted the choir» 
the crofs-ifles, and other parts of this religious 
houfe, to the faid lord Si. John, who was after- 
wards marquis of fVinchefter and lord high-treafurer, 
and built a large houfe on the fcite of the convent 
or priory, cloifter and gardens, which was called 
Wtncbefter-place abovenacntioncd. However, he 
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A. D; fpar^ tb^ church ; and the weft end thereof^ in^ 
'^^' clofed from the ftcepic and choir ^ was, in the 
year 1550, granted by King Edward VL to a 
congregation of Germans and other ftrangers, at 
the rcqueft of J^bn a Lajco^ in London^ who had 
fled here for the fake of their religion, to be their 
place of worfhip, by the name of ^b^ Temple of the 
Lord Jefusi and fo it continues to this day. 

It is a large and Gatbic edifice, fupported by 
two rows of ftone pillars ; but only a part of the 
church belonging to Aufiin-friars. At the eaft end 
are feveral fteps, which lead to a large platform, 
on which is placed a long t^ble, with feats againft 
the wall, and forms round, for the communicants 
to fit upon, according to the cuftom of thpir church. 
Here is a library in the weft part of it, which is 
both ornamental and ufefuL It is now generally 
{railed The Dutch church in Jujlin-friars 5 and is 
lerved by two minifters^ who have houfes in Au^ 
guftine-friars ''. 

• The 

^ Having parted the fteeple, quire> and fide iQes adjcMning 
to the quire, or choir, from the w^ end hy an inclofare, S^ 
William made them into a granery, and warehoufe for coals 
and other hou(hold u(es. His fon, the marquis of Winchejier^ 
fold the noblemen*s monuments, which were very pompous 
and namerous, and the paving-ftones, which his father had 
not removed, and turned part of what his father bad taken 
imt of the church into ftables for his horfes. See Magna Bn-^ 
iannia. Vol. III. p. 99. 

« It was coftomary for the DuUh and Wallo<m churches, of 
whom this is one, to pay a compliment to every BiQiop of 
L&uMf and every lord-mayor upon their firft acceiis to their 
dignity and charge, and to prefent them with a piece of plate; 
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The two mimlfcrs pw^ch twice every Smiayy. A. D; 
and once in the week befides : they adminiftcr the '^ ' 
holy communion on the h9tSund(tf oS tytry month ; 
and exchange churches every grft Sunday in the 
month with the Walloon congregation, for their 
adminiftrationof the eucharift, their own cliurch 
in ThnadnaMe-ftreet being too fmall for them« 
The minifters have good falaries,«to enable theni 
to live independent and like gentlemen -, and the 
church provides a fulficient fubflftcnCe for their 
widows. 

8. About fifty yards more to the weft ftandftDrapcn 
Drapers ball in ^brogmorton-ftreet. This is a fpa^*^^^** 
cioufi and noble edifice, built upon the ruins of Zr 
palace ereded on that fpot by Thomas lord Crom^ ' 
well in the reign of King Henry VIIL which, being 
forfeited to the crown by his attainder and execu- 
tion for high-treafon, was purchafcd by the com* 

On which occafions they recked the original plantaticro of tbesjr 
charcH in Lon^9n, their reftoradoo te it by Queei} S^izaheth^ 
the confirmation of their charter by King James I. the good 
harmony which their miniders and brethren had always pre- 
ferved with the church of E^g^^nd, and the countenance and 
prote&ion they had eojoyed uader the biihops of iMiJan aod 
the lord-mayors. v 

In 1704 this Dutch congregation in A»gufim-fnars jbpilp^ 
at their common charge, in Middle MoorfieUsj a handfome a]ms- 
houfe, containing twenty-fix rooms, for maintaining their poor, * 

pnen or women, and a room for the elders and deacons of their 
ehurch to meet weekly opon bofifleia, acd to pay the al/ns- 
people, who are paid more or lefs^ as their neceflicies fhall re« 
quire. The whole charge of their poor is computed at 1200I. 
fer annum, part of which h collefted after fcrmon vftxy Sunday n 
&p. at the chQrch door, 
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A. D. pany of Drapers \ who converted it into a hall for 
'^* tnuifading the bufinefs of their corporation : and 
chat building being deftroyed in the fire oi London^ 
j666, the DraperscompSinj built the prefent hall, 
which is a fpacious and noble edifice, compo0ng 
the four fides of a quadrangle, each of which is 
derated on columns, and adorned with arches, 
fiMmed in a piazza round a fquare court; and be- 
tween each arch is a (hield, mantling and oth^ 
fretwork. On the eaft fide is the common hall, 
to which the afcent is by a grand ftaircafe; and 
within it is adorned with a fl:ately (kreen and fine 
wainicot. On the fkreen, between the two doors, 
hangs the pidture, a three*quarter'$ length* of 
Henry Fitz-Akvine^ a draper, and the firft lord- 
mayor of London. At the north end of this room 
are the piAures, at full length and as big as life, 
of King IViUiam III. in his ftadtholdcr's under his 
royal robes ; and the piflures of King George h 
and King George II. in their royal robes, ahd as 
big as life. At the north- well angle of this room 
a door opens into another fpacious room, called 
the court room, richly wainfcotted and furnifhed : 
at the eaft end of this room hangs an original pic- 
ture of Mary queen of Scots j at full length, with 
her infant-fon, l^mgjames I. in her hand. From 
this court room another door, at the weft end, 
opens into a long gallery, at the north end of which 
a folding fafli-door opens into a gj^and fquare roon^, 
called the ladies chamber ; in which the time was 
that the company treated their wiv^s and friends 
with a ball In the center of this room han^s ^ 
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fargc and beautiful chandelier of cut glafe, pre- -^* ^* 



fented to the. conipany by Sir Jofefb Eyles^ Knt. 
' and over the chimney is a fine pidure of Sir Ro^ 
bert Claytcn^ Knt. fome time lord-mayor oi London. 
From the Ibuth end of this gallery they pafs into 
the apartments allotted to the clerk, which are 
very commodious and elegant, with offices below 
for the tranfa£ting of bufinefs. And thefe apart- 
ments, with the accommodations for the uppeir 
porter, fill up the whole front of this noble hall 
next the ftreet. 

At the north- weft angle of thi? quadrangle there 
is a paved pafiage to the gardens belonging to this 
hall : over this paflage, upon an arch built of brick 
and ftone, is a ftrong room, covered with a large 
back or ciftern of water. This is the record room, 
where the company keep their writings, books, 
and papers \ apd their plate, which, for quantity 
and. workman(hip, is faid to exceed all the fer vices 
of plate in other companies. The gardens are 
pleafant and commodious \ being open CYtVf day, 
except Sund^j and rainy days, for the recreation 
of genteel citizens to walk in. The ground which 
they occupy is very near upon a fquare. The mid- 
dle is inclofed with iron rails, and laid out in grafs 
beds, gravel walks, and borders of flowers 5 with 
a ftatuc of Flora in the center. Without the rails 
are fine fpacious walks, kept in good order, and 
agreeably Ihaded with rows of lime trees. At the 
fouth-^eft corner is a very handfome pavilion for 
the accommodation of company in hot weather, 
when tired with walking. Near the north-eaft

north fide lies open to CarptnOn hall : atid at ^tx 
ibuth-€a;ft angle there is a privy. garden, incdoied 
with walls ) on the fouth fide of which, under the 
ladies chamber, is a private room, ekgatitly fiir- 
nilhed, where the managers, or ruling part t>f the 
x:ompany, hold their fecret committees, or prerious 
meetings, before matters are brou^t before a 
general court of livery or alfiftants. 
Company. This company is the third of the twelve prin- 
cipal companies, and was an ancient focicty or 
guild, devoted and dedicated co the Virgin Mary\ 
of which fraternityi?(?^^;F;V2-/</w'»^,tbefirftlord- 
mayor, was a member, and incorporated by King 
Hentiy VI. in the year 1439, ^y ^^ ^*'^ ^^^ ^^^ 
of ^be mafler^ wardens^ bmbrm^ andf^ers^ (Jff the 
guild or fraterni^ bf the bUJfed Mary the Virgin if 
the wyftery $f Drapers of the city of London. The 
prefent government is rna mafter, four wardens, 
' and a court of afliftants. The livery- fine has, 
'from time to time, been raifcd to 25 1. in order, 
as it is faid, to keep ouc neceffitous people. Their 
cftates arc very large; and the charities, with which 
they arc trufted, are very numerous, and fomc of 
them producing a large furplus. 
Token- 9. At the north-wcft extremity of this ward

' for delivering out farthings, originally called tokens. 
But, at prefent, the ground, being converted in-

yard. 

JJ'roni hence we crofs Lothhury^ or Lattenhkry^ 
fo called from its beJng a noted ftrect for workers 
in copper, brafs, and tin, and proceed up Pfinces- 
fireet to the Weft end of ^hreaineedk-Jireet. In 
which are many confiderable buildings, both pri- 
vate and public, viz. 

10. St. Cbrijlopher^s church- This church is St.cbrifto- 
parochial, and a reftpry, fituated within thirty ^^^'^ 
yards of the fouth end of Princes-ftreetj on the 
north fide of ^readneedlejireet^ founded by the 
noble family of the Nevils about the year 1368, 
and dedicated to St. Cbriftopber^ a convert from 
paganifm, and martyr for the Cbriftian faith under 
Becius the emperor.. It was rebuilt of ftone in 
1506; and has ftood to this time, with the help 
of neceflary and fubftantial repairs : for the out- 
ward walls and the fteeple withftood the fire of 
London in i66i6, the infide only being confumed. 
The body is welLenlightened; and the tower is 
crowned with four handfome pinacles. It is al- 
together a very plain edifice *. 

It is a redtory, in the gift of the bifhop of Lon* 
don^ who has prefented thereto from the year 
1 41 5; is included amongft the churches damaged 
by the fire oi London \ and has 120I. fer annum 
fettled upon the rcftor in lieu of tythes. The 
glebe of this parifli appears to be very confider-

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A. IX aUe; lor, in the Regifiry of London^ it is recorded, 
■'^* A. D. 1693, That part of the glebe was then 
rented at 5 1. per ammm ground-rent; another part 
at 20 1. per anmim\ another part, to build four 
houfes upon it^ at 24 1. per annum \ and a fmall flip» 
lett at 40s. per anmemj to build three little fbops, 
with lofts over them 1 and that oppofite to there 
Ihops there was a vault, belonging to the parfon, 
lett at 40 s. per anmtm. 

Here are two pious foundations in this church ; 
one by Mr, John Kendrick^ citizen and draper, who 
left lands to the drapers company, to pay 20 L per 
annum for ever to the curate of this church, to read 
divine fervice in the faid parifli-church at fix o'clock 
in the morning every day in the week, except Sun- 
' da^s\ with 50s. per annum to the clerk; 50s. to 

the lexton; and 5I. to the churchwardens yearly, 
forever, for the maintenance of lights in the winter 
time. 

The other was founded by Mr. Benedi£I Hat- 
lewing, who gave certain houfes in Fleet -ftreet to 
this parifti, on condition they Ihould pay, out of 
their rent, 20I. per annum to the curate, for read- 
ing prayers every day of the week, Sundays except- 
ed, at fix o'clock in the evening. The records of 
this fettlement are regiftered in the parifh-books, 
and in the records in the Guildhall of this city. 

The officers in this parifh are two church wardens 
and overfeers„ and two fidefmen. The veftry is 
general. • ' 

This church, though it refitted the devouring 
flames, which dcftroycd almoft the whole city, is 
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ndtv in manifeft danger of being fwalldwed up by A. p. 
the ^ank\ whofe encrdachmehts on the neigh- - 
bouring buildings threaten St. Cbriftopber^s church, 
to make way for the completing their fUn of 
building, 

II. The Bank of England. This at preferit iSThcBanlj 
a noble edifice, and when finifhed, will, perhaps, Und."^" 
be the moft magnificent building of a ptiblic na^^ 
ture in the whole univerfe. The prefeint ftruaUre 
is fituate on the eaft of St. Cbriftopber's church 
and church-yard. The front next Tbreadneedk" 
fireet is about 80 feet in length, of the Ionic order^ 
raifed on a rufl:ic bafement, in a good ftile* 
Through this front is a grand gate thdt dperts 
into the court-yard, and leads into the gri?at hall; 
This is of the Corintbian order, with a pediment 
in the middle. The^tog of the building is adorn- 
ed with a baluftrade and handfome vafes^ and iti 
the face of the above pediment is engraved in re- 
lievo, the company's fealj viz. BrifaHnia fitting 
with her fhield and fpfear, and at her feet a cor- 
nucopia pouring out frUit. The hall within this 
building is 79 feet long and 40 feet broad, wain- 
fcotted about eight feet high, with a firie fretwork 
ceiling, and is adorned with the (latue of king 
ff^illiam HI. in a nich at the upper end. 

Behind this is another quadrangle, with an ar- 
cade on the E. and W. fides thereof : and on the 
north fide is the accomptant^s office, which is 60 
feet long and 28 feet broad. Over this and the 
other fides of the quadrangle are handfoftie apart*

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AD. mcnts, with a fine ftair-cafe, adorned with fret- 
^ * work 5 and under it arc large vaults, with ftrong 
walls and iron gates, for the prefervacion of the 
ca(h and bullion. 

The offices next St. Bartholomew-lane have been 
pulled down to make way for the new buildings 
now carrying on, which have already fwallowed 
up all the houfes from the eaft fide of the Banky 
now built to Bartbolomew-lane^ and down that lane 
within 59 feet of Lotbbury. And it is currently 
reported. That it is the intention of the diredtors 
to extend their works to Prince^ s-ftreet on the weft, 
and to Lotbbury on the north. In which plan the 
parifli chprch of St. Cbrijlopber is to be pulled 
down, and the fcite thereof converted to the u(e 
of the money changers or dealers in money : and 
the front of the bank will then ejctend from 
Prince^ S'Jlreet to Bartbohttfew^lane. And for the 
greater convenience of thofe whofe bufinefs brings 
them to the Bankj an opening for coaches, &c. 
has been made from the front gate into Cornhilh^ 
and the houfes on the weftward of the faid open- 
ing are to be pulled down, and the ground (b 
' contrived as to make a convenient pafiage for all 
forts of carriages through "Tbreadneedle-Jireety which 
has been always narrow, dirty, and hazardous, 
for coaches. The new ftreet from the Bank gate 
into Cornbillj conGfts of no more than one large 
building on each fide, built of brick and (lone, 

and uniform, to ferve for public offices. 
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By this building-fcheme of the Bank many fa- A. D. 
milies have been great fufierers; in being driven ^ * 
out of a thriving fituation for trade, and that 
without any vifible profpeA of good, that can ac* 
crqc to the public from fuch a large and moft ex- 
pcnfive pile of building. 

Tht Batik was eftabliflied by aft of parliament 
in the year 1693^ under the name of The governor 
and company of the Bank of England : in confide- 
ration of 1,200,000 J. lent to the government by 
the fubfcribers, at the rate of eight per cent* 
This company is now under the diredion of a 
governor, deputy governor, and 24 direftors, 
who are annually eledled at a general court, by- 
ballot. Thirteen make a court of direftors for 
managing the affairs of the company. And if ~ 
the governor and deputy governor fhould be ab- 
fent two hours after the ufual time of proceeding 
to bufinefs, the direftors may chufe a chairman 
by majority, all whofe afts are equally valid, as 
if the governor and deputy governor had been 
prefcnt, • v ' 

The privileges of this Bank are^ 

(r.) Their fealed notes were bylaw made trans- 
ferable by indorfemenc. 

(2.) They have power to purchafe lands, (except 
thofe of the crown) and to receive goods as a 
fecurity for mpncy lent, to buy gold or filver 
bullion, and to fell goods, &c. forfeited to 
them, 
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^' ?• (3-) Their ftock (hall not be taxable in any 
*^''- cafe. 

(4.) They may negociate bills of exchange, and 
receive or take them for other bills or ca(h. 

(5.) The government was to give them a year's 
notice upon paying them back their 1,200,000 ]• 

(6.) To counterfeit their notes was made fe- 
lony. 

(7.) No perfon dealing in this ftock could be a 
bankrupt thereby, nor the ftock liable to foreign 
attachment. 

(8.) During the continuance of this Bank^ the 
time for which was enlarged, no other Bank Ihall 
be erefted by parliamentary authority. 

Facing Bartholomew-lane is the north gate of 
' the Royal E^cbange^ of which noble edifice we 
(hall treat in thefurvey of Cornhill-ward. 
St. Bartho- i2. St. Bartholomew's * church is a redoty, fitu- 
ated at the N. E. angle of Bartholomew-lane^ be- 
hind the Royal Exchange. It is known by the 
feveral names of Little St. Bartholomew^ and 
St. Bartholomew" Sy Exchange \ and is of ancient foun* 
dation. For it was founded before the year 133 1, 
when John de Tyerne was prefented to this living, 

» This was one of the twelve apoHles, and fuppofed to be 
the Nathaniel in whom was no guil^. He was crucified with his 
head downwards, at AWanopU^ or as others write flead alive 
at Albiana, for the chriilian faith ; and is the reputed patron 
of currUx* and tanners. 

on 
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oa the death of John de Aldehurgb^ the reftor -, A. D, 
and it was become fo decayed in 1438, as to re* 
quire to be rebuilt. This church was burnt dowii 
in the great fire in 1666; and the prefcnt church 
arofe in its place, and confifts of a very irregular 
body^ with a tower crbwned with arches, fup- 
ported by columns of the Corinthian order. It is 
handfomcly wainfcottcd and pewed. On the al- 
tar piece is a fpacioqs glory, painted on the figure 
of a facrificed lamb, to fhew that our high prieft, 
the lamb of God, hath offered himfelf a facrifice 
for us : and the pulpit is carved and veneered with 
enrichtnents of cherufeims, &c. 

The value of this livings as fettled by a£l: of 
parliament in lieu of tythes, is no more than 
lool. per, ann. But the value of the glebe, &c. 
is computed at 300 1. more. Here is founded a 
^uefdafs Icfture, endowed at 70 1. per ann. paid 
by the company of haberdafhers : one upon Wed- 
nefd(ysy at 20 1. per ann. paid by the church- 
wardens for the pariih : another upon Fridays^ at 
%^\. only for three quarters of a year, paid by 
the .mercer*s company t another at 12 L per ann. 
on the laft Saturday of every monch, paid alfo by 
the mercers : befides the donation of James WiU 
ford^ fherifF in 1499, who appointed by his will, 
a doftor of divinity, every Good Friday foj- ever, 
to preach in this church a fermon upon the paf- 
fion of our Saviour Chrijl^ from fix of the clocl^ 
till eight in the afternoon.

Benedia % to whom this church is dedicated, and 
Robert Fink the elder, who founded it, is (ituate 
a little eaftward from the Royal Exchange^ on the 
fouth fid6 of Threadpieedle'pteei. It is of ancient 
foundation, and before the year 1322, when John 
de Anefiy was collated to it, upon the death of 
^omas de Brankeire^ the reftor deceafed. Iq 
courfe of time the patronage fell to the crown, 
and was given by king Edward IV. to the dean 
and chapter of fFindfor^ and the impropriation 
being in the faid dean and '^ chapter, it h fuppliec) 
by none but one of the canons of IVindJor^ or 
fuch as they (hall appoint, to be licenced by the 
bilhop of London. So that it is properly a dona- 
tive or curacy, though originally it was a re<5tory. 

This church was burnt in 1666, rebuilt and 
finifhed in i ()j^^ and its value is rated by aft of par^^ 

* Or Bennct^ was zTi Italian, born in the year 480, and be- 
came the patriarch of the famous order of SeneJiJSine monks : 
\vho were alfo called black inonks from the colour of their 
Jiabit. Of this order were all our cathedral priories, except

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Iiamcnt at 100 1. in lieu of tythes ; befides which A. D. 
there is a confiderable glebe, worth very near ^ 
lool. per ann. The prefent edifice is of an irre- 
gular form in its body, which is enlightened by 
large arched windows, that reach to the roof. 
This is encompafled with a baloftrade, and crown- 
ed with a lantern. A dome rifes upon the whole 
extent of the tower, and on its top rifes a turret. 
It is looked upon by moft people as a complete 
piece of architefture 5 being within of an eliptical 
figure, moft commodious for an auditory. It is 
well wainfcotted and pewed, and hath an hand- 
feme pulpit, and a beautiful marble font. George

The veftry is general : and the parilh ofEcers- ,. 
are 13 auditors of accompts, and two church- 
wardens-. 

The church-yard was given for a free burial- 
place, without any charge to the parifliioners bu- 
, ried in it.

Tbreadneedleftreet, near the fouth end of Pig-ftreet^ church!"' 
in the parifh of St. Bennet Fink^ ftands the French 
and Walloon proteftant church, founded upon the 
ruins of the hofpital of St. Anthony^ which had 
been a Jews fynagogue, built about the year 
1 231, and converted into a church dedicated to 
the Virgin Mary. This hofpital flourifhed, raifed 
a large free-fchool, and built alms-houfes at the

The ruip of fhis hpfpita) is attributed to one 
Jobnfon^ (a fchoolmaftcr) who becoming a prc- 
bend^f y of Windfovj firft diiTolved the ghoir, then 
conveyed away the plate and ornaments, then the 
bells, and laftly turned the poorout of the alms- 
houfes •, let out the premifes for rent, and the 
church for a place of worlhip to the French pro- 
teftants ; who hold it to this day of the dean and 
chapter of ff^indfoK They perform divine fer- 
vice after the manner qf \he phyrch of England^

This church, as \i now fliands,' was built after

fhc government of this church is in a minifter,

15. Mercbant'taylor'S'batty fituatc near the S- Mcrditnt- 
E. corner of Tbreadneedle-Jireet^ is a fpacious.hiaii. 
building, and the great hall fo capacious, that it 
is beft adapted fqr the reception of numerous af- 
femblies of any other in the city, and mod em- 
ployed for fuch purpofes. In the front is an hand- 
fome large dppr-pafe, adorned with two demi- 
columns, whofe entablature and pediment are of 
the Ompojite orc^er. The infide is furnifhed with 
tapeftry, containing the hiftory of their patron, 
John Baptijl ; and though thefe hangings are old, 
ihey s»re very curious and valuable. 

This is the 7th of the 12 principal companies. Company, 
^nd wqs jncprporatpd by king Edward IV. A. D. 
^466, by the i^ile and n^me of yiry/^ri and Linen- 
armourer Ji. But this coippany being fpon filled 
with merchants, and fo highly honoured, as to 
have king Henry YII. become a member thereof, 
bis majefty reincorporated them jjn the year 1503,^ 
by the name ofTbe majjier and wardens of tbe Mer- 
chant Taylors of tbe fraternity of St. John the Bap- 
tjft in tbe city of London. Under which charter 

they 
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A. D. thty arc governed by a mafter, four wardens, and 
' a court of afliflants. Their liVcry is very numc - 
rous, and their cftatcs are very confiderable : out 
of which they pay above 2000 1, per ann. for 
charitable ufe?, purfuant to the wills of the rc- 
fpeftive doners. 
St. Mar- 16. 5/. MartirCs Outwicby is a parochial church 
wicb, at the S. E. angle of Tbreadneedkjtnefj and ftand- 
ing partly in Bijhopfgatejireet. It is dedicated to 
St. Martin^ bifhop of Tottrs in France about the 
year 376, In the year 1325 John de ff^arrm^ earl 
of Surry^ prefented to the living. And that earl 
dying without iflue, and leaving his eftates to the 
crdwd, thb advowfoti of this church was pur- 
chafed by Jolm Churchman in 1387, for William 
and John Olewicby and thefe two brothers, by li- 
cence of king Henry IV. in the 6th year of his 
feign, gave the advowfon of this church, four 
meffuages, and i7lhops, with the appurtenances, 
in the parifli of St. Martin Oiefwicby &c. to the 
mafter and wardens of the taylors and lincn-ar- 
rnourers, and to their fucceffors,- in perpetual 
alms, to be employed for the help and relief of 
the poor brethren and fillers of thefaid company. 
By virtue of which grant the merchant- taylors 
have the right of patronage to this church : and 
the addition of Oteivicb or Outwicb has been made 
fo diflinguifh this foundatfen from all others of the 
fame name. 

This church, which was rebuilt in 1540, or 
thereabout, is an old Gotbtc ftrufture, of the 

meaner 
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meaner ftile, 66 feet long, and 4a broad ; the :^'P* 
height of the roof ^ i feet, and the height of the 
fteeple 65. The body of bricks ftr^ngthened at ' 
the corners with a mafly ruftic. The windows 
large and of a coarfe Goibic kind. The top for- 
rounded with plain fquare battlements : and, tiil 
Ifltely damaged by the fire that began at the S« £. 
angle of Biftfopfgate-fireei ^ihtxt rdfe an open arched 
turret, fupportcd by four piers, from a tower that 
is extremely plain and fimple : and from the dome, 
rofe a ball and fane. For though it had the good 
fortune to efcape the fire in 1666, it has been fo 
much damaged by the fire above*mentioned, and 
decayed with .age, that it is thought the whole 
muft be pulled down and rebuilt. . 

The inhabitants not having room irt their own, 
did formerly bury their dead in a cemitery conti- 
guous to the cathedral church of St. PauL But^ 
in the year 1539, they, with the confent of the 
dean 'and chapter of St. Paul's^ and of the reftor 
> of All-hallows on the wall^ lying along next Lffftdon- » 

ivallj in his pariih obtained a piece of ground, 
containing 5^ feet in length, and in breadth 21 
feet towards the E. and 18 feet towards the W. 
for a burial-place : which was confecrated bybi- 
fcop StokeJUy for that purpofe. 

The value of this living, including the parfon-- 
?ge houfe, is not allowed to be more than i2oK 
per ann. except the fees. It is a reftory. Tfie 
veftry is general : and there are no pariih officers 
but two church-wardens,

hottfe. ^' 'I'bis houfe ftands upon a great deal of ground \ 
running backward as far as Old Broad-firut^ fac- 
ing St. Peter U Poor. Which back front was for* 
merly the Exafe-office ; then the South Sea compa- 
ny's office ; from which it is known by the name 
of the Old South Sea-boufe. As to the new build- 
ing, in which the company's affairs are now tranf- 
afted, it is a magnificent ftru&ure of brick and 
ftone, about a quadrangle, fupported by ftone 
pillars of the *Tufcan order, which form a fine 
piazza. The front in Threadneedle-ftreet is beauti- 
ful, and of the Doric order. The walls are of a 
great thicknefs. The fcveral offices arc admira- 
bly difpofed : and the great hall for Tales, the 
dining room, galleries and chambers, are hardly 
<. to be equalled. Under all are arched vaults to 
preferve every thing that is valuable from acciden- 
tal fire. 

Compuiy. The South Sea company had the following ori- 
gin. Seamen's tickets in the reign of queen Jnne 
being fo badly paid, that the ncceffitous were qb- 
liged to part with them at 40!. and fometimes 
50I. per cent, a debt of 9» 17 7*967 1. 15 s, 4d. 
accumulated in the hands of thpfe avaricious 
ufurers, by this and other account$ ; unprovided 
for by parliament. Thefe men taking this debt 
into their hands, obtained an ad of parliam,ent, 
in i;rio, to make them a body politic. The year

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following, the dcht being difchargcd, their com- A. D 



pany was made perpetual ; and her majefty incor- 
porated them by the name of f he governor and 
companf of merchants of Great Britain trading to the 
South Seas and other parts of America, and for en- 
couraging thefifhery. And in 17 14, they lending 
the government an additional fum of 822,0321, 
4 s. 8d. the capital of the company was, by aft 
of parliament^ inlarged to ten milli<nis ; for which 
the members received fix per cent, intereft, or 
6oo,oool. per ann; 

By an aft of parliament in 1720, this company 
was further favoured with the fole privilege of 
trading to the Zouth Seas^ within certain limits, 
and enabled to encreafe their capital, by redeem- 
ing feveral of the public debts. Which proved 
the ruin * of the fubfcribers. For by the arts ufed 
on this occafion by fome in power, the capital ftock 
of the company was foon raifed to 33*543,263 L 

However, this con^pany was not diflblved : 
and in the year 1733, it was enadled by parlia- 
ment. That the capital ftock of the South Sea 
company, which then amounted to 14,651,1031. 
8s. id. and the (hares of the refpeftive proprie- 
tors, fhould be divided into four equal parts: 
three fourths of which (hould be converted into 
a joint ftock, attended with annuities after the 
rate of four per cent, till redemption by parlia-

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A. D. ment ; and fhould be called the New South Sea 
'^ ' annuities : and the other fourth part fhould re- 
main in the connpany as a trading capital ftock, 
attended with the refidue of the annuities or funds, 
payable at the exchequer to the company till re- 
demption. 

Notwithftanding the terms of their charter, by 
which we are to look upon this company as mcr- 
• chants, it is obfcrvable that they never carried on 

any confiderable trade. And now they have no 
' trade. They only receive intereft for their capital, 
which is in the hands of the government ; and 
8000 h pcrann. out of the treafury, towards the 
expence attending the managenwnt of their af- 
fairs i which is done by a governor, fub-govcr- 
^ nor, deputy governor, and 21 direftors, annuaBy 
chofcn on the 6th of February^ by a majority of 
votes. Such members of the company as have 
loool. in the capital ftock in their own names, 
having one vote •, fuch as have 3000 1. two votes; 
fuch as have 5000I. three votes; and fuch as 
have io,oooL or more ftock, four votes; and 
none above. 

No perfon is eligible to be governor, fub-gover* 
nor, deputy governor, or direflor, while he is 
governor, deputy governor, or direflor of the 
Bank of England.
